REPORTS OF COMMITTEES 
ION REFORMS. 


Another conference year has closed and we are here assembled answering again to the 
rojl call of duty. The past year has been one of blessing and encouraging fruitage as the 
report on the state of the work will doubtless show. It is the duty of the committee on 
reforms not to speak so much along lines that may be commended as to point out places 
where improvements may be made. 

We are fully convinced of our divine call to preach scriptural holiness throughout the 
land, This is our great and only commission and we would renew our determination to 
preach it better than we have ever done in the past. It is of the utmost importance that 
all of the ministry should be sanctified in their relations to God and the world, and that 
this experience be manifest in all the walks and duties of life. The very atmosphere of a 
holy life should be love, self-sacrifice, a single eye to the glory of God, and a supreme pur- 
pose to promote the will of God on earth. All our powers as ministers should be solemnly 
dedicated to this one great end. We greatly regret that some of our efficient and good 
brethren in the ministry have temporarily abandoned the work of preaching the gospel, 
and are giving themselves up to secular pursuits. We are commanded to seek first the 
kingdom of God and his righteousness, and then we have the assurance that all temporal 
good shall be added. We do not believe that any minister who followed Christ closely ever 
came to want. David said he had never seen the righteous forsaken nor his seed begging 
bread. We would earnestly urge our brethren in the ministry to abstain from dealing in 
real estate, stocks or any scheme to merely get money, and stick to the glorious work or 
spreading scriptural holiness throughout these lands. 

Possibly the membership of the church should come in for its part of the share of 
responsibility on this point. There are many ministers whose meager support is not suffi. 
cient to properly provide for and educate their families. This makes a great temptation 
to them to step aside and engage in secular pursuits. We believe the spirit of the gospel 
to be that all should share alike relatively in the bounties of earth. Why should a minister 
be compelled to labor for three or four or six hundred dollars a year, when a parishioner 
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on his charge makes his thousands? Is it just that the preacher is compelled to face the 
future problem of no home, and nothing on which to subsist when he leaves the ministry, 
when the membership are providing for themselves a competency in this world’s goods? 
We believe a minister should stick to his pulpit and that the laity should make the same 
sacrifice for him and the work that he himself is willing to make. A close study of the 
Jewish economy shows that people, Levites and priests shared alike in the bounties of life. 
The laity are stewards of the bounty of God, as well as of the grace given to them, and 
should exercise their stewardship in such a manner as to promote the best interest of the 
work of Ohrist. 


Necussiry or Unity amonc Oursgives.—We are thankful for the spirit of unity man- 
ifest within the bounds of the Washington conference. This spirit will grow if properly 
cultivated. We believe it would be the sacred duty and exalted privilege of every preacher 
and layman to do all within his power to intensify this Christian element, Our Discipline 
gives most wholesome advice which, if studied, will furnish much help on this point. We 
are taught there to speak evil of no one; that if we have anything against a person that we 
-are to tell it to him frankly and lovingly. This spirit of unchristian criticism is to be re- 
garded as a fire that must be cast out of our bosom by going to the person and telling him 
plainly and lovingly if there be any grievance. The Bible is also very explicit on this 
point. : 

Brethren, let us stand closely together in brotherly love, and work shoulder to shoulder 
for the advancement of the Redeemer’s kingdom. By showing a solid front to the enemy 
we will be able to defeat him and be more than conquerors in our lives, and will become 
more efficient in pushing on the work of Ohrist in our midst. This spirit should be culti- 
vated among societies and conferences as weil as between individuals. There isa tendency 
for one society to look with suspicion upon another society. It is very natural for a society 
in one place to excel other societies in one or two particular points. The other societies 
may excel this one at other points. Let each member speak well of the other and each so- 
ciety cherish a spirit of confidence and brotherly love for all other societies. 


Necessity oF Property ReGarDinc ALL INTERESTS OF THE WORK.—We must be very 
careful to keep well balanced and encourage each department of the work and not run off 
entirely in the interest of one phase of our work. In lifting a vessel every part is lifted 
when one part is lifted. The work of Ohrist is such in its organic capacity that when one 
part suffers all the other parts must suffer with it, and when one part rejoices all the other 
parts share in the joy. We must not become localized, but must lengthen our cords and 
strengthen our stakes in the interest of every branch of our work. The missionary cause 
must be pushed to the front. The field before us is a great one, and the door has been 
swung widely open. Let us not leave this work for the sisters of the W. F. M.S., but feel 
that as ministers and members of the church we must havea part and lot in evangeliz- 
ing the world. Let us make this the banner year in the history of our foreign missionary 
work. Our publishing interests are of vast importance, and should be encouraged more by 
our people. Our ministers should be thoroughly familiar with all our publications, and 
should as far as possible see that they are all gotten into the Free Methodist homes, 
churches, or Sunday-school. We are to be congratulated as a denomination on our whole- 
some literature, and must do more in the interest of the success of our publishing house. 
We believe the work of Christian education is of vital importance to the extension of our 
work, and that our schools should have the unanimous support of all our people. Many of 
these institutions are compelled to struggle for a mere existence when there are sufficient 
funds in the church to make them successful in every department of work. The burden of 
making these institutions what they should be should rest on the entire church. Brethren, 
instead of telling what these schools should be in their work and influence, let each one of 
us do all we can to bring them up to our ideals. 


Guarpine AGainstT WorLpLINEss.—This is an age of cold commercialism. The insid- 
ious spirit of the world is crowding itself everywhere. The desire to appear and act like 
the world is always apparent. A spirit of covetousness or a desire to make a show is every- 
where. Our proper attitude to the world is described by the Apostle Paul when he empha- 
sizes the truth that we are to be dead to the world. We are citizens of another country, 
even a heavenly. Let us live as pilgrims and strangers here, who are looking for a city to 
come, We should be neat and tidy in our homes and in our apparel, but all extravagance 
in attire should be scrupulously avoided. ‘Will you forever lay aside all superfluous orna- 
ment, and adorn yourself in modest apparel, with shamefacedness and sobriety,” is an- 
swered in the affirmative by all who join our church. Let us adhere strictly to our Disci- 
pline and to the teachings of the word of God, and insist upon all our people being plain. 


GREATER OarE In ADMITTING MempErs.—We believe that in many places we have not 
been sufficiently guarded in receiving members into our church. It is not sufficient that a 
person has become disaffected with another denomination, and wishes to leave that church. 
We should know that those who come among us understand our Discipline, spirit, doc- 
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trines and government. It is better for us to have but few of the right stamp than many 
who are not of this character. Better have the few who are in full accord and heart sym- 
pathy with us than a number who are simply seeking a religious shelter. We believe, how- 
ever, that being more careful in receiving members into the church will result in 
an increase in membership. 


IMPROVEMENT IN OuR Worsure.—We believe that our work could be greatly benefited 
by making changes or in improving conditions in connection with our religious services. 
- The singing could be much improved in all our societies. The gift of song under the 
power and fervor of the Spirit is one of the most potent factors in the propagation of the 
work of Christ. The best leader should be selected to lead the singing, and a certain 
amount of time devoted to the improvement of our song service, The singing should 
be in the Spirit, should never drag, and should be regarded as one of the most important 
parts of the worship. Such songs should be chosen as will conduce to the upbuilding and 
strengthening of our work. The multiplicity of new songs in many places is crowding out 
many of our older and more substantial hymns. We are glad to welcome any new produc- 
tion that comes up to our standing, but are unwilling to sacrifice our old war hymns, such 
as, ‘‘Jesus. Lover of My Soul,’’ ‘‘Rock of Ages Oleft for Me,’’ ‘‘There Is a Fountain Filled 
with Blood,’’ for such hymns as, ‘‘I went in a crying, and I came out a flying,’’ and those 
of kindred selections. 


Carinc FoR Our YounG Prorun.—We believe that the church could do better in the 
way of nursing and caring tor her younger members. Our future hope depends upon the 
young soldiers who are to take up the armor that is being laid aside by the old veterans of 
the cross. The new generation will bear the stamp of the old one. If we expect our young 
men and young women to be intensely spiritual and thoroughly devoted to the cause we 
must set the example. We must not only do this but in every way encourage those who 
desire to become Christians. Many young people become discouraged religiously for want 
of words of commendation and sympathy. We have great confidence in our young people 
and believe that they will carry the banner a little higher than we have done if they receive 
the proper encouragement at the critical time in their lives, 

Brothers and sisters, let us remember that the young people are but babes in Christ, 
while we are to be fathers and mothers in Israel. Let us see to it that all our young peo- 
ple receive encouragement and that they be urged to take upon themselves the responsibil- 
ities of Christian obligations as they are able to discharge them. 


KEEPING UP THE OHURCH PropERTY.—In many places our church property is sadly 
neglected. Business men will judge our religion from a business point of view. If they 
find the church and parsonage unpainted, the fence falling into decay around the parson- 
age, the yard and the lawn poorly kept, they will naturally conclude that inasmuch as we 
are careless in the material welfare of our church, that we are also indifferent to the spirit- 
ual needs. Nothing will win the respect of a thinking community more than to keep 
everything decently and in order about our church property. 

Let us be diligent in seeing that all the temporary interests are managed in such a way 
as to redound to the honor of our Christ and to the glory of his name. 


In conclusion we would speak a few words of the great necessity of that breaking down 
of the heart before God and each other which will keep us plastic, tender and receptive. 
Phillips Brooks speaks about the breaking of the crust; we become hardened, fossilized 
and thickly crusted in a formal condition unless we have daily manifestations of the divine 
Spirit in our hearts. Brethren of the ministry and the laity as well, let us humble our- 
selves under the mighty hand of God, let us live lives of self- abandonment at the foot of the 
eross; let us face this coming year with that whole-hearted and purposeful abandonment 
of ourselves to all the divine will. Let us feel that our highest place is found in serving 
others rather than to be served ourselves. 

If we do this, and I believe we will, when another year has rolled around and the rollis 
ealled for another conference, we will look back to the past most spiritually glorious and 
most successful year in the history of the Washington conference.

The Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society held a public meeting Sunday afternoon and 
raised $315 by subscription to support a missionary on the foreign field; also $51.40 in 
eash for the general fund. They reported having raised during the year, including the 
missionary box. $686.88, making the total amount raised and subscribed, $1053.28. They 
report a membership of 226 in the conference.

Il.—ON THE STATE OF THE WORK, 


For the condition of the work on the districts, we have great occasion for gratitude. 
A general spirit of aggressiveness prevails among the pastors, and as a consequence our 
reports this year show a substantial increase in membership, and an encouraging improve- 
ment of church property. Upon the Portland and Salem districts, three new churches 
have been built, another finished, ten church buildings painted, several papered. and the 
indebtedness raised on the Portland and Salem parsonages, while but little indebtedness 
remains on any of the circuits. 

The Oregon pilgrims are adhering to the issues of the church with gratifying fidelity. 
We are trying to place a consistent spirit upon at least an equal plane with plain dress. 
**God is a Spirit and they that worship him must worship him in spirit,’ and plain dress 
and every other outward appearance of piety should be an outgrowth of a right spiritual 
condition. Woe be to us, or any other people, when our lives lead men to think that we 
hold spirituality to bé an outgrowth of plain dress. 

Our camp-meetings have been seasons of great power and spiritual uplifting, also tent 
cae i and special revival services have been a channel for the development of: our 

eople 
- A spirit of unity is characteristic of the Oregon work. ‘‘Oross firing” is very seldom 
indulged in, private effort.in kindness being considered a better way. 

Our pastors are fast becoming teachers with an objective point in their preaching, and 
are notin harmony with the idea that logic and information are averse to spirituality. 

We would urge our people to bear in mind the fact that our district quarterly meetings, 
camp- -meetings, conference sessions and special revival meetings are a means of unifica- 
tion of spirit and doctrine, and should be largely attended. A most noble sacrifice of 
pe. has been made during the past year, but this must not take the place of a sacrifice 
of time. 

The work on the Eugene and Grants Pass districts shows a very material gain in the . 
construction of churches and parsonages. A heavy debt has been raised on the church and 
parsonage at Grants Pass and about $200 worth of improvement has been made on the 
property. A church has been built at Ashland. and a church and parsonage at Medford. 
Money is also being raised with which to purchase a district tabernacle, 
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IJ].—ON REFORMS. 


Reform means to form again and this presupposes the existing formation to be faulty 
and in need of being formed again, the reforni:ation to take place on the points at fault. 


Druss.—Pride is the effect of Satanic flattery. It manifests itself in the worldling 
when he decks himself in heathenish and senseless fashion, and too frequently manifests 
itself in the professed Christian in the same way, while Satan laughs as he sees the pro- 
fessed child of God acting under the inspiration of his whisperings. But pride can be 
manifested also under the guise of humility.

‘ «golden mean”’ which is becoming to the child of God; either extreme is to be avoided ; 
we should in this respect as well as others shun every appearance of evil. If the wearing of 
gold is evil, then the wearing of imitation gold is the appearance of evil. If slouchiness is 
evil, then to be uncouth in appearance is the appearance of evil and to be shunned. 


TRAINING OF CHILDREN.—The scripture which says, ‘‘Train up a child in the way he 
should go, and when he is old, he will not depart from it,’’ though seemingly behind the 
times, nevertheless if fulfilled will bring the same results in this age aa in Solomon’s. 
Government administered in the fear of God accompanied by unflinching perseverance, 
untiring patience and fervent prayer, will be a means of saving our children to God and 
the church. If we foster pride in our children can we expect them to develop into exam- 
ples of godliness? If we indulge them in wilfulness, can we expect them to become hum- 
ble followers of Christ? If wedo not bring them up to attend, believe in and love the 
Free Methodist church, can we expect to make of them Free Methodist pilgrims? Lord, 
give us wisdom to know, and grace to perform our duty to our children. 


Liquor TraFrric.—On all questions where morals are involved, the church of God 
should stand in the front rank on the:side of righteousness. She should not wait to be 
drafted into the service, but should volunteer in the cause of right, and acquit herself val- 
iantly in its behalf. We deem the liquor question the momentous issue of the day. We 
see this home-destroying, life-robbing, soul-damning power, move forward in one solid 
phalanx, ignoring every law of God and man, trampling under foot every human right, 
sweeping multitudes of the human race into earth’s moral cess-pool, death’s untold horrors 
and hell’s eternal flame. Shall God’s standing army on earth view this outrage indiffer- 
ently? Heaven forbid! But raising the blood-baptized cross, and taking for our motto, 
‘‘By this conquer,’’ we will in prayer and preaching, by voice and by vote, oppose this 
infernal host, until the black banner shall be hauled down and this national iniquity 
purged.

REPORTS OF COMMITTEES 


I.—ON STATE OF THE WORK, 


We have now reached the twenty-fourth mile-stone in the history of our conference, 
thus concluding the twenty-third year of labor, December 7, 1883, General Superintendent 
E. P. Hart organized this conference at San Jose. Then, there were seven preachers, four 
circuits, three Sunday-schools, 67 members in full connection and nine probationers. To- 
day we have 16 preachers, 15 circuits, 10 Sunday-schools, 355 full members and 45 proba- 
tioners. We think of the number who have gone to their reward, and also that the South- 
ern Oalifornia conference was originally a part of our conference, and we are made to feel 
that our labors have not been in vain. Thank God,if we go forth weeping, bearing pre- 
cious seed, we shall doubtless come again rejoicing bringing our sheaves with us. While as 
a conference we have not enlarged as we might wish, we remember the reward is accord- 
ing to our faithfulness and not to our success. The spirit of self-sacrifice accompanies the 
spirit of aggressiveness, therefore if we would enlarge our borders we must sacrifice and 
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like the early Methodists be at it, all at it and always at it. Three things are necessary to 
success: First, a consecrated laity and ministry; second, unity and harmony between all; 
and third, a realization that without God we can do nothing. We rejoice and thank God 
for the degree of spirituality we possess, but we feel a great need of both ministers and lay 
members humbling themselves before God until they receive a greater baptism of love and 
power upon their hearts. 

We recommend that our circuit preachers open new fields adjoining their circuits, and 
that our local preachers be afforded systematic work if possible. 

We urge a return to the former method of conducting class-meetings, to the use of the 
Free Methodist hymn book in our regular services, and that more attention be given to 
prayer and fasting. We further recommend that our class leaders urge the members of 
their respective classes to contribute a stated amount weekly to the support of the pastor, 
thus encouraging systematic giving which should be practised by all. 

Two camp-meetings, three tabernacle meetings and fourteen revival meetings have 
been held this year, generally with good success. 

Two new classes have been organized ; a neat little church purchased at Sacramento. 
Three hundred and fifty dollars has been spent in repairing church properties outside of 
damage done by the earthquake of April 18. 

We are thankful to God for the blessing and help of the closing year, and look forward 
to a year of success and victory. 


II.—ON REFORMS. 


SaBBAaTH OBspRVANCE.—We believe the institution of the Christian Sabbath to be by 
divine command and its desecration a sin which will exclude from the kingdom of grace 
and glory. We deplore the running of Sunday excursions by the railroads, thus placing 
great temptations before the young by offering reduced rates and many questionable 
attractions at the other end of the line. We believe that Sabbath visiting, pleasure riding, 
reading secular papers, getting the mail, letter writing. are infringements on the divine 
command, “Remember the Sabbath day to keep it holy.” Therefore, 

Resolved, That we do all we can by precept and example to restore the sacredness of 
the Sabbath in home and public life. 

Diyinz Worsuip.—There is a seeming necessity of calling your attention to the im- 
portance of regular attendance on public worship, and especially that of the class-meeting. 
The Sunday-school is not attended as it should te. The increased attendance on the part 
of the church would prove to be a blessing and help, not only to the society but would bea 
great source of encouragement to the pastor. There is a lack on the part of our people in 
attending the quarterly and district meetings. Many official members feel under no obli- 
gation to attend these gatherings. As we forget these duties so will we forget God\ and 
drift into formalism and spiritual deadness. 

Scorer Socretizs.—Never did Satan manifest more infernal skill in devising traps for 
the souls of men than when he invented the secret lodge. Our country is overrun with 
lodges. It is lodge, lodge, until the church is almost lodged, and handicapped for want of 
means and loyal patronage to make it effectual in its mission of love. We believe that in 
order to keep ourselves free to follow the Lord in all things we must keep out of these 
deceptive and Christless organizations. 

Dress.—Conformity to the world in dress is sometimes manifested among us; espe- 
cially in the appearance of the children of some of our preachers and pilgrims until they 
appear like the children of the world. We believe it to be the duty of Free Methodist par- 
ents to hold their children to the line of plainness of dress while under their care. Nearly 
everywhere we see a woful omission of duty in the home on this line. God said of Abra- 
ham, ‘‘I know him, that he will command his children and his household after him and 
they shall keep the way of the Lord to do justice and judgment.’” We would urge our 
preachers to cry out against this evil which is an avenue that is leading our children away 
to worldly conformed churches and away from God. While plainness is not always a proof 
of godliness, those who are godly will be plain. We should be patterns of neatness and 
keep in the middle of the way. 

PrRouIBITION.—We regard the liquor traffic as one of the gigantic evils that is cursing 
our fair land. Everywhere we see this monster making drunkards of tbe flower of man- 
kind, making widows and orphans all around us, filling our penitentiaries and jails, and 
sending thousands of souls to hell. We regard the church in a measure as being responsible 
for its continuance. for she has votes enough to forever annihilate thenuisance. Therefore, 
we would urge our brethren in the ministry, our laity, and all who are interested j in human- 
ity to preach, pray and vote against it until the cause of prohibition wins. Let us not be 
weary in well doing, for in due season we shall reap if we faint not. 

GenpRaL Rrrorms.—We are convinced that in order for us to maintain our position of 
opposition to everything that is opposed to godliness, we must be clear and definite in the 
experience of regeneration and entire sanctification. We deplore the lack of definite holi- 
liness teaching and preaching and that so many of our people mistake a blessing for the 
real experience of entire sanctification, for we believe our mission as 4 church is to spread 
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scriptural holiness over the land, and to present every man perfect in Christ Jesus. We 
pray that God may help us as preachers and teachers to keep before the people the Bible 
standard of justification and the necessity of every believer being sanctified wholly. Let 
us be straight in theory, positive and definite in experience and practical and clean in life. 


III.—ON SUNDAY-SCHOOLS, 


The Sunday- school is an essential factor in accomplishing the greatest results in the 
work of saving souls. These results will be largely in proportion to the tone of spiritual 
life, united efforts and persistent zeal of the pastor, officers’and teachers of the school. 
They should keenly feel] the worth of souls, and realize the opportunities within their reach 
of helping to shape immortal destinies. 

Much depends*‘upon a pure, spiritual literature. We recommend the Light and Life 
supplies as meeting thisdemand. The Sunday-school should begin and close promptly on 
time. All the members of the church should attend and co-operate. The singing in many 
places is far from what it ought to be. 

The pastor and missions should be especially remembered by the offerings of the 
school, and the pastor should frequently give brief addresses. Missionary and temperance 
exercises should be held quarterly.

REPORTS OF COMMITTEES 


ION EDUCATION. 


The results of the sacrifice and efforts of our people in behalf of Christian education 
are very encouraging. Intelligent, efficient and consecrated workers, who have been pre- 
pared in our seminaries are found in many fields. Still, are. there not a few points in which 
our most excellent seminaries may be made even more efficient? 

First, with reference to the Bible as a text-book. While all our seminaries have felt the 
necessity of definite and systematic work in Bible study, there is practically no consensus 
of opinion as to what work should be required. Precedent and ‘‘Oollege requirement’’ 
have not marked out definite courses of Bible study. Bible work should be required of all 
students and, during the four years of academic work necessary to win a seminary diploma, 
there should be a requirement of a one year’s course in Bible study. Itis always objected 
that the courses are already overcrowded. But let it be granted that the Bible has a supe- 
rior claim to any other study in science or literature and the objection has no special appli- 
cation against a Bible course. 

The importance of a good working knowledge of the Bible may be argued from various 
standpoints, 

First, its importance appears if it is granted that the Bible is the basis of moral law. 
This the student of history must acknowledge. To quote from an eminent educator: ‘It 
is the unanimous verdict of history that it is impossible to base moral obligation either on 
expediency or human authority. The fairest fruits of such effort have been apples of 
Sodom—ashes to the core. The most stringent penal codes ever framed have been power- 
less to restrain from crime men who have acknowledged no other authority than them- 
selves. Back of the authority of the family, of the school, of the state, if it is to be re- 
spected and obeyed, must be felt that of a supreme law-giver, the final source of moral 
obligation.” . 

The second argument for a good, thorough course in Bible study is that such a course 
is necessary to keep pace with the foremost and best educational thought of the land. The 
pendulum swing of educational thought, influenced as it has been by an ‘irreligious and 
infidel outcry against Bible instruction, has passed the most distant point from God and 
the Bible, and is on its return trip. The time-honored argument of the pilgrim fathers, 
that the state needs religious instruction, if it is to develop good citizens, again carries force. 

A third argument in favor of a thorough Bible course is found in the fact that we ac- 
knowledge a very serious responsibility concerning the spiritual welfare of those under our 
tuition. The public school may excuse itself from any direct effort for the salvation of 
the souls of its scholars, but we cannot excuse ourselves from such an effort and we would 
not if we could. 

In addition to Bible study and partially as a result of it, we may hope for much spirit- 
ual fruit from our schools, * * 

The next point of a caeamienes in our seminaries refers to what is known as the indus- 
trial idea in education. Building upon this idea, agricultural colleges, polytechnic high 
schools and other like institutions are enjoying phenomenal prosperity, and their achieve- 
ments are proving highly satisfactory. Industrial instruction is fast becoming a part of 
the public school system. It is the result of a changed standard in education. The end of 
the new education is character, power. usefulness, rather than high scholarship. A man is— 
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revered for what he is and for what he can do more than for what he knows. Power and 
influence do not come alone from knowledge, but from skill in its application. 

The advantages of an industrial education are many and great. It is the best answer 
ever given to that ever present question: What shall the boys and girls do with their sur- 
plus energy and time? They can always be entertained and profitably employed in the 
wood workers’ shop, in the iron workers’ department, with drafting instruments, or in 
some other industrial department. It gives life a new meaning to our young people. They 
feel that they are a part of this great working world. It is very important for them to 
master some means by which they could earn a living if a chosen occupation should close 
its or to them. Skill with the hands is best secured in youth and such skill is a lifelong 
benefit. 7 

In addition to these practical advantages mental discipline results as truly from learn- 
ing to use the tools of constructive industry as from the study of Latin or algebra. Instead 
of being a burdensome addition to an overcrowded course of study, it proves a relief anda 
real aid. A president of an agricultural college has said: ‘‘We accomplish just as much 
in the formal studies after we have spent two hours a day in practical industry, as do other 
institutions.’’ The president of a State Normal has said: ‘Studies which, before the indus- 
trial experiment was introduced, had been in a measure unintelligible, were now under- 
stood, and so far as proving a burdensome addition to an already overcrowded program, 
the new subject served as a relief and an easement to the overtaxed children. It was the 
custom of the Jews to teach the boys a trade. Paul found it convenient to ply his trade as 
a tent-maker, 

The industrial idea has worked its way deep into the educational conscience. The pro- 
moters of our seminaries have given voice to conviction with reference to it at various 
times and in various ways. One principal has had a dream ten years long, of a broom fac- 
tory where boys might learn a practical trade and be given a means of self-help. These 
experiments, visions and dreams are as pathetic as the intense longing of a poor little girl 
for a new calico dress. They serve to emphasize the poverty of means for furnishing a 
proper industrial education. Since every argument is in favor of an industrial depart- 
ment, and only the means is lacking, it is to be hoped that immediate steps will be taken 
to secure means to found such departments in all of our seminaries.

The subject of publications, considered in a practical sense, is one that concerns every 
Christian most vitally. The world is filled with reading matter, good and bad, pure and 
impure. He who makes no choice of what he reads, but carelessly buries himself in the 
eontents of whatever paper or volume chances to fall into his hands, exposes himself to the 
sophisms of every false philosophy, and betrays his mind to the venomous sting of every 
viperous theory and creed. 4 

What is thought is written, and what is written is read; and thus the infection that 
might otherwise have died with him upon whom it first appeared, becomes the common 
blight and ruin of many unwary minds. Hence the great necessity of a wise choice respect- 
ing the matter that we read; a choice with reference to the general character and teaching 
of the production, and not seriously regarding instances of an incidental nature. It is not 
sufficient reason for securing a book or paper because it ischeap. Reading that which costs 
you nothing may, in the end, cost you most. f 

A religious subject does not warrant the expression of pure and wholesome thought, 
The most vicious and damning doctrines of the age, as well as the sly and treacherous in- 
trigues of designing men—theories and plots that would rob the world of vital godliness, 
and destroy the last vestige of everything that is pure and good, are arrayed in a religious 

arb.

least, let us try. Our own better judgment will assist us in coming to a decision. When 
we discover that error is being taught we should turn our attention to something better (if, 
indeed, we read only for the good we may obtain thereby), and drop, as poison that which 
would teach us wrong things. 

Furthermore, we have friends upon whose judgment we may safely depend and who 
would gladly advise us in this important matter. 

With these few suggestions, and not in any sense to disrespect the many other writings 
of sound doctrine and noble sentiment, we would especially reeommend most heartily to 
our people the patronage of our own publishing house. For astore of clean pure literature 
we think it cannot be excelled. Those who guide the.affairs of this department are to be 
highly commended for the efficient manner in which their duties have been performed. 
The best of religious books are there to be had and the prices are always reasonable. How 
many of these books—the gems of religious literature—are still unread by the majority of 
our people; while works of an inferior quality, to say the Isast, if not decidedly misleading 
in their nature, are stacked upon their shelves. 

Our church paper always contains such reading as is helpful to everyone who is endeav- 
oring to know and do the will of God. We know not of any paper that so fully meets the 
end for which it is published. No Free Methodist family can atford to be without a weekly 
visit from this messenger of truth and light. 

Our own Sunday-school literature is used in most if not all of our Sunday-schools. 
This is indeed commendable, for surely none better is published. 

Finally, that good reading is helpful none will deny. Then the better the reading the 
better the results that shall be obtained therefrom. Let us, therefore, with all diligence, 
make such selections for our libraries and reading tables as shall minister to our spiritual 
well being, and shall help us to ‘“‘grow in grace and in the knowledge of our Lord and 
Savior Jesus Ohrist.

Rev. B. Winget presided over the conference in place of General Superintendent E. P. 
Hart. who was unable to be present. While the conference was greatly disappointed in 
not meeting Brother and Sister Hart once more, they were satisfied with Brother Winget’s 
administration and highly edified by his good preaching and godly admonitions. 

Rev. D. S. Warner was a blessing to the meeting, both by his preaching and the sale of 
good books and periodicals, The conference extended a hearty welcome to Rev. A. J. 
Damon, principal of Orleans Seminary, and are expecting continued success and prosper- 
ity under his labors. 

Rey. D. S. Warner preached on Christian Education after which Brother Ghormley 
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raised over $300 in subscriptions for Orleans Seminary. Brother Winget delivered an instruc- 
tive address on our foreign missionary work, followed by a collection of fifty-eight dollars 
in cash, and about $430 in subscriptions for foreign missions.

—ON PUBLICATIONS. 


We recognize the fact that the press is one of the most potent factors of modern civili- 
zation. ‘The invention of the printing press occurred at the dawn of this era of enlighten- 
ment, and marked the waning of the "‘dark ages.”’ 

Asa church, instituted to maintain the ‘‘Bible standard of Christianity,’’ and a people 
raised up to ‘spread scriptural holiness over the land,” we must have pure holiness litera- 
ture to circulate in connection with our work; not only to present our issues and teach the 
principles and ethics of our holy religion. but. also to counteract the evil influence of the 
cheap, trashy, pernicious literature with which our land is filled. 

We rejoice, and render thanks unto God, that he has enabled us. as a church, to estab- 
lish and maintain our own publishing house, with its ample facilities to supply our people 
with all books and periodicals necessary to our edification, proper instruction, and thorough 
equipment for the work of the Master. 

Our preachers should see that the Free Methodist is found in every Free Methodist 
home, and as many others as possible; also,a copy of the Discipline, a Metrical Tune Book, 
and The Evils, Oauses and Cure of Divisions. We are glad that our most excellent Sab- 
bath school literature is used by our Sabbath-schoo]s throughout the conference. 

The other excellent books and periodicals supplied by S. K. J. Chesbro and W. B. 
Rose, our esteemed publishing agents, are too numerous to mention; but we would give 
all our preachers the disciplinary advice,‘*See that your members are well supplied with 
good books;’’ and observe the requirement to ‘Purchase and distribute tracts.” 


II.—ON THE STATE OF THE WORK. 


The past conference year has been a good year in most respects. Several camp-meet- 
ings were heJd, and most of the circuits were favored with small revivals. While some 
pastors have done all in their power to build up their circuits, others were too much occu- 
pied with temporal things to do their duty. Asa result we have not seen the success God 
intended us to see. Our minutes will show an encouraging increase in membership on 
some circuits and districts, and quite a serious loss in others. However, we find a net gain

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of fourteen—nine probations and five in full connection. Also, there has been an increase 
in the amount raised for pastoral support, and we note a higher degree of spirituality and a 
healthy growth in grace. 

There are some things we need to observe in order to greater success and prosperity in 
the work of God. 

1. Our preachers need to be ‘’entirely devoted to their work’? that they may give 
themselves wholly to it, be faithful in pastoral visiting, and diligent in spreading the work 
into new fields. 

2. The laity need to be more generally and more deeply consecrated to the service of 
God, so as to furnish our preachers an adequate support, and be more faithful in attend- 
ance at our regular services, camp-meetings and quarterly gatherings, 

3. And, finally, all our people—preachers and lay members—need to keep clear of evil 
speaking, vain conversation, taking up a reproach against their neighbors, or mixing up in 
worldly or questionable undertakings. Let all measure their lives by the excellent report 


on ‘‘Reforms’’ adopted by this conference. eal 


cea eerie III.—ON SABBATH-SCHOOLS. (3 


The Sabbath-school, as one of the auxiliaries of the church, is one of the most potent 
factors for the spread of righteousness that we have, and this being the case, our preachers 
should be diligent in organizing and encouraging the Sabbath-school work. 

It should be the object of the Sabbath-school to set clearly before the children the doc- 
trinal, experimental and practical truths of our holy religion. We should remember the 
solemn charge God gave to Israel, ‘‘And thou shalt teach them diligently to thy children, 
and thou shalt talk of them when thou sittest in thy house, and when thou walkest in the 
way, and when thou risest up, and when thou liest down.”’ 

This scripture brings us to another important consideration, viz: Sabbath-school liter- 
ature. We call attention to the literature supplied by our publishing house; the most 
wholesome on the market. For depth and clearness it cannot be excelled. And, a careful 
study of the lesson helps will produce most excellent results. 

Some of our preachers report ‘No Sabbath-school’’ on their circuits. Our Discipline 
requires our preachers to organize Sabbath-schools wherever ten children can be found. It 
also provides for mission schools where no others can be sustained. ‘ 

The hearty cooperation of pastor and officers is essential to the success of the Sabbath- 
school. To this end we recommend the study and practise of 4 148, $5, of the Discipline. 


IV.—ON REFORMS. 


Reforms must be founded on the word of God; and the agent through which reform is 
effected must be unselfish, heroic and God-fearing. 

Reformers are in the minority and are never correctly understood and appreciated by 
all. To be true reformers we must consent to be misunderstood and opposed by sinful and 
selfish men. We must bid farewell to their smiles and applause. We must stand on 
God’s immutable truth, with.hands clean from every bribe. ears closed to every uncertain 
sound, and our loins girt about with truth. In short, we must be men of God, and have 
only his fear in view. 


Tue Liquor Trarric.—We regard the legalized liquor traffic as the greatest curse and 
shame of our civilization. It stands at the head of all other evil and corrupting agencies 
that make for the ruin of the Jife and happiness of the individual, and the corruption of 
national life. Asa corrupting agency in modern politics it has no equal. Voice and vote 
should go hand in hand. The vote however, determines the political value; so Jet us not 
compromise truth by voting with either of the old parties as long as they stand on their 
present respective platforms. The Prohibition party is the only party pledged to this end. 
Join the Prohibition party, vote as you pray, he!p down this monster, so hee you will have . 
honor of God and man, 


SaBBaTH Dusecration.—We rejoice that we have one day in seven for restand worship. 
We disapprove of our people engaging themselves so that the commands of God respecting 
the Sabbath will be infringed upon. We disapprove of Sabbath-visiting, reading secular 
papers, blacking shoes, shaving, letter-writing, train-riding; or anything that would de- 
stroy the sanctity of the Sabbath. 


Srcretism.—We heartily endorse the action of the late general conference Heapeghing 
the labor union and secret societies. 


Worup.iness.—We protest against any tendency to ornament the attire and thus avoid 
the reproach of being entirely plain in the dress. We sometimes see ornamental buttons, 
pins, pictures, badges, gold-rimmed spectacles. ruffles, tucks, ribbon bows, neckties or 
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other ornaments on person or on their children ; which things tend to worldliness,' Let our 
pattern be that of the New Testament order. Our work is to hold up the Bible standard by 
precept and example. 


Eyit Spraxine.—The devil is using this process to bring in division. It divides and 
corrupts the work of God, and we pray for a radical reform on these lines, and deliverance 
from the tongue of which James says ‘‘it is set on fire of hell.’”’ As a preventive we offer 
Proy. 26: 20, which reads, ‘‘Where no wood is, there the fire goeth out; so where there is 
no talebearer the strife ceaseth.”’ 


AMUSEMENTS.—Modern amusements are also a great means of demoralization. The 
social influence of the fairs, Fourth of July celebrations and baseball games are in them- 
selves degrading; the character and conversation there associated must necessarily con- 
tamivate character. Weasa church profess to be delivered from the world and the love 
of it. The inspired apostle wrote, ‘‘Love not the world, neither the things that are in the 
world. If any man love the world the love ot the Father is not in him.”’ 


Pusriic Worsuip.—We are aware of the lack on the part of some of our people in at- 
tending the quarterly and district meetings. Many of our official members feel under no 
obligations to be at these gatherings. As we forget our duties we will forget God and drift 
into formality and spiritual deadness. Again, we deplore the present condition of things 
relating to the main officers ef the church who assume little or no responsibility in the per- 
formance of their duty. This exists more especially among some class-leaders and stew- 
ards. Weurge the enforcement of Discipline on these lines. With a little more urging on 
prohibition, and holding up the standard respecting secretism, keeping tothe central point 
of truth on the dress question. bridling our tongue, attending strictly to our religious duties, 
keeping filled with the Holy Ghost, we will be accompanied with a greater outpouring of 
the Spirit of God, and we will hear the sound of an abundance of rain in all of our borders, 


V.—ON EDUCATION. 


It has been suggested that in the process of development, the world passes through 
three stages: 1. The eraof brute force. 2. Theeraof intellectualdomination. 3. The 
period of spiritual supremacy. Also, that the present is the age of intellectual dominion. 

Whatever we may think of this opinion, no one will doubt the mighty impulse given to 
learning by the discovery of the art of printing and kindred inventions. In the future the 
world is to be educated to an extent impossible of comprehension by our fathers. The pres- 
ent foreshadows the future, and calls loudly for fitness to grasp its opportunities. 

We believe that, under God, the Free Methodist church has a future before her. Her 
faith is pure, her ministry tested, her membership loyal. Profiting by the experience of 
sister churches she should be able to avoid the evils of formalism on the one hand, and 
fanaticism'on the other. Early in her history her leaders realized the necessity for the 
training of the children of Free Methodist parents. Many young people converted at her 
altars lost grace and in turn were lost to the church and God, through attendance at worldly 
institutions of learning. In the process of time, seven seminaries and a college have been 
founded to provide positively spiritual surroundings during the formative period of life. 
Generally speaking. the product of these schools has justified the sacrifice necessary to their 
establishment and maintenance. 

In the providence of God one of these schools is located within the bounds of our con- 
ference. The child of many prayers, Orleans Seminary, calls for the hearty support of our 
people, and of all who desire to provide for the salvation ard usefulness of their children. 
As a conference we feel the deepest interest in our seminary. We are pleased to learn of 
the success of the last year, and desire to pledge ourselves to sustain the institution in faith 
and finance. We would earnestly recommend that our people everywhere, as far as possi- 
ble, arrange to place their children here as students. ; 

We note with satisfaction that a meeting in the interests of Christian education has 
been held during this present session of conference. This was ably addressed by our 
brother, Prof. D. S. Warner, of Chicago, and cash and five year subscriptions were secured 
to the amount of $321.50. 

Furthermore, we extend a hearty welcome to Prof. A. J. Damon, who comes to us as 
principal of the seminary for the coming year.

IIl.—ON STATE OF THE WORK. 


First of all we feel grateful to God, the giver of every good and perfect gift, for his 
continued mercies, and that he still permits us to bear some humble part in the salvation 
of our fellow men, 

The conference year just closed has been fraught with its usual trials and conflicts in- 
cident to the work of the Lord, as well as the joys and triumphs of those who obediently 
follow the Master in the royal way of the cross. 

The preachers, with few exceptions, have stayed on their circuits and labored faithfully 
during the year. God has in a measure, at least, blessed and rewarded their labors, some 
souls have been saved und believers sanctified. On several of the circuits the membership 
has been increased. 

Two camp-meetings have been held, one on each district, and much of the presence 
and power of the Lord was manifested at these meetings. A goodly number were reclaimed 
from a backslidden state ; sinners were converted and believers sanctified wholly, and the 
church quickened and encouraged to press the battle, even unto: the gates of the enemy, 
against sin and worldliness in all of its forms. Rev. H. O. Hubbard, of the Illinois confer- 
ence, kindly accepted an invitation given him, and accompanied by his wife, was present 
at the camp-meeting on the Northern district, held at Denver, and wasabundant in labors 
both in the pulpit and at the altar services. Their work was much appreciated by our own 
people and others also. Rev. N. B. Ghormley, ex-principal of the Orleans Seminary, was 

also present for a day or two and rendered efficient help. He had the privilege of present- 
ing the interest of the Orleans school and the cause of education in general. Healso spent 
several days at the Oanon Oity camp-meeting on the Southern district, preaching with abil- 
ity and power, and was a great blessing to the work, and at this place held a public meet- 
ing in the interest of education and the Orleans Seminary. 

There is need of a greater effort on the part of both preachers and people in planning 
and arranging to attend these general gatherings. Greater success no doubt would result 
from our labors if we would make it more a matter of conscience in getting to our district 
quarterly meetings and camp-meetings. 

od still manifests himself to his people by the way of the altar of sacrifice. Tem- 
poral blessings have followed with the spiritual where our preachers have devoted them- 
selves to the work of the Lord, their needs being supplied in keeping with the command 
and promise to ‘Seek ye first the kingdom of God, and his righteousness: and all these 
things shall be added unto you.’’ The Northern district has purchased a new tabernacle at 
a cost of $155. 

At Colorado Oity they are planning to build a new church, and have on hand several 
hundred dollars in cash and good reliable subscriptions. The society at Longmont also 
have planned to build a church and parsonage. The church property at Salt Lake City, 
Utah, has been relieved of a financial embarrassment and has been improved by having a 
cement sidewalk laid and the building repainted. A neat three room parsonage has been 
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built at Grand Junction. The balance due on the sale of a part of the church lot at Pueblo. 
has been collected and applied on the parsonage debt at that place. 

We are very much in need of more men and women, wholly consecrated to the work of 
God, and Spirit-baptized to go out in the needy fields already white for the harvest in order 
that they may gather fruit unto life eternal. 

Let us pray much for each other and the work in general, and that the Lord may send 
forth many more laborers into his vineyard. 


III—ON EDUCATION. 


The sometimes repeated sentiment, speaking on the line of education, ‘‘What was good 
enough for father. is good enough for son,’’ will not meet the demands of this age; and 
the Free Methodist church in order to effectually fill the mission for which it was organized, 
namely, to spread scriptural holiness throughout the land, should not be behind in educa- 
ting the rising generation to carry on this paramount issue and to fill the churches and 
various avenues of mart and trade with well equipped holy men and women. This can best 
be done by heeding the scriptural admonition, ‘‘Train up a child in the way he should go,”’ 
by giving him the best possible mental, physical and spiritual education; and such an edu- 
cation is absolutely necessary for us to be at our best for God. As our beloved General 
Superintendent B. R. Jones expresses it, ‘‘Ignorance was never the mother of devotion,’’ 
and it certainly is no aid to spirituality, and in these days of sharp competition it is a 
shame to neglect the proper education of our children. 

We note with pleasure the increased patronage given our Greenville College and the 
seminaries in other conferences, and we recommend that we as a people give these noble 
Christian institutions our hearty support by our prayers, our means and our influence, and 
that the ministry will exert their influence to a greater degree for the support of these 
schools and especially the Orleans Seminary located in our sister conference and of which 
you have just had a report from its able principal, Rev. A. J. Damon.

While the daily papers were filled with details of native rebellion against the government, 
the natives in the chapel were pledging themselves to loyalty to God, the government and 
the church, even though they had had to suffer the loss of their cattle to atone for the mis- 
doings of the rebellious ones under their chief. 

Brother Brodhead presided to the satisfaction of all; and 
the business was transacted with a unity of mind and spirit that was encouraging to behold. 

The missionaries were all present, coming from four different colonies, All who were 
not members of the conference were given honorary relations, as also the white workers, 
the native evangelists and their wives. Brother and Sister Hyster, visiting missionaries 
from Johannesburg, Mrs. Pearce of Germiston, and Mr. Skorpen from North Shepstone, 
were introduced to the conference and invited to an honorary seat. 

The appointments were received as from the Lord, and the missionaries resolved to do 
their best for God the coming year, to which they were especially inspired by the presence 
of the Holy Ghost in all the services of the Sabbath.

II.—ON EDUOATION. 


Daniel Webster says, ‘‘Knowledge does not comprise all which is contained in the large 
term education.’’ The feelings are to be disciplined, the passions are to be restrained, true 
and worthy motives are to be instilled and pure morality ineulcated under all circum- 
stances. All this is comprised in education. We believe in the importance of Christian 
education. As the carpenter and the mechanic can do better work with sharp tools, so we 
believe the minister and Ohristian worker who studies to show himself approved unto God, 
ean do the most effective work for the Master. 

We note with gratitude the interest which is being taken by our people along educa- 
tional lines. This is evidenced by the increased attendance at our seminary. May God 
continue to bless and prosper our schools and may we asa church have more of the Holy 
Ghost with which comes the enduement of power; more of that wisdom which makes us 
wise unto salvation, and enables us to win souls tor God. 

We call especial attention to Spring Arbor Seminary and urge our people as far as pos- 
sible to place their children there where they will be instructed along spiritual lines and 
where great care will be taken to develop Christian character. 
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III—ON SABBATH-SCHOOLS. 


“= The future prosperity of the church, as far as human agency is coacerned. depends on 
the rising generation; hence the great importance of training the minds of the youth of 
to-day, so as to draw them toward God and his cause. We have heard that it was said by a 
prophet, ‘‘Remember now thy Oreator in the days of thy youth, while the evil days come 
not, nor the years draw nigh, when thou shalt say, I have no pleasure in them.’’ By these 
statements in the word of God, we must come to the conclusion, that, with the increase of 
years in sin, the mind becomes more and more estranged from God, until the person, being 
so absorbed with other things, that the thought of a Savior is entirely crowded out, 

“The wicked, through the pride of his countenance, will not seek after God. God is 
potta all his thoughts,’’ or as the marginal reading says, ‘‘All his thoughts are, There is no 

od. 

How much sin and misery might have been eliminated from the world, how many lives 
might have been saved to be a blessing to the world and the church, eternity only can reveal. 

The Sabbath-school is one of the factors God is using in these last days, to turn the 
youth from the error ot his way. Here the child of wicked parents first hears of God. 
Here he first comprehends the idea that he must give an account to God for his own mis- 
demeanors, and that there is a way of escape, a fountain open to the house of David for sin 
and uncleanness, and that there is a Savior that can make the crooked straight, the filthy 
wholesome, the sorrowful glad, the wicked man righteous, the diseontented one happy- 
The work of the Sunday-school is by no means a trivial one. The Sunday-school worker 
should enter upon his duties with the idea that God will hold him responsible for what he 
says and how he says it. . 

We believe the object of the Sunday-school is not only to train and fill the mind with 
Bible truth, but the prime object is the salvation of the children. The pastor should feel 
deeply the injunction of him that spake never as man spake. He said, ‘‘Feed my lambs.”’ 
He also said, ‘‘Ye have not chosen me, but I have chosen you and ordained you that you 
should go and bring forth fruit and that your fruit should remain.”’ ‘Save the children of 
to-day and you save the nation of to-morrow,”’ is a wise saying, and should be remembered 
by every Sunday-school worker and pastor. ‘‘Where anything is growing, the former is 
worth a thousand reformers.”’ Parents, superintendents and teachers should unite in this 
grand work; for one wise man said, ‘‘United we stand, divided we fall.’’ Shall we sit down 
on the stool of do nothing, and let the world get our children? Shall they be lost to the 
church and heaven? We must listen to the voice of Peter, as it sounds down along the line 
of ages, ‘‘The promise is to you and to your children.’’ Still farther back we hear the voice 
of the prophet Isaiah, “I will pour my Spirit on thy seed; and my blessing on thy off- 
spring.’ 

Parents, we want to urge you to claim the promise for your children. Dedicate them 
to God in baptism while young. Hand them over to some consecrated band of Sunday- 
school workers; go with them to the school; take hold and work yourself, and the children 
will follow your example. 


IV.—ON REFORMS. 


While reformation is not always accompanied by salvation, salvation is ever accom- 
panied by reformation. Without doubt, the greatest need for reform in our land, is in re- 
lation to the traffic in,intoxicating liquors. That this traffic is the most demoralizing evil 
that curses our country is conceded by all good citizens. We believe the only adequate 
remedy for this monster wrong to be absolute prohibition of the manufacture and sale of 
intoxicating liquors for beverage purposes. The Prohibition party is the leading anti- 
liquor organization, and the only political party that declares for national prohibition of 
the traffic, and should have the support of our voters, yet we think our people should be 
eepay to co-operate with any and all others who have for their object the overthrow of the 
saloon. 

As a church, we stand for certain other needed reforms, such as abstinence from the 
use of tobacco. In some respects this vice is as bad as drunkenness. The tobacco user is 
usually quite indifferent to others’ rights and comfort, and not only defiles himself. but 
the air that must be inhaled by others, and, by his vile expectoration, pollutes the walk 
upon which others must pass. A true follower of Jesus is cleansing himself from all filthi- 
ness of the flesh and spirit, and does not defile his body, which was intended to be the tem- 
ple of the Holy Ghost. Let us continue to insist on having a clean church, as far as this 
vice is concerned. 

We are satisfied that our position as a church, on secret societies is the only safe and 
right one, viz., that of strict anti-secrecy. All organized secrecy is more or less unchristian 
and often anti-Christian. The spirit of secrecy is selfish, sometimes cruel and tyrannical. 
Let us enforce our Discipline and exclude from our church membership all secret society 
adherents from the Free Mason to the trade-unionist. 

Oommercial and financial prosperity is sweeping over our nation likea flood. As many 
as are its blessings, yet it has its perils. It has begotten great extravagance and luxury in 
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many things, especially in dress. We should beware lest we be enticed away from our 
original simplicity and plainness in this regard. If we have more money let us invest more 
in the cause of God. Our home and foreign missions and schools should feel the benefit of 
these prosperous times. Every department of our work should take on new life and energy 
and be abundantly furnished with financial aid to push it forward. Our ministers should 
also be supported with increasing liberality. ‘‘Honor the Lord with thy substance, and 
with the first-fruits of thy increase: So shall thy barns be filled with plenty, and thy 
presses burst out with new wine.”’ 

We deeply deplore the almost universal desecration of the Lord’s day. Sunday has 
become a weekly holiday in the United States. The Sunday newspapers, excursions, ball 
games and resorts have about completed the work of destroying the sanctity of the day, 
and depopulating the churches. No Free Methodist should be guilty of patronizing any of 
these God-defying institutions, and should never, except in cases of extreme necessity, use 
the cars on Sunday.

Their hearts are hard, their minds poisoned and only the mighty power 
of God will ever awaken them, These conditions have been brought about by those who 
have endeavored to soften the word of God; they have cried, ‘Peace, peace, when there is 
no peace.”’ Let us rally around the old book of God and press its claims upon the hearts of 
men. 


SapBpatH DxsEcRATION.—The Sabbath as a day of rest is ignored to an alarming extent, 
It is constantly violated by the running of trains. base ball, foot ball, theater, milk y wagons, 
ice wagons, and by family visitation and many other God dishonoring methods. Let every 
preacher speak and give no uncertain sound against this great evil.

Our children 
should be carefully provided with pure, entertaining and instructive reading, and parents 
should endeavor to cultivate in the child a taste for the same. 

The Free Methodist church is to be congratulated on having a paper that is so clean 
and pure as the. Free Methodist, laden from cover to cover each week with good solid truth. 
No Free Methodist is fully equipped without its weekly visits. We are greatly pleased with 
our Sunday-school literature, considering it the best in the land. 

We would urge our people to read the Missionary Tidings. It will arouse a greater 
zeal for the missionary cause. 

We would also recommend the Olive Branch, the Lighthouse Messenger and the Life 
Line as publications that contain valuable information along their particular line. 


IV.—ON EDUCATION.

To attain to a Christian education, we would reeommend to our people for contempla- 
tion Orleans Seminary and Greenville College because this seminary and college are nearer 
our borders. 

The course of study provided for our preachers is a useful and necessary educational 
means and should be carefully, prayerfully, and systematically pursued by our preachers 
who have as yet moved slowly in this direction.

Should we not humble ourselves before God and with united prayer and fasting seek a 
mighty renewing of the Holy Ghost. This will be a great cure for all the ills which hinder 
the progress of the work of God among us. 

Is there not a need among us as preachers of an awakening to the fact that we are 
called to the work of the ministry; i. e., that a call to the gospel ministry means a call to 
hard work, to put in as many hours a day reading, studying, praying and visiting, as would 
be necessary to employ in order to retain a position in any other calling?

V.—ON PUBLIOATIONS. 


God has blessed the people of this nation with learning more universally than any other 
people of the world at this day. With the capacity to read, God has also permitted the 
activity of our free moral agency in selecting what we shall read from an almost bewilder- 
ing amount of publications and from many classes of literature. 

Our principal suggestion is that we seek God’s counsel in our selection to a most par- 
ticular degree. Those of us who have a very limited amount of time to devote to reading 
should be especially prayerful and diligent in reading that which is for our spiritual good 
first, and should apply ourselves more fully to this than to secular papers and books, no 
matter how lawful the secular reading might be in itself. 

Cheap advertising papers costing but ten or twenty-five cents a year, but which are 
filled with untruthful and injurious advertising, should not be allowed in our homes. ~ 

The contents of current books of the day are, perhaps, exerting a greater influence 
upon the human mind than at any period of the world’s history. This influence is both 
good and evil, according to the class of literature on which the mind is being fed. 

We are glad to note that our preachers have spoken with no uncertain voice against the 
reading of dime novels. continued stories, etc., in various weeklies. Many of the books 
being put upon the market containing stories on various subjects are not the most. whole-_ 
some, especially for our young people to read. They are not conducive to spirituality, but 
rather have a tendency to create an appetite for reading of a dangerous character. 

We would recommend the Bible as the Book of books and, next to that, the many good 
books being put out by our publishing house bearing upon religious and kindred subjects. 

We cannot speak in terms too high of our excellent church paper, the Free Methodist. 
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Its pages from week to week are filled with matter suited to the various needs of all. We 
rejoice in its increased circulation and we trust that not one home in this conference will 
be ee its weekly visits. Let all the pastors do their duty and place it in every home 
possible, 

We would again make special mention of our Sunday-school publications issued by our 
publishing house. They are not surpassed by any publications of like character. Let all 
our Sabbath-schools be well supplied with the rame. 

The Harnest Christian is worthy of a place in the home of all our people, and is too 
well known to need a special recommendation. 

We would call attention to the Missionary Tidings as a representative organ of the 
Bomiens Foreign Missionary Society. None of our people should be without this excellent 
periodical. 

This is no time for Protestants to be asleep or indifferent to the workings and aggres- 
siveness of Romanism, the foe of true Christianity. If you will read that excellent publica- 
tion, the Converted Catholic, published by Rev. J. A. O’Conner of New York City, you wili 
be well informed.

IV.—ON EDUCATION.

We rejoice in the fact that we have religious schools, which we can heartily commend 
to the public and to our church as safe and sound schools for our young people to attend. 
Our seminaries stand for higher and better life. There are intellectual benefits which can 
be obtained no where else. The schools help man to think and to think for himself. He 
may forget much of what he once mastered, but the power to think, which enabled him to. 
get his studies, will stay by him. : 

There are also spiritual benefits derived from school life which can be found nowhere 
else.

VION FOREIGN MISSIONS.

If God should call you to appear at the judgment 
bar, could you answer, I have not shunned to declare the whole counsel of God? For truly 
the cause of foreign missions is included in that counsel. ‘ 

Perhaps you say, I do not know much about this work. Every week the Free Methodist 
has a report from foreign fields, and God’s word is full of missionary truth, so there is no 
excuse because of lack of knowledge. 

Humble yourselves before God and ask him to fill your heart with love for those be- 
nighted people and he will help you to awaken your people to their responsibilities to God 
and the heathen. Jesus said, ‘‘Go ye into all the world and preach the gospel to every 
ereature.”’ Thisis one way of obeying his command. ‘'Expect great things from God 
and attempt great things for God.”’ 


: VII.—ON REFORMS. 


IRREVERENCE IN THE House or Gov.—Our churches are dedicated to God. The dedi- 
cation is the crowning act in preparing a sanctuary for the Lord. In the dedicatory 
prayer God is petitioned to make this house his abode. Here to manifest his glory and 
bless his people, and if we believe God hears this prayer and accepts our offering we should 
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act with becoming reverence in his house and not in any wise misbehave ourselves. Irrey- 
erence desecrates the sanctuary, insults the majesty that dwells therein, grieves the Spirit, 
and renders the work of God extremely difficult if not impossible. Jesus said where two or 
three are assembled together in my name, there am I in the midst.’’ Jesus is Lord of 
lords and King of kings. No earthly monarch would suffer his subjects to come as irrev- 
erently into his presence as we go into the presence of the Lord, or behave themselves with 
the disrespect that we often see by professors of religion in the house of God. Were we to 
visit the White House the president would not admit our dog nor suffer the disrespectful 
conduct of our children. 

This question was asked in the Free Methodist last November: ‘‘Should members and 
ministers of the Free Methodist church require their children under thirteen years of age 
to kneel at Sabbath-school and public worship during prayer service?’ The answer was, 
‘We think they should.’’ 

There is a great lack of reverence on the part of the people of this generation and it is 
certainly incumbent upon Christian parents, whether they be ministers or not to inculcate 
in the minds of their children the duty and reward of showing deep reverence for the Lord 
and for the house of divine worship. We believe that irreverence in the house of God is a 
vital cause of the spiritual depression that we are suffering in many places. Revivals are 
an impossibility under such circumstances. There must be reformation. The prosperity 
of the church and the salvation of the people demand it. Judgment must begin in the 
house of God, Letit begin in the ministry. If the preachers’ children are allowed to sit 
up in time of prayer, whisper, talk and run about the house while their father prays, we 
may expect general disorder as the result. Let us demand of our preachers that they pay 
respect to disciplinary requirements along this line. 


Famity GovyERNMENT.—We believe that the failure to bring in our young people, see 
them converted and become members of our church is largely due to a lack of family gov- 
ernment. Even among us family government is the exception and not the rule. Some- 
times ministers are in the lead along this line. If children are allowed their own way in 
the home they invariably advertise the folly of their parents in after life. The wholesome 
exercise of family government is the safeguard and hope of our church. Indulgent parents 
cultivate the depravity of their children. Disobedience to parents is a characteristic of the 
age, a potent element in these perilous times. If children are allowed to be disobedient to 
their parents they will be unthankful and unholy and it is reasonable to expect all the char- 
acteristics of unbridled depravity developed in them. There is no surer way of sealing the 
doom of our children than by the neglect of wholesome discipline in the home. We fear 
that some, at least, of the ministers in this conference are forgetful of the solemn vows 
taken by them when they were ordained deacons and elders in the church. 

We recommend that our preachers, after making their families wholesome examples, 
preach upon the subject of family government at least once a year in each society. 


Tus Liquor Trarric.—The liquor traffic is a crime that would not be tolerated but for 
its contributions of power. By its power it elects presidents, leads legislative bodies, 
frames laws, controls judiciaries. It is the general issue. This nation is subject to its 
command. This isa nation of parties; a government of the party, for the party and by 
the party. In the liquor traffic is the recognized resource of party supremacy. Hence the 
parties are vying with each other in their concessions to this crime. The liquor organiza- 
tions have said, We are not in politics, we are in business; hence we go politically where 
we can find the most favors. When the Republican party in lowa was compelled to yield 
to the demands of public sentiment and give this state statutory prohibition, the distillers, 
brewers, saloon-keepers and tipplers moved over into the Democratic party. A. B. Cum- 
mins, our present governor, was in the van of the 30,000 Republican whisky-voters that 
elected Mr. Boies governor of this state and he is responsible more than any other man for 
the present immoral conditions in the state. It is by his craft and the co-operation of his 
coadjutors that this state is cursed with the drug store liquor law, the manufacturer’s law, 
and that nefarious enactment, the mulct law, which is a shame and scandal that would dis- 
grace Kiawa Indians. The churches have voiced the sentiment: The liquor traffic cannot 
be licensed without sin, and no party should expect or receive a Christian man’s vote that 
does not place itself in an attitude of open hostility to the liquor traffic. Therefore, 

Resolved, 1. That we, the West Iowa conference of the Free Methodist chureh, rally 
beneath the banner of the Prohibition party and henceforth use our elective franchise to 
secure constitutional prohibition. And : 

2. That we pledge ourselves to aid in the enforcement of prohibitory laws. 


Druss.—We are grieved to see the worldly tendencies in dress and equipage that are 
becoming more and more manifest among us. In many places the plain pilgrim has al- 
most disappeared. Those who were once patterns of plainness have lost their single eye in 
this respect and offer vain and foolish excuses for their modern ideas and extravagant and 
worldly display. 

Our general rules prohibit wearing of gold or pearls or costly array. Often older chil- 
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dren are not subject to parental authority and younger children are turned over to them to 
dress. Thus parents cultivate the pride and depravity of their children and think to evade 
the responsibility because Maggie or Jennie purchased the dress or bought the trinket. 

We protest against wearing thin and perforated goods and other costume that immod- 
estly exposes the person and thus kindles the fire of hell in both wearer and beholder. 
Immodesty in dress ig making sad havoc with the morals of the age. 

We cannot be too careful along these lines. Let us continue to insist upon neatness, 
modesty and plainness in apparel. ‘ 


Secret Socrerizs.—We steadfastly maintain our former positions in opposition to 
secret societies. We are positively convinced of their demoralizing effect upon society. 
They are vehicles of the devil, subservient to his will, used by him to promote the interests 
of his kingdom and carry forward his purposes in the destruction of the souls of men. It 
is very necessary for us to know the pernicious character of these institutions and to keep 
ourselves efficiently armed against its encroachments. Secret societies are invading the 
church almost everywhere. Any compromise or concession means final admission; and a 
lodgement in the sacred enclosures means spiritual death. Labor unions are asking for 
our sympathy and recognition, and while our sympathies are with the laboring classes, yet 
we cannot afford to make any concessions or let down any bars. Brethren, let us keep the 
door shut and watch the camel’s nose.

Under the law the reapers were required to 
leave a portion for the poor. 

Jesus regarded a failure to perform this important duty as a neglect of himself, and 
would constitute it a barrier to entrance into the kingdom uf heaven. 

James says, "Pure religion and undefiled before God and the Father is this, To visit 
the fatherlesa and widows in their affliction.”’ Thus we see that God has placed the work 
of caring for the poor upon his people. 

Infidelity builds no almshouses, orphanages, or asylums. This work must be done, if 
done at aJl, by the Christian church. 

The Chicago Industria! Home for Children has been recognized and endorsed by this 
conference for many years past in its resolutions of various kinds, through the appoint- 
ment of visiting committees, and in its nomination of directors. 

We recommend that this conference appoint a visiting committee of two, who will from 
time to time during the year visit this institution and the Old People’s Rest Home, and 
make a report at the next session of the annual conference. 

Concerning the Old People’s Rest Home, we submit the following: 

Wuernss, The Old People’s Rest Home is a creature of this conference, resolutions 
recommending the establishment of such an institution having been mude from time to 
time in the past; and, :

MISCELLANEOUS 


The North Michigan conference convened August 22, in a beautiful grove near Manton, 
Michigan, to hold its thirty-first annual session. General Superintendent W. T. Hogue 
was with us, as a conference, for the first time and received a hearty welcome. He ably 
conducted the business of the conference and with great liberty preached four times durin 
the session. At the first roll call thirty-seven out of fifty three ministers responded aa 
forty-seven delegates enrolled their names during the session. The following were invited 
to honorary seats from abroad: W. B. Olmstead. tne editor of our Sabbath-school litera- 
ture; Sister Rose Oox, our missionary returned from India; G. W. Kitfer of the Oil City 
conference ; W.T. Sumner of the East Michigan conference. - 

Sister Cox gave us such a practical talk on Sabbath afternoon about the needs of our 
mission fields that there was a hearty response of $433 in cach and subscriptions, more than 
double the amount brought forward at the last conference, notwithstanding the rain kept 
quite a number from attending the service. Our Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society is 
laboring hard to keep the mission fields ever before the minds of the people and God is- 
setting his seal to their labors. 

The Traverse district preceded the conference session with a week of camp-meeting, 
which was a glorious preamble to the business of the conference. A large number came 
rushing to the altar and were soundly converted. Some persist in saying the Free Meth- 
odist church is dying out but I reiterate the words of our General Superintendent E. 2 
Hart, ‘‘1t is the liveliest corpse I ever saw.”’ 

Five were ordained deacon and one elder on the Sabbath. There were eighty-seven 
subscriptions taken for the minutes of the conference. A collection of 15 cents per mem- 
ber was ordered taken fora Home Mission Fand, out of which W. Hoffman shail receive 
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$25 00, proportionately from the districts, and the remainder shall be in the hands of the 
district elders, subject to the action of the respective quarterly conference.

Il—ON STATE OF THE WORK. 


In the providence of God the members of the Missouri conference are met together 
once more, in annual session, and we the committee on the state of the work, would sub- 
mit the following report: 

After looking back over the year which is now closing, we rejoice that we can say the 
work in this conference has taken several steps forward. In spirituality, a number of soci- 
eties have reached a plane, never before attained to in theirexperience. New societies have 
been organized and old ones have been strengthened by additions to the membership. A | 
great work has been accomplished at Fairview, under the labors of the pastor, J. H. Gray, 
assisted by O. T. Gregory; and at Ridgeway, under the labors of S. M. Henry and others. 

In a few places there has been a decrease in membership, yet we find that in the sum 
total we have an increase of at least seventy members. Most of the circuits have paid their 
preachers larger salaries than before, and the elders’ receipts have been satisfactory. 

A general revival spirit seems to pervade the life of both ministry and laity. Our camp- 
meetings this year have been the best ever known here—not only times of refreshing, but of 
soul-saving. Several young ministers have called for work, and for the first time in sey- 
eral years we have a sufficient number of preachers to supply the circuits. One church was 
purchased and two new ones are being built. The work throughout the conference is in an 
encouraging condition, for which we praise the Lord. 





III.—ON REFORMS. 


If there was ever a time when we needed a reform itis now. In the political, commer- 
cial and religious world a general awakening needs to take place. We do not promise 
religion in a reform, but reform in religion. A reform may exist without religion, but 
religion, ‘‘pure and undefiled,’”’ is always accompanied by a reformation of life. We there- 
fore submit the following for your consideration : 

Tue Liquor Trarric.—One of the darkest curses that exists in the world, is the liquor 
traffic. The more we study this subject the more we are convinced of its evil. - 

First, we think of the expenditure of money for strong drink. $1,227,000,000 being our 
annual drink bill. But this is not the worst of it. The suffering of humanity—one hun- 
dred thousand souls annually fill a drunkard’s grave. Thisis appalling. When we stop to 
consider the suffering of destitute children and broken-hearted mothers, how dare we re- 
main silent? Let us ever cry out against this awful curse. 

It hath been said, ‘‘Am I my brother’s keeper?’’ We answer, ‘‘No man liveth to him- 
self.” And God hath said. ‘‘Woe unto him that giveth his neighbor drink’? (Hab. 2:15). 
We help to give our neighbors drink when we countenance in any way the liquor ‘traffic. 
We believe every Christian should live for fallen humanity, and when we live for them it 
will be when we take a stand for prohibition. We believe it is morally wrong for us to give 
our vote and political influence to any party that will endorse, or countenance the liquor 
traffic. Brethren, let us work, vote and pray for prohibition. And may the God of peace 
help us to win in this great cause. We thank God for our Zion, a Prohibition church. The 
best of all God has made us so. 

Secret Socrettes.—We believe the system of secret societies as it exists to-day, to be 

_- very selfish, and contrary to the Bible and the Christian religion. Secret societies are sel- 
= fish in their nature, false in their teaching and hypocritical in their pretensions. We be- 
lieve the position taken by our church toward secret societies is right and scriptural, and 


' should be maintained regardless of the cost. 


.Payment or Dests.—This is a subject worthy of careful consideration. By a debt, we 
mean that which we owe another person. Debts are contracts or obligations usually volun- 
tarily made, and are equally binding, in a moral sense, whether they be verbal, written or 
secured. They should be met cheerfully and promptly by all, but especially by Christians. 
We recognize the.authority of the Bible, ‘‘Owe no man anything” (Rom.13: 8); and again, 
‘*The wicked borroweth and payeth not again”’ (Psa. 37: 21). We also believe in adhering 
to our Discipline, where it condemns ‘borrowing without a probability of paying, or tak- 
ing up goods without a probability of paying for them.’’ Some are honestly in debt, but 
we fear that many are far too careless in this respect, and thereby stand in their own way 
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of usefulness. They continue to buy, and get in debt far beyond their income, without any 
possibility of ever paying. This is a serious condition and should be avoided, in order to 
retain a standing among men, which is a very important thing to be considered from any 
standpoint. Wedo not condemn honest persons in financial reverses, but believe they 
should see their creditors and make satisfactory arrangement for the payment of their 


_ debts. We believe in living by the ‘“‘Golden Rule.” 


IV.—ON SABBATH-SCHOOLS, 


The object of this report is to keep the subject before the church, and stir up a greater in- 
terest in this work. The object of the Sabbath-school is to impart an intellectual and a spirit- 
ual knowledge of the word of God. We desire toimpress upon the minds of all that the Sab- 
bath-school is for the grown people, as well as for the young, and that the grown people are 
very much needed in the Sabbath-school. The lessons impressed on the minds and hearts 
of Sabbath-school pupils are a great means of forming their characters for life. The early 
impressions on the mind and heart are the most lasting and satisfactory. It would be well 
for us to remember that the Apostle Paul said to Timothy, ‘“‘From a child thou hast known 
the holy Seriptures.”’ 

We believe the teachers should be spiritual persons; because those not enlightened by 
the Holy Spirit could not teach spiritual and practical religion, and furthermore would not 
manifest the interest in their classes which they should; besides, they might teach errone- 
ous doctrine. The school should be made attractive to all. While we could not encourage 
worldly conformity, we insist that our churches be kept clean internally and externally. 

We believe the best literature is that which is the purest. We heartily recommend our 
own Free Methodist literature, published by our publishing house in Chicago. We believe 
we should keep the baptism of the Holy Ghost in the Sunday-school, as well as in the 
chureh services. Parents should attend the Sabbath-school with their children, for many 
times when the parents stay away, the children think, “If I was grown I would not have to 
attend the Sunday-school.’’ 

Brnerits.—When the Bible is taught under the inspiration of the Holy Spirit, those 
receiving the instruction are earlier led to Christ and saved, and are better qualified to fight 
the good fight of faith, and lay hold on eternal life; and having a knowledge of the Scrip- 
tures and of spiritual things, make stronger men and women for God.

I].—ON REFORMS. 


‘* A blessing on reformers, 
By them mankind progress. 
Though their own age will curse them 
The coming one will blegs.’’ 


Since depravity has so many avenues of manifesting, and also of disguising itself, there 
surely is need that with clarion voice men proclaim the word of the Lord against every- 
thing that God calls sin, especially where in its organized forms, hand seems joined to 
hand in a covenant with death, and an agreement with hell to damn a race with false reli- 
gion, drown men in intemperance, stultify their conscience in secret oath-bound allegiance 
to the world of darkness, gallop them along the broad way of pride, and cut them off at 
last in either despair or blinded delusion. We note that false religions, Satan’s counterfeit, 
as Romanism, Mormonism and formalism in all its various garbs, be warned against; 
fanaticism also. In the language of Rutherford: 


** Let them, O Lord, thy servants dare, 

Thy truth in all its power to tell, 

Unmask the priestly thieves and tear 
Thy Bible from the grasp of hell.” 


But while attending to the negatives of righteousness, let us remember that ours is a 
positive religion and we are galled to spread that holiness which keeps all worldliness in 
garb or spirit laid aside; which causes us, on the one hand to vote the Prohibition ticket, 
and on the other, reclaim the fallen, Jead them to the Rock of experimental pardon, and 
to the cleansing blood, that carnality with its covetousness, that holds back the Lord’s own 
tithe ; that caters to pride; that loves lust; that seeks to be amused at all costs; that dis- 
obeys parental authority; holds lightly conjugal affection; breaks the Sabbath; neglects 
the Bible, family and secret prayer; be burned out of the heart by the Holy Ghost. The 
one great means to this end is a greater baptism of the Holy Ghost; and the means, vari- 
ous, but absolutely necessary, are waiting on God in prevailing prayer, giving ourselves 
wholly to his work, yielding an undivided heart service to him, till we more deeply feel the 
infinite worth and need of immortal souls, the majesty of divine law and the fulness of 
divine iove. 


III.—ON EDUOATION. 


Some one has said that ‘‘knowledge is power.’’ It may be a power either for evil or 
good, according to the moral character of the motive that actuated the possessor in attain- 
ing it. He who knows the most may be the greatest factor for evil because of his superior 
ability in devising ways and means for the accomplishment of the pernicious ends he has 
in view. On the other hand he who has attained to the highest degree of knowledge under 
the blessing of God and guidance of the Holy Spirit may accomplish the greatest good, 
because of possessing superior capabilities and more numerous channels through which the 
Holy Spirit may operate. Having developed a strong intellect and a trained and well- 
directed mind, greater resources are at his command, all of which may become mighty 
forces for the accomplishment of virtuous ends, 

Many men of noble Christian character are seriously hindered in their efforts to ele- 
vate mankind because of the littleness of their knowledge. We have learned by too sad an ~ 
experience that ignorance is not bliss, but rather is an obstacle in the way of our greater - 
usefulness. It is not, however, an immovable one, for by careful application, persistent 
effort, a determined mind, a fixed purpose, together with the help of the Holy Spirit giving 
directness-of aim and solidity of character and an indomitable will it may be removed. 
Rev. William Pearce said in a recent article published in the Free Methodist, ‘‘Many a man 
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has constructed a college for himself by making the most of the helps around him, and has 
climbed up out of the place where ignorance has sway, and bidden farewell to her forever.’’ 
The Papists cry up ignorance as the mother of devotion. Rev. A. L. Whitcomb of Green- 
ville College says: It is our duty to cry it down as the mother of superstition.”’ 

God’s promise to ancient Israel was, ‘‘I will give you pastors according to mine heart 

‘which shall feed you with knowledge and understanding.’ St. Paul said to Timothy, 
his son in the el, “‘Study to shew thyself approved unto God, a workman that needeth 
not to be osha, eighty dividing the word of truth.”’ 

Since the Christian ministry is the most important work in which it is possible to en- 
gage, being allowed of God to be put in trust with the gospel as ministers, we should seek 
to become the most knowing of men. 

Mr. Spurgeon said: ‘‘The solemn work with which the Christian ministry concerns 
itself demands a man’s all and that all at its best; to engage in it half-heartedly isan insult 
to God and man.”’ Possibly the time was when a minister could suceeed fairly well with 
an education not superior to that of the average school boy of fifteen years now; but that 
time is past. We are living in a day when we can not hope to succeed except we give our 
calling the best efforts of which we are capable. 

The importance and responsibility that attaches to the Christian ministry demand that 
special and thorough preparation be made. To meet this demand God in his wisdom and 
grace has supplied us as a denomination with eight salvation schools, viz., one college 
whose motto is ‘‘Education for character,’’ and seven seminaries. For these institutions of 
learning we are devoutly thankful. To these we can send our children not fearing that the 
destructive principles of Darwinism and higher criticism resulting in infidelity pure and 
simple wil] be instilled into their minds. 

We believe that the same apology that existed for the formation of our church may also 
be argued for the origin and maintenance of our schools. Let us labor that they may be 
centers of spiritual as well as intellectual power. We trust the time will soon come when 
every member of the faculty of our schools will be members of the Free Methodist church, 
who enjoy the baptism with the Holy Ghost, which is the only and true safeguard against 
the encroachments of the destruetive heresies that infest too many of the educational 
institutions of our land. 


IV.—ON CHUROH LITERATURE, 


Since literature of every kind is being scattered over our land, we as a people are re- 
sponsible, so far as our influence goes, for the kind of literature read. Our constant effort 
should be to place before all that kind which will lead to a higher and holier life. We have 
much to be thankful for.in regard to the excellent selections of books sold by our publish- 
ing house. We heartily endorse the organ of our church, the Free Methodist, and urge our 
preachers to diligently present its claims to their people. It should be in the home of every 
Free Methodist family. Its weekly visits bring to us clean Bible holiness teaching and its 
no uncertain sound on reforms can not be too highly estimated. We would advise our peo- 
ple not to purchase books or to subscribe for papers on religious lines without first making 
inquiry concerning the soundness of their teaching. Owing to the persistent efforts and 
the deceptive methods employed by these people, we would sound a warning against the 
Seventh-day Adventist works published at Battle Oreek, Michigan, and the works of Oharles 
Russell, published by the Watch Tower Tract Society at Allegheny, Pennsylvania; also the 
Gospel Trumpet publications. These contain pernicious teachings and should be avoided 
by all lovers of sound doctrine.

Think of the vast army of 60,000 men who are fill- 
po a al grave every year and then ask yourself, ‘‘Should I vote the Prohibition 

icket?’’ 

Romanism is an enemy of true religion. She seeks to destroy our free school system 
and in some places has succeeded in throwing the Bible out of our public schools. : 


IV.—ON SUNDAY-SCHOOLS. 


We believe that all Free Methodists, and especially we as Free Methodist parents, 
should recognize the Sunday-school as a factor of great importance in building up the 
work of the Lord and in the personal salvation of our children. We are fearful that few of 
us as parents realize the duty that is resting upon us in this respect. We are told in God’s 
word to ‘Train up a child in the way he should go, and when he is old he will not depart 
from it.’’ And we should recognize the Sunday-school as one of the greatest means of 
grace that God has thrown in our way to accomplish that end. 

We urge that as far as possible our officers and teachers should be persons of sound 
judgment, earnest Christians, and in full sympathy with our principles as a church. We 
also believe in order to spiritual success our teachers should come before their classes, not 
only prepared to teach the letter of the word, but also in the fulness of the Spirit, the same 
as the preacher before his congregation. 

The Sunday-school being one of the great channels through which Bible teaching is 
brought to our children, therefore, we with others insist on Free Methodist Sunday-schools 
for Free Methodist people and for as many others as we can bring under their influence. 

We are pleased to note the increase of interest in our district Sunday-school conven- 
‘tions which are being held by us as a conference, which we trust will prove an inspiration 
to our Sunday-school work. Our schools need a standard of excellence beyond where we 
‘have at present attained, and to reach this we would further recommend the following: 
"The Bible in the hands of every teacher and scholar; formation of Sunday-school boards; 
a teachers’ meeting; a good supply of all necessary helps, such as maps, charts, black- 
boards, etc.; a home department; a cradle roll; special temperance and missionary work ; 
the observance of special days and conversions among the scholars. All of the above are 
recommended by W. B. Olmstead, our Sunday-school secretary, and can be reached by our 
‘Sunday-school workers if they will apply them. 

And we further recommend that we give more attention to our primary classes. We 
often hear it said, Oh, it is only the little ones; anyone can teach them. But we think the 
pers class should have a separate room or a curtained-off corner, and that they should 

ave the best teacher. And by all means use the blackboard exercise as it is given us, for 
75 per cent. of the child’s knowledge is gained through his eyes. ; 

We recommend strict adherence to the use of our own Sunday-school literature, which 

we believe to be the best that can be obtained anywhere. 


V.—ON PUBLICATIONS, 


Perhaps there never was an age in which the mind was more susceptible of impression 
from the influence of current literature than ours. The present generation is determined 
to reach the end of thought and literary investigation early in life. 

Young men to-day are grappling with the problems of the world in a manner worthy 
of men of riper years a century ago. They occupy the coveted positions of trust and honor ; 
oo affairs of the national government are dependent upon men below the middle age of 

ife. 

We regard this rapid advancement of the present generation and the early formation 
of character largely due to the influence of thought expressed in the publications of the 
day. The mind therefore being more easily impressed and the character more readily 

“moulded than in former years, there is a corresponding need of controlling, as far as pos- 
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sible, the nature of the literature that comes within the reach of all under our immediate 
guardianship. And we are furthermore under a moral obligation to disseminate the light 
of every true principle and establish an ambition and create a thirst for the higher order of 
reading matter. 

- We must urge everywhere among the people their duty to provide according to their 
means those books and papers that will meet the demand, and will be conducive to spirit- 
ual growth. No books or papers of a pernicious character should be allowed to come into 
the home. A good way to keep evil out of our hearts is to keep filled with the Spirit and 
to keep our paper-racks, libraries and stand tables filled with good literature. 

Now to meet and to successfully oppose the rapid advancement of the mighty tide of 
ecclesiastical worldliness which is to a great degree the result of so vast an amount of pub- 
lished matter that is void of any power to arouse the conscience or lead the soul into the 
rich fields of spiritual life and which is not intended to make strong healthy Christians ; 
we would recommend the wholesome and intensely spiritual publications of the Free Meth- 
odist publishing house. 

We regard the Free Methodist as one of the purest religious papers published. It should 
be placed in the home of every Free Methodist family. 

We are glad to note the purity and attractiveness of our Sunday-school publications so 
ably edited by W. B. Olmstead. These papers are certainly having a great influence upon 
the children of our Sunday-schools. 

We rejoice that our publishing house is in a prosperous condition. The work per-

IIl.—ON MEMOIRS. 


Since our last annual session, death has invaded our ranks and there are three absent 
forms that we shall never greet again this side of the dark river. But we are cheered by 
the hope of a happy reunion around the throne above, 


Rey. Grorae Puritie Witson was born in Catskill, New York, August 10, 1848. and 
died at Mason Oity, Iowa, August 12, 1906. When a mere boy he entisted in the Union 
army, Company A, 135th Illinois Infantry, In 1879 he was married to Hester A. Oulbert- 
son, who still survives him. To this union were born six children, five of whom are living. 
He was converted August 2, 1877, at Sugar Grove, Illinois. Shortly afterward he was sanc- 
tified wholly and entered the ministry of the Free Methodist church. His first charge was 
Evansville, Indiana, in 1878, where he served one year asasupply. From there he went to 
the Michigan conference, where he labored for some years. He traveled the following cir- 
cuits: Battle Oreek, Sherwood and South Union, 1879; Lawrence 1880; Ft, Wayne, 1381- 
82; Raisinville, 1883. ° 

In 1884 he came to the Minnesota and Northern Iowa conference to take the place of 
Rev. V. A. Dake, as district elder, who had removed to another conference. In all Brother 
Wilson labored sixteen years as district elder, two years on circuits and three years as con- 
ference evangelist, within the bounds of the Minnesota and Northern lowa conference. He 
was elected three times as ministerial delegate to the general conference—in 1891, 1899,. 
1903. He was ordained deacon in 1881, and elected to elder’s orders in 1883. During his 
long term of service Brother Wilson labored with unfailing devotion, always faithful, never 
complaining. He endured the vicissitudes and hardships incident to a district elder’s life 
with fortitude, worthy of a good “‘soldier of the cross of Jesus Ohrist,’’ patient in affliction, 
sweet in adversity, exhibiting at all times the spirit of Him who came not to be ministered 
unto, but to minister. We shall never forget his kindly greeting, warm, heartfelt hand- 
shake, cheerful tone, sunshiny countenance and sympathetic manner as he moved in and 
out among us. He always seemed to have a word of help and encouragement for all. His 
presence in the home and church brought a benediction to the burdened ones there. He 
was thoughtful of others, and had words to fit their needs. We would mention as strong 
traits of character, his geniality, sociability, sympathy, cordiality and affection in the home 
circle; his unselfishness, spirit of sacrifice, love for souls, untiring energy and executive. 
skill in the Lord’s work. He was ever regarded as one of our strongest preachers, and 
many demands were made upon him for his services. He had a wonderful gift of song, 
and was a sweet singer in Israel. His favorite themes were, the enormity of sin and the 
love of God. He was a man of extensive reading, an earnest student along all lines, and 
given to enriching his discourses with reference to and quotations from history, science, 
current events and poetry, showing a wide range of knowledge. He had an intimate ac- 
quaintance with the divine word. Brother Wilson had strong convictions of truth, but ever 
manifested a spirit of charity toward those who might oppose him. He was especially in- 
terested in all reform movements, and took a strong stand for ee Cerel of righteous 
ness. He wasa clear thinker and a bold preacher of the gospel. e was of rather a quiet 
temperament, and never given to much outward demonstration, but at times would break 
torth into praises to God, and often floods of tears would tell that the fountain was 
stirred within. For some time past he had been carrying heavy burdens, but under these, 
and throughout the entire course of his sickness, almost a year, he was never heard to mur- 
mur. His body was wasted almost beyond recognition, but his mind was clear and strong 
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until the moment of departure. He left specific instructions in regard to his funeral, 
selecting the preacher to officiate, the text to be used and songs to be sung. When he was. 
nearing the end of his pilgrimage the Lord favored his faithful disciple with many precious 
revelations of himself. He was cheered by hearing, ‘‘Rock of Ages’? and other sacred 
songs to which he listened with keenest appreciation. When he felt the crisis drawing near 
he called the members of his family to his bedside and bestowed upon each a parting bless- 
ing, with tender words of admonition and counsel. Then when his feet were “‘slipping 
over the brink,’’ he caught a glimpse of heaven’s glory. To his wife and children he ex- 
claimed, ‘“‘They are gathering; I must go.”’ So he closed his eyes to earthly scenes and his 
pure spirit departed to join the great throng of the redeemed, who have come up out of 
great tribulation, and have washed their robes and made them white in the blood of the 
Lamb. The funeral services were conducted by Rey. Burton Y. Neal, assisted by Revs. 
S. Ada Hall, William Baldwin, O. W. Sutton and I. N. Powell. Text, Psa. 100:5. The 
remains were laid to rest at Plymouth, Iowa. Farewell, dear brother, until we meet some 
glad day in the resurrection. 4 


Rey. Gores S. Paiuurps was born at Green Bay, Wisconsin, August 23, 1863, and 
died January 16, 1906, at Estherville, lowa. He was converted to God in 1880, and wassoon 
after called to the work of the ministry, In 1891 he was given work as a supply in the West 
Iowa conference, traveling with his father, Rev. J. S. Phillips, the Clarinda and Oollege 
Springs circuit. He was admitted on trial into the West lowa conference in 1892, joined in 
full connection and was ordained deacon in 1894 and was elected to elder’s orders in 1897. 
He traveled the following circuits in the West Iowa conference: Corning, Mt. Etna and 
Carbon, 1892; Carbon and Mt. Etna, 1893; Polk City, 1894; Plover and Ft. Dodge, 1895. 
He served assupply on the Peterson, Douglas Oenter and Maple Grove circuit, Minnesota 
and Northern Iowa conference in 1896, In 1897 he transferred to our conference and was 
returned tu the above circuit. He traveled some of the best charges in the conference, as 
follows: Ricevilleand Round Grove, 1898-99; Plymouth, Lime Oreek and Mason City, 
1900; Mapleton, Belleview and Young schoolhouze, 1902-04; Armstrong, 1905, In 1905 he 
was elected as stationed district elder of the Algona district, and was acting in this capacity 
and that of pastor at Armstroug at the time of his death. He was filling both positions 
with general acceptability, and had the hearts of the people in ‘the town where he lived, 
both inside of the church and outside. He was taken violently ill with what proved to be 
appendicitis, though apparently in the best of health. He was taken to the Anderson hos- 
pital at Estherville for treatment, He underwent two operations, from the last of which 
he never rallied. From the first of his sickness, he entertained no hope of his recovery, but 
said he was ready to go if it was the Lord’s will. he funeral services were held at Arm- 
strong, Iowa, Rev. B. Y. Neal preaching the sermon from 2 Cor. 5:1, to a large and sym- 
pathizing congregation. His body was laid to rest at Algona, Iowa, Rev. B. I. Hubbard 
conducting the burial services. 

Brother Phillips leaves a widow, one son and one step son. He was a man of strong 
personality, and possessed much executive ability and generalship. He was a good 
preacher and perhaps never had a more promising future for himself and the work of God, 
than when he was stricken down so unexpectedly. He made many warm friends wherever 
he went, who are saddened to learn of his sudden translation. But he who is all-wise has. 
seen fit to call this watchman from the walls of Zion. 


Rey. Henry W. Miuvuer was born in Anglaize county, Ohio, November 26, 1858.° He 
removed with his parents to Clay county, Iowa, in 1870. He was married, April 6, 1884, to. 
Miss Addie Daily. He died at Salem, South Dakota, August 4, 1906. Hewas saved in early 
youth, and felt clearly called to preach the gospel. He retained his Christian experience 
for only a short time, however. He was reclaimed at a holiness camp-meeting held at 
Storm Lake, Iowa, in 1885, under the auspices of the M. E. church, by Revs. G. D. Watson and. 
B.S. Taylor. He united with the M. E, church. He joined the Free Methodist church in 
1890 under the labors of Rev. J. H. Ray. He experienced the blessing of entire holiness at 
the Harvest Home Pentecostal camp-meeting in 1892. In 1898 he entered the ministry of 
the Free Methodist church, his first appointment being the Wells, Young schoolhouse and. 
Freeborn circuit as supply. He was admitted into the conference on trial in 1899, and 
appointed to the Elmore and Reed schoolhouse circuit. He traveled other circuits in the 
Minnesota and Northern Iowa conference as follows: Mapleton, Lake Orystal and Young 
schoolhouse, 1900; Bonair, Oakdale and Fairchild schoolhouse, 1901-03; Armstrong. 1904 ;, 
conference evangelist, 1905. He was admitted into the conference in full connection in 
1902 and ordained deacon. Funeral services were held at the home of his brother near 
Salem, South Dakota, Monday afternoon, August 6, at 2:00 o’clock, by Rev. Mr. Brown of 
the M. E. church. Text, Psa. 116:15. The remains were brought to Peterson, Iowa; 

- where a second service was held at the M. E. church, in charge of Rev. H. L. Tenney. The 
text used was 2 Tim, 4:68. The remains were laid to rest in the cemetery near the place. 
Eight children were born into the home, two of whom died in infancy, and two, Ethel and 
Oharley, preceded their father to the glory world, but a few months. There are four living 
children and the widow. Brother Miller had’been sick for nearly two years, but so loved 
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the Lord’s work that he had been called to, that he continued to preach with much diffi- 
culty even after he had greatly failed in health, and’ was weak in body. To recover his. 
health, he removed to South Dakota last spring, hoping the change of climate would bene- 
fithim. It was thought for awhile that he would regain his health, but the disease took a 
a new turn, and hastened his death. A short time before he died, to a caller, he expressed 
regret that he could not go on with his loved work, but added, ‘‘I don’t understand the 
dealings of the Lord with me, but I don’t have to, It’s allright. I would like to live for 
the sake of my family, but itis all right.’’ The last week he was delirious and much of 
the time he was praying, preaching, singing and holding services, until death came and’ 
brought glad release. Brother Miller was a man whom it wasa privilege to know. There 
was something good and solid about him. There was nothing of the sparkle and glitter 
and outward show about him, but he was a plain, genuine, substantial, practical Christian. 
He always lived well, and his life spoke well, wherever he lived. He was of a sweet, kind 
disposition, pure- -minded, and a man of faith and prayer. He lived near the Lord. and the / 
secret of the Lord was with him. He possessed great humility and was of the quiet and 
retiring order. As a preacher he had many excellent qualities, He was not what one 
would ¢all brilliant, but always had something fresh and good, which was as food to the 
soul, and ministered grace to the hearers. The Lord used him to the help of many souls. 
It might be truly said of him that he was a pure, humble, faithful follower of the Master,. 
and a workman who did his labor carefully and well, not with the thought of pleasing man, 
but with a view of pleasing God. His testimony ever was, ‘‘I am Jiving in the center 
of the will of God.”’ Now he rests from his labors and his works do follow him,

III.—_ON EDUCATION. 


Education comprehends all that series of instruction and discipline which is intended 
to enlighten the understanding and train the intellect for the highest efficiency in life’s 
vocations. The great demand of this universally competitive age is a thoroughly trained 
mind well stored with practical knowledge. In the ministry this demand is second only to 
that of a baptism of the Holy Spirit and is well-nigh imperative. 

We would not, however, unduly exalt mental attainments, for it is obvious that God 
has signally owned and blessed the zealous labors of many of our pioneers who were de- 
prived of educational advantages in early life. Neither would we condoneignorance; nay, 
verily, we would condemn it, and kindly admonish our people to spare no pains for the 
advancement of useful knowledge and practical wisdom in all our ranks. 

“The powers of man are vast,”’ and ‘‘education multiplies the efficiency manifold,’”’ for 
“the man with a hammer may crush the boulder’’ while the same man in possession of en- 
gineering science and skill shatters a ledge acres in extent. So the minister in presenting 
the profound truths of the gospel to his ofttimes well-informed hearers, needs this essential 
qualification—a well developed and thoroughly trained mind. It is needless to dwell here 
longer, the necessity is obvious. 

The public school system possesses many excellent features and dcubtless ‘‘accom- 
plishes what is intended,” but-in our opinion it fails in that moral and religious education 
which is indispensable to the building up of symmetrical characters, In many instances 
we fear it is too irreligious. ; 

We have reason, however, for devout thanksgiving to Almighty God for the establish- 
ment of several seminaries and a college which are faithful exponents of our teachings and 
principles. To these we should lend our influence, send our young people, and freely con- 
tribute our means, 

To those who contemplate entering the ministry and are in need of mental training, no 
‘better place can be found than Spring Arbor Seminary and Greenville Oollege. In some | 
instances men may be called to preach and not be called to school or college, but that idea 
wrongly applied has deterred many a man from due preparation in early life; hence he 
goes through life handicapped. 

“Our general conference insists upon a certain amount of book knowledge,’’ and we 
believe patient and persevering effort by the most diffident will lead to a mastery of the 
‘‘course.”’ 

The objection to education is sometimes raised that it brings on that fatal disease, in- 
flation. Well. some have perished from that cause, and others have died from diffidence. 
' Surely divine grace will save from a fatality from either. 

If we would continue our usefulness as public instructors a measurable degree of study 
is an absolute necessity ; and amid the innumerable cares of the itineracy, time must be 
highly valued. Then, he who will redeem it from useless chit-chat and trifling visits will 
find enough time for the cultivation of his mind and the work of the ministry. He to whom 
time is not precious and who lives not by rule, never finds time sufficient for anything—is 
always embarrassed, always in a hurry, and never capable of bringing one good purpose to 
proper effect. 
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IV.—ON OHUROH LITERATURE. 


The literature of a country isa mighty factor for good or evil. We may well thank 
God for the liberty of the press; but with this liberty comes danger. The country is 
flooded with all kinds of reading matter and much of it is not fit to enter a home and we 
need to be on our guard. Most of the newspapers of to-day are not what they should be, 
and we think it wrong for our people to spend their time in keeping track of all the mur- 
ders and crimes and trash that fill the daily papers. Many of our people, we fear, spend 
time in reading and conversing over these that ought to be spent in reading good books 
and the Bible, or on their knees before God in prayer. 

We would not allow some tale-bearer to come into our homes daily and tell the family 
of all the quarrels and troubles and nonsense of the neighborhood. It is right to keep 
posted on the current events of the day, but for this purpose we advise our peopleto get the 
cleanest paper they can find, though it costs them more; for it is certain that the reading 
matter of a home will have a mighty influence on the character of its inmates. All kinds 
of religious literature are flooding the country. The most of this is of a delusive and perni- 
cious nature, and to avoid being deceived we recommend our people to purchase and place 
in their homes only such religious reading matter as our publishing house will furnish 
them. And let parents keep a close watch over the reading matter of their children as one 
bad book or paper might ruin a boy or girl forever. We recommend our own publications 
as being the best the world affords. Let our preachers see to it that the books of our pub- 
lishing house and especially the Free Methodist is put into every home possible. We lament 
the fact that many of our people do not take our church paper but in its place a paper pub- 
lished by some of the holiness movements, consisting largely of religious gush and adver- 
tisements that are not uplifting to us as Free Methodists, simply because they can get it 
for fifty cents less a year than our own paper. We recommend that our preachers de- 
nounce this thing and urge upon our people their duty in regard to this matter. We also 
advise thatevery Free Methodist own a Discipline and study it until he is familiar with it. 
But above all other reading matter let us prize and read and study the Book that has made 
us what we are as a church, the Book.which, by constant perusal and obedience to its teach- 


ing. will keep us what we ought to be as a church—God’s Book, the Book of all other 
books, the Bible. 


V.—ON SUNDAY-SOHOOLS. 


We are devoutly thankful that through the providence of God we have such an institu- 
tion in our land where the youth, the middle-aged and the aged may gather each Sabbath 
and study the word of God. Jesus said, ‘‘Search the Scriptures.’”? We deplore the fact 
that the Bible does not have a more prominent place in our Sabbath-schools. While we 
ean but speak well of our Sunday-school literature, we are often grieved to see the quarter- 
lies used exclusively. Brethren, these things ought not so to be. Then, again, there is a 
laxity on the part of the membership of our church in attendance at the Sabbath-school. 
The children are told to go while the parents remain at home and wonder why the cause of 
God does not prosper. é 

The preacher can be a great help and inspiration to the school if, in pastoral visitation 
he brings the subject before the people, invites them to attend, speaks of the good being 
accomplished, arranges for the observance of special days and prays earnestly for the offi- 
cers and teachers. If he does this he will find that he will not only build up the Sabbath- 
school but will materially increase the attendance at the preaching services. . 

We wish to call your attention to the ten points of excellence suggested by the editor 
of our Sunday-school literature, Rev. W. B. Olmstead: 

1. The Bible in the hands of every teacher and scholar. 

2. A teachers’ meeting and special teacher training work. ; 

3. A good supply of all necessary helps, such as maps, charts, blackboard and library, 
the catechism, quarterlies and papers. 

4. A Home Department. 

5. A Oradle Roll. 

6. Special temperance and missionary work. 

7. Generous and systematic giving for the school, for missions and the church, 

8. Complete and accurate records and reports. ~ 
9. The observance of special days. 
0. Oonversions among the children.

As Christians we should guard against reading and subscribing 
for those so called holiness papers which teach a spurious holiness and oppose church or- 
ganization. We would urge our people to patronize our own publishing house. We regret 
that so small a percentage of our people take the Free Methodist. We would urge our 
preachers to try and get the church paper into every Free Methodist family. We would 
recommend our Sabbath-school supplies, also the Missionary Tidings, EHarnest Christian, 
Olive Branch and Lighthouse Messenger. 


IV.—ON REFORMS. 
We believe that we stand second to no church in the land on the line of moral reform, 


SappatH OssERvVANCE.—We stand opposed to all kinds of Sabbath desecration, and we 
deplore the growing tendency toward an open Sabbath as seen in Sunday excursions, ball 
games, picnics, Sunday papers, social visiting, buggy riding, etc. 


Proutsition.—We believe that the liquor traffic is the blighting curse of our nation 
and that there is no way to successfully deal with this monstrous evil but by legislation, 
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and as the Prohibition party is the only party in the field to-day that pledges itself to the 
prohibition and extinction of the liquor traffic, we feel called upon to renew our pledge to 
support that party and vote the Prohibition ticket. While we entertain the highest regard 
and due respect for the chief executive of our nation, and are struck with a feeling of ad- 
miration of his fearlessness in attacking strongly entrenched trusts, combines and monop- 
olies and many other lines of wickedness in high places, yet we are humiliated when we 
are reminded that thus far, nota syllable has been written in any message to Congress call- 
ing attention to this, the greatest foe that threatens our government, our homes and our 
churches, namely, the liquor traffic. We call upon all lovers of home and liberty to stand 
with usand help to remove this curse from our midst, 


Srcrer Socretizs.—We still maintain our position regarding secret societies, believing” 
them to be wrong in principle, a menace to the church and a hindrance to the work of God. 


WorupLy Conrormitr.—We contend that this is no time to let down the standard 
along thisline. We think all of our preachers. their wives and children should be exam- 
ples of the flock in cleanliness, neatness and plainness of attire. Weare glad to note that 
the most of our people are keeping to the plain way, but we cannot overlook the fact that 
in many instances there has come a marked change in the attire from what it used to be. 
Let us be careful, brethren. Religion does not consist in dress, but if we are going to be 
pilgrims let us hold to the pilgrim way. 


We note with pleasure the reforms which are going on in some of the denominational 
schools, namely, the abandonment of the base ball and foot ball games, Also the aban- 
donment of operatic singing, and a return to the good old way.

V.—ON STATE OF THE WORK. 


We feel grateful to God for his watch care over us in the year that is past. We are liv- 
ing in an age of sin and wickedness more awful than in any other age, with worldly 
amusements, debasing in their effects, sanctioned and condoned by the cfficers of the law, 
who ought to be the guardians of morals and purity. Godliness and holiness seem to be 
very much out of place in this world and her ministers and adherents are relegated to the 
rear and called fogies of the past ages. But the command to us is, ‘Press on,’’ victory is 
sure to those who trust in the Great Commander. Hence we take courage and gird our 
loins with the girdle of God’s truth, and expect victory in Jesus’ name. We are glad to. 
report that four camp-meetings have been held, all of which were a source of spiritual 
blessing. We urge our people to be more careful to arrange to attend our aunual gather- 
ings. For we are persuaded that if the day ever comes when we fail to meet in camp-meet- 
ing in the leafy grove we will become a divided and selfish people, when God will remove 
our candlestick from us and we have a name to live and are dead. We are glad to say that 
with few exceptions our circuits and charges are in splendid condition spiritually and finan- 
cially. Our preachers are receiving better allowances, but there is still room for great 
improvement on this line. A great deal of responsibility on the line of pastoral support 
rests with the district elders. Any elder who will not look after his preachers’ welfare, both 
spiritually and financially, is not worthy of the office intrusted to him. We think it will 
not lower his dignity to become a steward on the circuits and raise the deficiencies that 
may occur in the pastors’ allowances, when the stewards fail to do their duty as is often 
done. We also believe it the preacher’s duty to look after his elder’s support and thereby 
relieve the elder from financial cares that he may be able to give his whole spirit, soul and 
body to the service of his Master. 

We are most happy to be able to report a spirit of loyalty to the ‘‘landmarks which our 
fathers have set.” 

Our district meetings ought to be better attended by the laity. These meetings are 
calculated by our law-makers to be a means Of spiritual] uplift. We urge all our pastors to. 
set before our people the necessity of attending these quarterly gatherings. We are pleased 
to report an increase of membership in the conference this year. It is small, ’tis true, but 
we believe substantial. 


VI.—ON EDUOATION. 


Education is not chiefly directed to things of common and vulgar use, subservant to- 
bodily accommodations and productive of external prosperity; neither is its full force 
spent in shaping, fortifying and ennobling the mind; but in addition to these the claims 
of education find a response from the spiritual nature, calling out, and developing to their 
fullest capacities the finest faculties of our being. Plato says, ‘Good education is that 
which gives to the body and soul all the perfection of which they are capable.”’ The first 
step in the process of education is always to seek higher thoughts to lower thoughts. To 
know, as Isaiah says, ‘*For brass I will bring gold, and for iron I will bring silver.”” To so 
walk and talk with the Mighty One that in the intellectual and spiritual life he will trans- 
mute brass to gold and iron to silver. 

This conception of education is essentially modern and the more it takes possession of 
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our minds the more it will be realized that education does not consist in following mere 
courses of study, memorizing understood statements, but rather the free and joyous exer- 
cise of all the human powers in the search for truth. 

We deplore the fact that the Bible is so largely excluded from, our public schools, and 
that spiritual religion is so largely ignored in so many of the so-calied Christian schools. 

Recognizing that the character of the work done in our college and seminaries ig 
strictly in keeping with our conception of Ohristian education, we therefore urge that both 
pastors and parents, insist that the children of our Free Methodist homes attend some one 
of our schools. 

Believing that the interests of this conference would be greatly enhanced, while its in- 
fiuence would in no wise be impaired, by a more liberal and generous policy in educational 
work, we therefore urge a more general observance of Children’s Day, and taking a collec- 
tion in every Sunday-school, as required by J 196 of our Discipline.

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REPORTS OF COMMITTEES 
I.—ON MEMOIRS. 


To call the attention of the people to the lives of men who have been faithful to God in 
their day and generation is reasonable and profitable. What is that notable register in the 
eleventh chapter of Hebrews but the names of those who were faithful to God and who are 
set down as examples for our comfort and cheer. 

We read in the word of God that ‘‘the memory of the just is blessed,’’ and that “‘the 
righteous shall be in everlasting remembrance.’’ ‘‘Remember them which have the rule 
over you, who have spoken unto you the word of God, whose faith follow, considering the 
end of their conversation.’” We should consider the end of their conversation that we may 
be reminded of the great goodness of God who gave them to us for a season, that we con- 
sider anew what use we have made of their ministry, and that we wait upon God to the end 
that others may be raised up to help fill the gap that is made in our numbers. 

To write the memoir of an ordinary individual would be well-nigh impossible, for 
every thing pertaining to him would be ordinary, and the memoir would be no more suita- 
ble to the one than to ten thousand others like him. Striking personal characteristics are 
the materials in part from which memoirs are made; but profitable memoirs must possess 
more than this; they must reveal to us greatness united with virtue. Some have attained 
greatness whose passage through life has been like a scourge, and under whose monuments 
lie crushed tens of thousands of men, and the blasted hopes of millions of people. Vol- 
umes have been written of Herod the Great, Peter the Great and Alexander the Great; but 
when the saints of God would contemplate greatness that shall enrich the soul, they turn to 
walk for a time along the paths of faith with Abraham, or listen to the self-exhortations of 
patient Job, or learn more fully the lessons of meekness with Moses, as he contends with 
the trials and hardships in the Arabian wilderness. What soul-health and blessing would 
result from more frequent journeyings with the beloved disciple. John, and what inspira- 
tion and enrichment of experience comes to him who goes with Paul upon some of his mis- 
sionary journeys. Surely, *‘the memory of the just is blessed.” 

We come to-day to the consideration of no ordinary personality; no memoir that has 
ever been written would fithim, A man of commanding presence, of unusual gifts and 
graces. of strong intellectual powers; a man whose mind was thoroughty trained and richly, 
furnished, whose heart beat in full sympathy for the age in which he lived, and who never 
once lost sight of the message that he was commissioned to bear to the people, but who 
persisted in the performance of God’s work until he was called to receive the martyr’s 
crown. 

John Emory Coleman was born February 27, 1855, in Perry, Wyoming county, New 
York. He reacbed the end of his earthly journey at Galveston, Texas, Tuesday, June 12, 
1906. He wasa son of General Superintendent G. W. Coleman. He is survived by his 
wife, two sons, one daughter, his father, one brother, two sisters, and a great multitude of 
friends throughout our land, who sincerely mourn their great loss. He was converted in 
early boyhood, was reclaimed at 18 years of age. from which time he has lived constantly 
for God. August 25, 1880, he was married to Miss Lucy M. Sellew of Dunkirk, New York. 
To them two children were born, Meda, who died in infancy, and John Emory, at whose 
birth Mrs. Coleman died. August 19, 1890, he was married to Miss Mary L. Hopkins, of 
Gerry, New York. To them were born a son and daughter, George and Louise. He fin- 
ished his college preparatory course at the A. M. Chesbrough Seminary in June, 1875, at 
twenty years of age, and at twenty-four years finished his college course at the University 
of Rochester. Shortly after he took charge of Evansville Seminary. He continued in 
charge for fifteen years when, because of broken health, he resigned in 1894. In 1895, he 
was elected district elder in the Wisconsin conference, in which capacity he served contin- 
uously for eight years. He served as pastor at Evansville one year, after which he removed 
to Texas where he hoped to recover his failing health. 

It was in Evansville Seminary that he did his greatest work. For it he laid down his 
life. Ooming to it when there was no past to refer to, no district, nor district elder, no 
pastor, no class, no members, no financial agent, no executive committee, he began the 
work. The school opened with sixteen students, and under his administration it reached 
its highest enrolment of pupils, was on the accredited list of the State University, to which 
position it has but shortly returned. In 1888 a new building was ordered. He was build- 
ing committee, as well as for years principal, pastor, class leader, executive committee, 
ete. In seven years’ pastorate he never missed a prayer-meeting, or other religious service. 
His appeals for help and relief were neglected. Conference, failing to appreciate the great- 
ness of the work he was undertaking, paid scant heed to his requests. A great painter, 
asked by a pupil what he mixed into his paints to produce such fine tints, replied, ‘*Brains, 
sir!’ but into the Evansville Seminary, into its mortar and walls, have gone the brains and 
life-blood of ‘*the noblest Roman of them all.’’ But better than that, as he lay sick unto 
death, there came the letters of appreciation and of undying love from all parts of the 
land; from those upon whose lives he had placed an imprint, such as few men are able to 
place upon their pupils. He was a strong disciplinarian. ‘tHe drove,’’ as one has said, 
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“with a loose rein, but there never was any doubt about who was the driver.”? The mark 
he placed upon his students was a good one—it was Ohrist-like. 

As everywhere else, so also in his family, his life was ideal. Brother Coleman was an 
ardent lover, and became more so as the years passed by. One who wasa member of his 
family for twelve years, testifies, ‘‘He had the keenest appreciation of what constitutes the 
true home life, and daily, hourly, momentarily demonstrated that fact by his walk, and 
conversation. During my residence in the family, I cannot recall one unkind or hasty 
word spoken to any member of the family. His presence was a constant inspiration to 
noble living, the development of mind, heart and soul, and to devotion to the cause of the 
Master. He was the soul of patience, and never forgot to be kind and courteous under the 
severest provocation. Although everything in the home circle seemed to revolve around 
him, and continued ill health and frequent attacks of intense physical suffering made it 
necessary for him to receive a great deal of care and attention from different members of 
the family, yet he never became selfish or domineering, and even at times when his body 
was racked by pain, never failed to say ‘‘Thank you”’ for the service rendered, or ‘‘Will you 
please’’ for any request made. 

While carrying a load, mentally and physically, that would have crushed most men, he 
could always enter heartily and cheerfully into whatever pertained to the home life as a 
whole, and into the individual life of each member of the family. He knew so well how to 
practise as well as sing,

‘* Go bury thy sorrow, the world hath its share, 
Go bury it deeply, go hide it with care, 
Go think of it calmly when curtained by night, 
Go tell it to Jesus, and all will be right.’’ 


He was a man of prayer. He not only knew how to talk to men for God, but he knew 
how to talk to God for men. With reverent familiarity, he talked with God his father. 
His life was always fragrant with the presence which comes only to them who live in close 
communion with the Eternal. The secret of that rare pervasive power that characterized 
him always and everywhere, was in his prayer touch with the divine. 

‘ When a great church in England was to be dedicated, some one asked ‘‘Who will preach 
the sermon?” An aged minister replied, ‘‘Almost any one can do that, but who will offer 
prayer?’ If it was a great oceasion, no one feared if it was announced that Prof. Coleman 
would lead the congregation in prayer. Heaven never seemed far away when he led us to 
the throne of grace. Or, if he knelt on the bare floor of the humble cottage of the poorest 
of the saints, that home was made permanently rich, and they felt that a prince who had 
prevailed had been there. One who spent years in Evansville Seminary said ‘‘his prayer 
was always new; I never heard him repeat himself, not even the phrases.’’ He triumphed 
through prayer. 

Personally, he did not feel that he was called to spend his life in the schools. He felt 
that he was called to be a minister of the gospel of Jesus Ohrist, and to this work he 
brought a wealth of natural endowment and a rich, deep, spiritual experience. His min- 
istry was thoroughly scriptural and spiritual. There was in his preaching no weak senti- 
mentality or vain speculation, but ever the great, fundamental truths of the gospel of 
Christ. He found in the Bible a sufficient gospel to occupy his best thought, and never 
offered to his hearers any new and strange doctrines. He contended for and gave the 
largest possible liberty to the operations and work of the Holy Ghost. If there was one 
phase of religious truth that he emphasized more than another, it was the absolute neces- 
sity of a deeply spiritual religion. Nothing could take the place of, or stand in the wa¥ of 
the presence and liberty of the Spirit. When we listened to him we were made to feel that 
we listened to one who was commissioned to contend against principalities and powers, 
against every mean, unmanly and unrighteous thing; one who presented Jesus Christ and 
him crucified, and in the presentment, kept himself hid from view. He never directed his 
efforts to attract attention to himself. His whole nature detested affectation and display. 
He used the simplest and choicest language. Hedid not address us from some cold, ex- 
alted height, but with warm, sympathetic words from the very heart. ‘‘We felt that he 
struggled by our sides, that we were in the battle ordained of old, that there were no spec- 
tators, but that all took sides, and the stakes for which we contended were life and death.”’ 
He declared, ‘‘If there is but one man from this age to get through to the skies, I am deter- 
mined to be that man.’? Some men are ahead of the age, are out of sympathy with it and 
cannot be helpful to it. Others are behind the age in which they live. He belonged to the 
age in which he lived. He was a leader in it, and was practical in all his work for the bet- 
terment of it, and for the upbuilding of the kingdom of Christ. He was honest with God, - 
he was honest with the gospel, he was honest with his conscience, and he was always frank, 
open and honest with his fellow men. He did not desire death, he wanted to live that he 
might take again his place in the work of God and for his family. The qualities that char- 
acterized him in health and strength did not change their fiber in the presence of the last 
enemy. Long aga, his attitude was that of the poet, 
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‘* T said to Sorrow’s awful storm 
That beat against my breast, 
‘Rage on—thou mayest destroy this form, 
And lay it low at rest; 
But still the spirit that now brooks 
Thy tempest, raging high, 
Undaunted on its fury looks 
With steadfast eye.’ 


‘* T said to Penury’s meager train, 

‘Oome on—your threats I brave, 

My last poor life-drop you may drain, 
And crush me in the grave, 

Yet still the spirit that endures 
Shall mock your force the while, 

And meet each cold, cold grasp of yours, 
With conquering smile.’ 


‘* T said to cold Neglect and Scorn, 

‘Pass on—I heed you not; 

You may pursue me till my form 
And being are forgot; 

Yet still the spirit, which you see 
Undaunted by your wiles, 

Draws from its own nobility 
Its high born smiles.’ 


‘© T said to Friendship’s menaced blow, 

‘Strike deep—my heart shall bear; 

Thou can’st but add one bitter woe 
To those already there; 

Yet still the spirit that sustains 
This last severe distress, 

Shall smile upon its keenest pains, 
And scorn redress,”’ 


** T said to Death’s uplifted dart, 

‘Aim sure—oh, why delay? 

Thou wilt not find a fearful heart 
A weak, reluctant prey; 

For still the spirit, firm and free, 
Unruffied by dismay, 

Wrapped in its own eternity, 
Shall pass away.’ ”’ 


In his last days, the fourteenth, fifteenth, sixteenth and seventeenth chapters of John, 
and the three last chapters of Revelation were to him his Father’s testament. Thesongs of 
Zion, which he wanted sung continually, were greatly enjoyed by him, For him, the last 
songs have been sung here. His Father has sent for him to come up higher. The buiiding 
he built of lively stones has been completed. We, too, will say, 


** Where is the victory of the grave? 
What dust can on the spirit lie? 
God keeps the sacred life he gave, 
The prophet never dies.”’

IlIl.—ON REFORMS. 








To reform means to form again or anew; to change from worse to better. As an an- 
nual conference we are satisfied with the ancient landmarks which our fathers have set, and 
we are determined to contend for the issues which made the Free Methodist church a ne- 
cessity. 

We are glad to note the progress we as a people are making, the spirit of unity and fel- 
lowship that prevails among preachers and laity. and the earnestness and self-sacrifice 
manifested in our ranks by all, in advancing the Master’s kingdom. While weare grateful 
for all the Lord has done for us, and for what we have been enabled to do in His name, yet 
is there not room for improvement along many lines? A few of these we desire to call 


attention to. ‘ 


Eyin Spraxinc.—We fear there is too great a tendency among us to commit the sin of 
evil speaking. How many times division and dissension is brought in and the spirit of love 
and harmony destroyed by this vile practise, born in the bottomless pit and sent on earth 
to destroy the work of the Lord. Well says the Apostle James that, ‘The tongue is a fire, 
a world of iniquity; so is the tongue among our members, that it defileth the whole body 
and setteth on fire the course of nature, and it is set on fire of hell’? (James 3:6). Asa 
result ofthis hydra-headed evil, the Holy Spirit is grieved, and spiritual death and desola- 
tion reign in many places, A reformation on this line would cause a return of the dove of 
peace, and the parched and thirsty ground would become springs of living water. We 
believe our preachers many times neglect to read Mr. Wesley’s sermon on *‘Evil Speaking,” 
as required by article 139, §11, of the Discipline. 


} Covrerousnrss.—We fear there is not that liberality among us in giving to the support 
of the gospel that there ought to be. We believe we as a church give more per member 
than any other church in existence, yet there is great need of an advance movement in this 
respect. We believe there are but few of our preachers who do not give at least one-tenth 
of their income to the Lord, but we fear there are many of the lay-members of our Zion, 
who fail to measure up to the religion of a Pharisee in this particular, We know that cov- 
etousness is one of the leading sins of the age; and the rock upon which many are driven 
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by the winds of avarice, and making shipwreck of faith, go down in the whirlpool of world- 
liness to be forever lost to holiness and to God! 

We should not underestimate the efforts made by our officia] boards in securing support 
for our pastors. But we are loath to see the neglect of duty of our class-leaders and stew- 
ards on this line. We do not believe it the spirit of the Discipline to ascertain how little a 
pastor can subsist on, and then aim to raise enough to simply get him through by the skin 
of his teeth; but rather to raise enough to make him and his family comfortable, and to 
look respectable, and enable him to purchase the necessary books to make him efficient in 
the work of the Lord. We note with pleasure the advance there is on this line, and attrib- 
ute it largely to the faithful dealing of our district elders at the official board meetings. 


Srcrer Prayer-—Again we fear there is not that spirit of aggressiveness among us 
which ought to exist and which characterized the early Free Methodist church. Are we 
not settling down, and becoming content to travel the old circuit without pushing out into 
the regions beyond, and raising up new appointments and new circuits, thus enlarging the 
borders of our conference, Is this not our mission asa church? We believe we fail here 
because of a lack of secret prayer. One has said, ‘‘Men do not prevail with God as they did 
in ancient days until heaven bowed to earth and their requests were granted.’’ Therefore, 
we recommend that one and all go down before God in prayer and supplication until he 
comes in power, as in the past, and a widespread revival take place in all our borders. We 
believe this is our only hope asa church. We earnestly pray that it may speedily come. 


SapBaTtH DrsrcrATION.—Irreverence and disregard for the Sabbath of our Lord is 
alarmingly on the increase. Sunday excursions, base ball games and the pursuits of pleas- 
ure are rapidly taking the place of religious worship among the masses. Among our own 
people we notice with regret a growing tendency to spend a part of the Sabbath day in 
Sunday visiting and secular conversation. Let us not dothis. Let us avoid riding on the 
street cars on Sunday. Let us refrain from all ordinary labor on the Sabbath, except it be 
of necessity or of mercy, and plan for as little of that which is of necessity as possible. 


Tue Liquor Trarric.—We protest against the liquor business from beginning to end. 
For its overthrow we pray, labor and vote. It is impossible for us to show our consistency 
unless we vote as we pray. We ought to see to it that candidates for Parliament are 
pledged friends of prohibition, or failing to give us such assurance, we must withhold our 
support from them. 


Sxoret Socrerizrs.—We protest against all forms of secret societies. It seems the time 
has come when men can neither labor, buy nor sell, in our cities, without having the mark 
of the beast and number of hisname. The smalier secret orders are only branch roads ot 
the Grand Trunk Masonic line, that carries its memtbers down to the iron gates of the 
grand lodge below. While noting the fact that some churches who once declared against 
these ungodly associations, have taken down the bars and allowed the unclean herd to 
come in, we thank God for a people who have taken their stand and maintain an unwaver- 
ing front against these Christless aggressions. 


Dress.—We disapprove of the growing tendency with some of our people to ornament 
their attire and so avoid the reproach of being entirely plain in their dress. We often see 
ornamental buttons, pins, ruffles, ties and other ornaments on their persons which were 
seldom seen in this conference in the beginning of our work. We also disapprove of par- 
ents attiring their children in a way they would not attire themselves, making them look as 
fashionable as the children of their unsaved neighbors, forgetting the solemn vows made at 
the baptismal altar. We fear the trouble for this lies in the fact, that many of our people 
live without the baptism of the Holy Ghost. We have always held that this fiery baptism 
does burn the compromise out of the soul and destroys the hooks and pegs on which hang 
these worldly trappings. We hope and pray that this spirit of compromise may be driven 
out and disappear from our midst, and we be enabled to form again around the standard 
of true Bible holiness,

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II.—ON PROHIBITION. 


Throughout the nation, and for that matter throughout the civilized world, there is a 
general awakening to the criminal nature of the traffic in intoxicating liquors as a beverage. 

The existence of the Jicensed saloon is the indefensible scandal of the century. In the 
United States alone the liquor saloon occasions the death and damnation of eleven persons 
every hour, 274 every day and 100.000 every year. 

Since the opening of the original ‘‘Oklahoma”’ to settlement, the dramshop of the 
United States has sent more men and women to hell than the entire population of the 
‘‘new state,’’ including all Indians, Negroes and white persons, 

It is an appalling fact that there are twenty states in the Union to-day whose popula- 
tion each is not equal to the number of human beings which the saloon has degraded, de- 
bauched and damned during the past fifteen years. In other words, the policy of the gov- 
ernment, in licensing the beverage saloon, sends to a drunkard’s grave and doom, every 
fifteen years, enough adult persons to equal all the men, women and children necessary to 
create a flourishing state. 

For seventeen years men, women and children have been pouring into Okla- 
homa and Indian Territory, from all parts of the United States. Thousands of Indians 
and Negroes were already here; and during the same time thousands of children also have 
been born in the territories; till now we have in the new state, 1,350,000 population. But 
during the same length of time the United States furnished Hades with an adult drunkard 
for every man, woman and child in the new state, to say nothing of the widows, orphans 
Bed idivts which they have left behind. This is an awful record for a Christian nation to 
make. : f 

_In dealing with the traffic in intoxicating liquors, there is no hope of successful statu- 
tory prohibition, until the state and national government,shall treat it, not as a business, 
but-asacrime, The liquor interests ever contend that the distilling, brewing and retailing 
of intoxicating liquors as a beverage is a legitimate business. The government in its legis- 
lation and police regulations has been granting this claim, but treating it asa bad business. 
Ne classification must be changed. It isa crime more cruel than death, more destructive 
than war. 

Human activities may be classified under three specific heads, viz.: Business, Charity 
and Orime. Business is characterized by service rendered and profit, Charity, by service 
without profit, while Crime is ever characterized by profit and no service. The traffic in 
intoxicating liquors comes under this last class. It is as destitute of service as any other 
criminal practise. 

While the beverage traffic in intoxicating liquors is a crime of fearful magnitude, yet 
the complicity of national, state and municipal government with it, is a much greater 
crime against public morals and civic righteousness. 

The revenue of $296,000,000 is the financial measure of our national complicity with 
this stupenduous crime. 3 

A study of national and state legislation will reveal a startling measure of the statutory 
approval of the devastation and ruin which the traffic is producing everywhere. Alarming 
as is the effect of the traffic on the commervial and physical life of the nation, the most 
serious effect is the general corrupting of the public conscience. 

We justly deplore the prevalence of graft, bribery, boodle, unjust rebates and discrim- 
inations, corrupt legislation, miscarriage of court proceedings, lawlessness, divorce, anar- 
chy, murders, assassinations and suicides. Buta careful study of social conditions reveals 
the fact that the one thing which has corrupted our national life until it is notorious for 
civic unrighteousness, is our political sanction of, and complicity with. the liquor traffic. 

The virus of this gigantic crime has been diffused all through the body of the nation, 
until every organ of the body politic has become diseased by its malignant. touch. 

The prohibition of the traffic in intoxicating beverages is by far the greatest political 
problem of the day. Thisis true as considered from a moral, social or financial stand-. 

oint. , 
. Soctatuy.—Willard Parker, the publicist physician of New York, holds the saloon 
responsible for 35 per cent. of idiocy, 45 per cent. of lunacy, 80 per cent. of crime, 90 per 
cent. of pauperism, and 10 per cent. of all deaths. : i 

In Massachusetts 86 per cent. of the convicts in her prisons are there through liquor— 
90 per cent. are drinking men. , 

The state of Iowa recently had 5,650 insane persons in her wards, caused directly by 
drink, There are enough drunkards’ orphans to belt the globe five times, hand in hand, 
ae a widow in every fifth place; that is, they would form a continuous line 125,000 miles 
ong. : 
ee aman could walk around the earth at the equator, and those who die drunkards in 
the United States in one year, were distributed equally along his path he would pass the 
corpse of a drunkard every eighty rods. 

. The saloon in the United States is responsible for over 53,000 murders committed in 
the last ten years. 

» Fuyanciau,—The annual crime bill of the United States is over $600,000,000. A careful 
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study of court proceedings, and the declarations of court judges, reveals the fact that from 
75 per cent. to 80 per cent. of crime in civilized lands is due to liquor drinking. : 

San Francisco’s freedom from crime during her late disaster while liquor was pro- 
hibited, and the great increase of crime since the re-opening of the saloons is in evidenee. 

According to the finding of the National Prison Oongress, it costs on an average $1000, 

to Spe a criminal; and his depredations during a year in crime amount to from $1500 
to $: . 
' Oklahoma recently had 500 prisoners in the Kansas penitentiary. Their cost to Okla- 
homa for prosecution amounts to abeut $500,000. These prisoners cost for board fifty-five 
cents per day perman. The average time of their imprisonment is three years. The cost 
to the state is $500,000 for prosecution, $301,125 for board. Total cost, $801,125. Taking 
80 per cent, as chargeable to drink, we have $640,900 expense to the state for territory pris- 
oners alone, caused by the saloon. Minor offenders cost much less, and are in jails and 
town lock-ups; but as these generally outnumber the other class, they add materially to 
the cost of the state. 

If we add to the above cost the amount these prisoners would earn at ordinary labor, 
about $200,000 we have an expense of $800,000 and over as an incubus on the state, charge- 
able to the drink traffic. The cost is more than sixteen times the amount of the license 
income. 

From reliable sources we find the actual cost of the nation’s liquor traffic for 1900 was 
$2,804,958.000. The internal and custom’s revenue from the traffic was $296,000,000. If we 
subtract the entire revenue from the cost we have $2.508,958.000 direct loss to the nation. 

Much has been and is being said by politicians about the revision of the tariff. The 
largest revision made amounted only to about $1.0C per capita; while the licensed liquor 
traffic imposes a waste in cold cash of $45 for every man,woman and child in the nation. 

The evils of the standard oil, the meat packers, railroad rebates, free-passes, refrigera- 
tor and icing charges, mutual insurance frauds, public land steals, alum baking powder 
bribes, amalgamated copper, Massachusetts gas frauds, tariff and protection—great as these 
evils are, they pale before the unparalleled crime of the licensed liquor traffic, which is fos- 
tered by our municipal, state and national government. 

In view of the foregoing facts, we pledge our renewed efforts for the entire destruction 
of the traffic. 

We pledge ourselves, further, to do what we can to secure only such men as members 
of the Constitutional Convention who will openly pledge themselves to do their utmost to 
secure for the State of Oklahoma, ‘‘state wide prohibition” in the constitution. 


IlI—ON SABBATH OBSERVANCE. 


It is highly important that we recognize the Sabbath as a divineinstitution. ‘*Remem- 
ber the Sabbath day to keep it holy.’’ says the voice of God. For the spiritual, social and 
physical interest of mankind was this law given. In violation of this law our race has suf- 
fered untold moral degradation and physical distress. 

The command not only designates a time, but also the manner and spirit in which that 
time shall be spent. We observe a difference between sleeping the Sabbath day and keep- 
ing, also between keeping it and keeping it holy. Weare not only to refrain from doing 
ordinary work on the Sabbath, but to spend the time in heart devotion to God and his 
eause. By the early Christian church the Sabbath was termed the ‘*‘Queen of days’’—the 
day in which every one should lose sight of self-interests and devote himself entirely to 
God’s interests. 

Recognizing this to be the true spirit of the Sabbath law, we consider the following 
practises as violations of God’s law respecting the Sabbath: 

Sunpay Oar Srervice.—No incorporate body in our land induces so many people to 
violate the Sabbath as the railroad companys. Scattered all over our land are men, women 
and children who feel a sense of regard for the Lord’s day and refrain from their ordinary 
work, but the railway company taking advantage of this rest, announces special excursions 
at reduced rates; thus placing a premium on Sabbath desecration, it carries its thousands 
away to the base-ball game, the foot-ball, carnival, the horse race and other places of 
amusement. The churches are left empty and the players are encouraged to continue in 
their Sunday sin. The railway companies also employ more men to do manual labor on 
Sunday than all other corporations in America combined, for which service they pay a 
premium. Thus they keep from religious services the thousands who would otherwise hear 
the gospe! and be saved. 

The base ball game, the carnival, shows, picnics and festivals all help to poison and 
destroy the religious sentiment of our nation; but we are persuaded that their main encour- 
agement for Sunday operation comes from the Sunday railway excursions. 

In view of this fact we recommend that our people labor faithfully to elect such men 
to represent us in the legislative body of the new Oklahoma state as will faithfully labor 
for the adoption of such laws as will maintain the sanctity of the Sabbath, and thus by our 
State constitution forbid Sunday excursions within our bounds. : 

’.Stwpay Visrrine.—Sunday social visiting should be discouraged. It violates the spirit 
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of the Sabbath in the fact that it tends to secularize the mind and thus destroy the devo- 
tional spirit. 

Buyine anp Seiuina on SunpAay.—The committee would call attention to that part of 
4j 41 of our Discipline which refers to buying and selling on the Lord’s day. We consider 
that buying or eelling ice, milk and meat is a violation of Discipline, also of the Sabbath, 
as much as the purchase or sale of other articles of merchandise. The argument used by 
the guilty ones to ease their conscience often proves the moral quality of the act. Thus he 
argues: ‘‘If I refuse to sell on Sunday my customers will go elsewhere and I will sustain 
loss. He thus proves it to be an act of self-interest, regardless of God’s command. 

We think that Sunday car-riding, newspaper reading, letter-writing and mailing or 
receiving mail, sight-seeing, picnics and pleasure seeking should be regarded by our people 
as violations of God’s law if we would consistently throw the weight of our influence against 
the rising tide of Sabbath desecration. 


1V.—ON EDUCATION. 


We live in a day of increasing demand for better education in every vocation in life. 
We are pleased to note that the facilities for education are keeping pace with the demand. 
Everywhere our land is dotted with district schoolhouses, high schools, seminaries, colleges 
_and universities. 

There never was a time in the history of the work wken more attention was given to, 
or more money expended in the education of all classes. Oomparatively few can give a 
reasonable excuse for their lack of learning. A tremendous responsibility rests upon par- 
ents who neglect to give their children as thorough educational advantages as their cireum- 
stances will permit. 

While some people seem to put a premium on ignorance, our Oreator never did. He 
said, ‘*My people are destroyed for lack of knowledge.”’ 

e believe in a thorough Ohristian education and would encourage our people to 
patronize our denominational schools which we consider second to none in their class. We 
lament the tendency of some of our people to send their children to secular schools which 
can furnish them no better intellectual training than our denominational schools and fre- 
quently what is worse than no religious influence. Also the tendency to patronize or create 
and maintain independent, so-called, holiness schools, 

If we maintain our mission there must be as great a difference between our schools and 
others as there is in any department of our church work and that of other denominations. 

We would recommend that all of our societies, where we have church buildings, pre- 
pare a library cupboard in some suitable place in the church, and that such societies ar- 
range to develop a library to aid in promoting wholesome knowledge; that they begin this 
library by securing such books as are required in the course of study for local and confer- 
ence preachers, and that they add to the library yearly, as they may be able, such books as 
are useful in developing Christian life and character. 


V.—ON PUBLIOATIONS, 


The food upon which we subsist finally becomes a part of ourselves. This rule holds 
good whether that food be for the body, the mind or the heart. In some parts of Colorado, 
where sage brush is the principal vegetable product, it is said that the flesh of small game 
is unpalatable. Those needy creatures have lived so long upon sage brush that their flesh 
has become bitter. 

Of the things that belong to righteousness there are two classes. Things to be hated, 
and things to be loved. ‘‘Abhor,’’ says Saint Paul, ‘‘that which is evil and cleave to that 
which is good.’”’ Our pilgrim founders saw and took the track outlined by Christ and the 
holy apostle, and 

‘‘ We are traveling home to God, 
In the way our fathers trod.”’ 


At their annual Passover the Jewish people were directed to feast on paschal lamb. 
After taking refuge behind its blood, sprinkled on their door-posts, they were to roast and 
eat the flesh of the lamb. They were not permitted to eat that flesh unless they ate it with 
bitter herbs. Those bitter herbs pointed back to their bitter bondage in Egypt. They also 
pointed forward to the bitter things they should meet along the way. In this our pilgrim 
religion follows the old line. On the popular route they have done away with bitter herbs. 
They had no bitter bondage or bitter cup of repentance behind them, and they will have 
in front no bitter things to meet till they get to the end of the way. Not so with our pil- 
grim saints. They drank tea from bitter herbs in the cup of repentance, and they also ate 
bitter herbs when they gave their consent to take this unpopular pilgrim route to the skies. 
Before them they will find a goodly supply of bitter herbs in hating popular things which 
others love and deify. Hating those things will stir up men and devils and bring on a ser- 
jes of reproaches and persecutions. Passing through these experiences will afford bitter 
herbs enough to give us a good appetite for salvation and keep off the scurvy which a meat 
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diet is liable to engender. The tart of these bitter herbs: must be overcome by- eating 
paschal lamb, or we shall become embittered thereby. 

. _.Some people among us seem to have a negative kind of religion. It consists in hating 
and devouring the popular sins of our day. The position of these parties was set forth by 
a minister who was explaining the relation of our church to these popular evils. He said, 
‘‘We are anti-rum, anti-dress, anti-tobacco, antisecrecy, anti-festival; and anti-devil 
whether he be baptized or not.’’? This is all true, and we are glad our church stands out 
squarely on all God’s issues. Yet these issues may be made so prominent as to render the 
ministers who preach them and the pilgrims who hear them as bitter within as the sage 
hens and sage hares of Colorado. 

A much better way is to oppose these popular evils from love. Here in the South we 
fight and overcome the weeds in our cotton felde, not because we bitterly hate the weeds 
themselves, but because we tenderly love the young cotton plants which must have soil 
room and sunshine, if they ever develop and mature. If we ministers do not keep filled 
with love and tenderness toward God and humanity, by feeding on Christ our Paschal 
Lamb, we will be able to deal out'to our people nothing but bitter herbs. Such preaching 
will drive away our congregations and embitter our pilgrims. If on the other hand we 
ignore God’s appointed line of bitter herbs and attempt to feed them alone on Paschal 
Lamb, or the good things of the kingdom we will make a blunder but little less damaging 
to the cause of God. The food we deal out to nourish the minds and hearts of our people 
is the food upon which we ourselves subsist. 

Nutriment for our own minds and hearts is much of it obtained by reading. Then it, 
follows that what we read is of great importance. From presses that run day and night. 
our country is flooded with publications. The greater number of them, however, are un- 
wholesome and some of them poisonous to the saints of God. The publications we read. 
should contain the truths we hold and emphasize. These are the important truths that 
point out the old track from earth to heaven. Outside of our own there are many publica- 
tions that treat on moral and religious subjects. These periodicals generally contain only 
one class of truths, either the negative truths of reform, or the positive truths of Ohristian 
experience. Our own publications, the Free Methodist and KarnestChristian contain these 
truths in about the right proportions. All our people should read, digest and assimilate 
their wholesome contents. Wealso commend the books on sale at our publishing house. 
For bitter herbs on the rum traffic we commend the New Voice. For bitter herbs on secret. 
orders we would recommend the Christian Cynosure. The needful truths contained 
therein will do our people good while they go in for the depths of salvation and feed on 
Paschal Lamb. 


VI.—ON REFORMS. 


Our mission as a church is not primarily to be a reform organization; but our distinc- 
tive issue is holiness unto the Lord. And this issue comprehends every reform that faces. 
the church of Jesus Christ, whether it be religious, social or political. 

Political reformation is the great question of the day. Since we have a committee to 
take up this question we refrain from saying anything at this time. 

Tosacco.—We rejoice to know that from an early date after our origin in 1860, we have 
taken our stand squarely against tobacco, as being injurious to the human system, and @ 
feeder to the drink habit. Hence, we rejoice to find it a bar to membership to manufact- 
ure or use this filthy weed. 

Tur Liquor. Trarric.—Since the liquor business stands parallel with the tobacco: 
business, would it not be just as consistent for a Ohristian to grow tobacco as to stand with 
and vote for a party that stands by, upholds and protects the nianufacture and sale of intox- 
icating liquor? 

Sxcrrecy.—Secret societies are not in harmony with the scriptural standard of man’s 
attitude to his fellow men. They divide men into cliques, and men will stand by their own 
clique regardless of justice which is against the constitution of our fair land. 

We find that our towns are becoming more and more honey-combed with secret socie- 
ties, so much so that few men attend religious services. The genius of many secret socie- 
ties is a religious philosophy. For this reason a number of them worship in the name of 
their lodge, and some will not allow the name of Jesus in their ritual. In a great many 
places they are becoming very bold in disturbances of financial and industrial peace. We 
see this by the strikes, mobs, murders and slugging and the destruction of property in Ohi- 
cago and other manufacturing cities. 

Dress.—As to dress we believe our Discipline takes the right position on worldly con- 
formity and we purpose to maintain it. We are the plainest people on earth to-day, a 
believe it to be in perfect keeping with scriptural holiness. Peter says, ‘‘Whose adorning 
let it not be that outward adorning of plaiting the hair, and of wearing of gold or of pu 
ting on-of apparel. But let it be the hidden man of the heart, in that which is not corrupt-_ 
ible, even the ornament of a meek and quiet spirit, which is in the sight of God of. great 
price.”’ ‘ 
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VII.—ON SEORET SOCIETIES. 


i The moral issues for which we stand do not constitute our religion. Our religion con- 
sists, as Dr. Adam Olarke says, in having the life of God in the soul of man. These issues 
are only the outer posts or defenses of the central fortification where our life is hid with 
Christ in God. 

In capturing a church Satan always assaults and captures the outer defences first. Our 
outpost on secret orders is perhaps the most important of them all. Tousit is the meter 
hill. When it is lost all will soon be taken. Dangers threaten us at this point, but we must 
defend it at all hazards. ‘ 

First. Our young men in the ministry do not inform themselves as the older ones did 
by reading the expositions of these orders. Hence, the church is not informed because the 
ministry cannot speak of them intelligently. 3 

Second. It is not Masonry that we are so much endangered by, but the minor orders 
such as labor unions and farmers’ unions. 

While we are in sympathy with the laboring classes, yet we are not ready to join with 
them in their strikes, riots and selfishness, which we muat do if we join with them in church 
relations. Therefore, we recommend that our preachers read those books which are sold 
by our publishing house, that expose secret orders, and stand by the old landmarks which 
our fathers have set, 


VIII.—ON SABBATH-SCHOOLS. 


There is an adage that necessity is the mother of invention. So conditions produce 
certain results in the moral world through a merciful providence. 

Sin running without ‘‘brakes’’ reaches a point that demands effort or application, to 
thwart the natural outcome or the consequences will be terrible. ; 

God, in mercy, has always met these strained conditions with sufficient provision to 
make sin miscarry, and through these provisions bring about a better state of things, pro- 
vided he has co-operation, 

TInstanece—Christ came to the world during the very midnight hour of mora] darkness. 
Luther was raised up to proclaim salvation by faith, when men were striving to save them- 
selves by or through penance and torture. And later Methodism supplied the demand of 
a great spiritual need, and in its coming one of the greatest boons came to the church of 
Jesus Ohrist—the organization of the Sabbath-school. 

Its first organizers, Mr. Raikes and his lady friend, thought of nothing more than the 
present and surrounding needs of the children of their own town. But as has been already 
stated, certain moral conditions force in new provisions. 

The children in general were so much neglected that what was needed in this particu- 
lar city was the need of the entire country. Hence, the new departure was soon approved 
by others and the Sabbath-school work soon spread over England and Ireland, then leaped 
the great Atlantic and America caught the flame of enthusiasm for the instruction of the 

outh. 
of Evidently its design was and should be to fill the minds and impress the hearts of the 
young with the word of God, having as a final result their personal salvation. 

Do we take the interest that we should as Free Methodists, and do we expect as high 
results as we ought? : 

Do we see our scholars converted and brought into the church? 

Preachers and pilgrims, can we not unitedly improve in our methods and efforts to 
promote the Sunday-school cause? It is difficult for the ministry alone or the member- 
ship without the aid of the preachers to accomplish the work that is needed to be done, 
But by uniting our efforts we most surely can accomplish greater results, e 

One parent says, I am interested in the Sunday-school work. Very well, but what do 
you do? Do you attend as regularly as possible? Do you prepare the lesson properly? Do 
you assist the children of your home as you can, that they may be able to master the lesson 
each Sabbath? Do you invite and make welcome your neighbors and their children? Do 
you support the school by contributions sufficient to equip the school with all the helps 
that are needed to make it easy to get the lesson on the minds and hearts of the attendants? 

Again.—We believe the best thing to do is to supply the school with those officers and 

chers that are not only qualified mentally but who have the best moral influence upon 
minds of those who will be in touch with them. } ; 

Do we, as preachers do our duty as we should in the encouragement of the schools

REPORTS OF COMMITTEES 


I.—ON REFORMS. 


The Free Methodist church is a reform church. Reformation, however, is one of our 
incidental works. The great work to which God has called us is to ‘‘spread scriptural holi- 
ness over this land.’’ But in thus establishing holiness unto the Lord we necessarily have 
to combat every practise that is contrary to pure and undefiled religion. The work we 
seek to see done is one of transformation, whereby men are made new creatures in Christ, 
This necessarily involves a reformation. 

, We desire to plainly assert our opposition to the liquor traffic in all its forms, believing 
that prohibition is the only solution of this great problem. We pledge ourselves to sup- 
port no political party that favors the license system. 

We also consider the secret society system as one of the greatest forces that is arrayed 
against the spread of Christ’s kingdom among men. 

Tobacco holds its countless victims in a slavery that is worse than the poor African ever 
knew. 

The great tide of popular amusements is sweeping on its bosom the professed church 
of Christ out into lightness and carelessness and refined sins where communion with God 
is lost, the power of the Spirit’s presence gone and godly, holy seriousness ridiculed. Jok- 
ing, jesting and trifling conversation fill the air. Jesus declared, ‘‘Every idle word that 
men shall speak they shall give account thereof in the day of judgment. Our young peo- 
ple are especially to be cautioned against this sin. We are called ot God not to amuse but 
to save men. To this end we should show all that we are tremendously in earnest about 
things of eternal concern. 

Family government is at the basis of our social system. It pains us to see the woful 
lack of discipline in the homes of many. We believe that God has imposed on every par- 
ent the sacred duty to rule his own house well—to train them up in obedience to proper 
authority and to reverence sacred things. In many homes the parents obey the children 
instead of the children obeying the parents. It is not right for parents to attend the Sab- 
bath services and leave the children at home to amuse themselves. All the family should 
attend divine service whenever possible and parents should see to it that their children sit 
with them—not in the back seats with the wild, unruly element. If faithful to our trust 
along these and other lines we believe God will give us our children for himself and the 
church, for ‘‘the promise is unto us and our children.’’ Glory to God! 

In church matters the class-meetings need careful attention. We deplore the fact that 
this blessed means of grace has been neglected in some cases. In some societies the class- 
meeting as conducted by John Wesley and our fathers is almost unknown. A simple testi- 
mony meeting has taken its place. We believe that the maintenance of the regular old- 
fashioned class-meeting will be the means of uniting us in close fellowship with each other 
and will make us more successful in the great work of bringing salvation to those who 
desire to flee from the wrath to come. Nor must the other means of grace be neglected. 
We especially urge much secret prayer, fasting and self-denial and continual searching of 
the Scriptures, It is a sad fact that many professed Christians read the newspapers more 
than they de the word of God. The blessed Bible should fill both our hearts and minds. 

© As a church we should pay more attention to singing.. This important part of our 
work has been greatly neglected. The inspired Apostle Paul declared that he would sing 
with the Spirit and with the understanding also. We believe that a leader should be ap- 
pointed in every congregation whose duty it should be to teach the people to sing properly 
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—the different parts should all be sung. Special seasons should be deyoted to this im. 
portant work. We believe an improvement along this ling will result in an increased at- 
tendance at our religious services in general. 

We desire to caution our people also against the spirit of worldliness. In this western 
country there are so many opportunities for speculation and acquiring property rapidly 
that even saved people are apt to imbibe the worldly spirit that exists in financial circles. 
In order to retain our identity as a pure, holiness church we must insist that our people be 
entirely separate from this worldly spirit in all manner of conduct. In proportion as thie 
spirit comes in God’s Spirit goes out of the church. To bea real Free Methodist one must 
be filled with the Holy Ghost which will make us exceedingly unworldly even as the apos- 
tles and saints of old were. God grant that we may be. This will enable us alro to bea 
plain people. In this age of extreme vanity many yield to an alarming extent along the 
line of adornment both of their homes and their persons. The Lord has called us to com- 
bat this evil. We must be very guarded at this point. There is little difficulty in keeping 
useless ornaments off from those who are really saved and who keep blessed of God. To 
fully follow the Bible requirements to be adorned in modest appare! not with gold or pearls 
or costly array. in this age of show and gaudy display requires real integrity of character. 
We urge that the preachers insist that our people dress plainly as becometh those profess- 
ing godliness. 

Our Free Methodist people should also be careful to observe that part of the General 
Rules which says we should not go into debt without a probability of paying. To assume 
financial obligations to obtain a necessary article may be quite right, but to place ourselves 
under financial obligations without a fair probability of meeting them when due is simply 
commercial thievery which is very much out of place for anyone especially for one who 
belongs to a holiness church. Many people have lost their experience through financial 
embarrassments, while many more have injured their influence and the cause of God. - 

The desecration of the Sabbath is quite universal. The Sabbath day is used by the 
world as a great day for social visiting and pleasure. We protest against this evil. God 
has said, ‘‘Remember the Sabbath day to keep it holy.’? Secular conversation occupies 
much of the time of these social visits and grieves the Holy Spirit. Let all our people ab- 
stain from all appearance of evil along this line and only do such Sabbath visiting as has 
for its object the saving of souls. 

Some of our laymen think that our ministers should reform along the line of preaching 
long,dry sermons. They want the sermons to end before the interest flags. We ask you to 
earnestly pray for our preachers that whether their sermons are long or short they may be 
packed full of soul food and delivered under the unction of the Holy Ghost.

II.—ON EDUCATION. 


Primarily, ‘‘Education takes in at one sweep nearly everything that we see, or feel, or 
know, suffer or enjoy.’’ ‘*What hast thou that thou hast not received??? Through natural 
instinct the young toad skiifully catches mosquitoes for his breakfast, and the newly 
hatched partridge with a piece of shell on his back leaves his nest and hunts his living. 
But we begin existence devoid of everything but life. It is a bright child who at three 
months knows its mother, an extra smart boy that at a year old can run, and a child that at 
two years old knows its alphabet isa wonder. Ittakes us one half of an average life to learn 
how to makea living. We begin life as paupersand end itas bankrupts. But though the crea- 
tures of instinct lead us at the start, we soon leave them behind for, having no means to edu- 
cate their species, they travel the same paths which their progenitors did when Noah turned 
them out of the ark; while we, blessed of God with minds possessed of wondrous receiving 
and transmitting power, are ever advancing, until the student of twenty years old has a 
grasp on his environment that Methusaleh did not possess when nearly 1000 years old, and 
the experience of one hundred generations, through 6000 years is ours to profit by. That 
helpless child stands able to dissect a sunbeam, measure the energy of a cyclone, weigh a 
planet a hundred million miles away or map out with exactness the track of sun and com- 
ets to travel a score of years hence. 

These are days of wonderful advantage along educational lines. Schools are springing 
up everywhere, but many of them appeal only to the physical and intellectual, while the 
spiritual nature is fearfully neglected. Weasa people feel the need of Ohristian educa- ' 
tion. A cultured mind must vastly increase the usefulness of a purified heart in either the 
ministry or laity. Forty-one years ago last June the writer saw a medium-sized boy in an 
undersized suit of clothes step up to Father Roberts on the St. Oharles camp-ground and 
hand him ten cents toward starting Chili Seminary. That ten cents has now grown to one 
fourth of a million dollars, and Chili, Spring Arbor, Evansvilie, Wessington Springs. Or- 
leans, Seattle and Los Angeles Seminaries are to day blessing the church and the world by 
turning out a large number of noble young men and women developed under Christian 
education, But heaven has seemed to bless the Central Illinois conference with a Benja. 
min’s mess of Ohristian education in giving us Greenville College—one of the youngest of 
our schools, but so centrally located to the whole country that it has drawn church-wide 
attention from the first, and at a bound has leaped to the very front. Already its students 
are teaching in all but one of our seminaries and in many other schools and colleges. 
Others are preachers in several conferences, missionaries in Japan, Ohina and Africa, and 
in government employ in the Philippines. It is gathering around it a large body of repre- 
sentative Free Methodists. Five of its faculty answer roll call in our conference; the most, 
of its teachers profess holiness; of its nearly three hundred students, many are preparing 
to be missionaries or ministers, while a large class of Bible students are studying the word 
of God as a preparation for their life work. Greenville Oollege deserves and needs our 
very best moral and financial support; therefore, we believe it to be the positive duty of 
every preacher in this conference to heartily present the interests of Greenville College to 
all the people they can reach. 

And, further, as the aggregate of all of our conference collections the coming year will 
probably be less than one dollar per member; therefore, 

Resolved, That we instruct each pastor to collect a sum equal to one dollar per mem- 
ber, and having paid the conference claims therefrom, to turn the balance into the treasury 
of Greenyille College, as a slight expression of our interest therein. ’ 


II1I.—_ON PUBLIOATIONS. 


Pure literature is essential to pure character. That which we read has much to do with 
what we are. We believe the literature found in our homes and Sabbath-schools should be 
in keeping with the principles we advocate. The amount of spurious and poisonous read- 
ing matter flooding our land is appalling. There is not only need of heeding the divine 
injunction to ‘‘give attention to reading,’’ but likewise to give attention to what we read, 
and also to what those intrusted to our care are reading. j 

We are pleased, however, amid the flood of unwholesome literature that abounds on 
every hand to be able to present to the people such clean publications as the Free Method- 
ist, Earnest Christian, Missionary Tidings. Lighthouse Messenger and Vista, also our Sab- 
bath-school papers and many wholesome books published and handled by our publishing 


house, 
We do not consider it a possibility to be true to the convictions which constitute us as 
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Free Methodists and at the same time ignore the interest of our publishing house. We 
believe it to be vastly important that our people be posted in regard to the affairs of our 
church, and while they may be intelligent otherwise, they cannot be intelligent as Free 
Methodists and not take the Free Methodist. We regret that while many of our people 
claim they cannot afford to take the Pree Methodist at the same time they can afford to take 
a leading political or county paper and often an agricultural paper. It is hard for such to 
escape the suspicions that they have but little relish for good, strong spiritual food. 

And yet we are not so sure but that some of our preachers may be more or less to 
blame for the absence of our publications in many of our homes, in that they do not set 
the example by patronizing our publishing house themselves, or that they do not publicly 
and privately insist upon our people taking the Free Methodist, and our Sabbath-schools 
taking our Sabbath-school papers. The publishing house is curs and we should seek its 


interest as we would that of our own. ts 


IV.—ON REFORMS. 


While we recognize and freely declare, that interest in reforms is not proof of individ- 
ual salvation, yet we are fully persuaded that where vital piety exists there will be active 
interest manifest in all moral reform movements. Weare glad to note that our denomi- 
nation has always taken front rank on questions of reform, involving principles of right- 
eousness. This is as it should be. 5 

The condition in the realm of moral, civic and national life demands increased vigi- 
lance and activity, if commendable and permanent progress is to be made along these 
lines. The impress of consecrated Christian manhood and womanhood must be given to 
our social, civic and political life if it is to be lifted to the plane where God is to be hon- 
ored and humanity blessed. 


Tue Liquor Trarrio.—Prominent among the reform movements that are pressing to 
the front for solution is the liquor traffic, that hideous and hateful monstrosity that like a 
frightful vampire has fastened itself upon the body politic as well as intrenched itself in 
the social and commercial life, of the nation. While the traffic has been bold and defiant 
in its deadly work, there are hopeful signs of a general uprising; for the aggressive oppo- 
sition of the forces of righteousness against this monstrous iniquity has made more visible 
and marked impression in recent years than for two decades. The vile system of legalized 
iniquity is writhing under the steady thrusts of enlightened public sentiment and Ohristian 
conscientiousness. We believe the liquor traffic is doomed; but much is yet to be done 
before the full realization of that glad day when our fair land will be free from the insolent 
domination of rum. Until that day dawns let us keep steadily at our task, refusing to 
make any compromise with the common enemy of God and humanity. Let us serve notice 
on all politicians and political parties that unless they declare their opposition to this ‘‘sum 
of all villainies,’’ the liquor traffic, they are not good enough to receive our votes. 


SrorEecy.—We believe that secrecy has its foundation in human selfishness. We regard 
oath-bound secrecy to be inimical to spiritual religion and contrary to the genius of free 
popular government. Our position as a church on this question is well taken and should 
be steadily maintained. 


SABBATH OBSERVANCE.—The sacredness of the Sabbath as an institution ordained of 
God for the moral, spiritual and physical well being of mankind, is closely associated with 
the perpetuity of Christian civilization. We therefore, deeply deplore the spirit of the age 
that seems to demand the secularization of the holy Sabbath. The running of railway 
trains, the Sunday baseball and other forms of Sabbath desecration demand the rebuke of 
the church of God throughout the land. Christians of every name should bear their testi- 
mony against Sabbath desecration by avoiding those milder forms of it, such as, visiting 
the post-office, reading or writing business letters, going to the meat or milk markets on 
that day. This will be a powerful factor in inspiring a proper respect for the day. All our 
preachers should preach on the subject of Sabbath observance and thus help to establish a 
proper regard for the sanctity of God’s holy day in the minds of the people. 


-V.—ON STATE OF THE WORK. 


Through the mercies of God, the giver of every good and perfect gift, we have come 
through another conference year. As we review our work we find cause for both gratitude 
and humiliation. We are grateful for the degree of success the Lord has been pleased to, 
give us. A spirit of aggressiveness has prevailed throughout our conference; there have 
been five camp-meetings held; three new churches have been built or purchased and two 
are now in building. 

We rejoice to note the number of devoted workers we find, both among the ministry 
and the laity. Wehave also a corps of earnest and successful evangelists in the field. 
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Our finances have been liberal and indications are, in some parts at least, that our peo- 
ple are improving on these lines. 

On the other hand, it is a source of humiliation that there are no more saved, that not 
a@ greater number of the converts persevere, so small a percentage become efficient mem- 
bers of the church. 

The shadows of death have been thrown across our threshold this year, Sister Emma 
Ahlemeyer, wife and co-laborer of one of our members, after long and intense suffering, 
throughout which the grace of God was ever triumphant, was taken to her reward. Sister 
Jeanetta Hood, mother of G. W. Hood, and Brother J. H. Moss, who were identified with 
our work from the beginning, and strong pillars in the church, were also called to glory. 
May God grant that their mantles may fall upon others, to take up the work these faithful 
ones Jaid down. 


VI.—ON SABBATH-SCHOOLS. 


This subject is freighted with importance. The present and future success of the 
church, especially the future, depends almost entirely upon the foundation work performed 
relative to the Sabbath-school. There should not be a disregard for any plan, method er 
system that will lead to a thorough search of the holy Scriptures. Some have objected to 
such because they were common school methods, while many others have done so because 
of a lack of knowledge or a surplus of ignorance. Others, no doubt, have opposed for the 
ee of opposition, as they could not assign any logical reason for standing on such a plat- 

orm. 

There must be righteous incentives instilled by the teacher and inculcated by the pupil. 
Best results are obtained under conditions when there exists pupils in the full sense of the 
term, associated with a good teacher. 

A careful instructor. especially a godly one, will bring to the front a genuine learner. 
The Bible contains the historical, the mathematical, the physical and the political. These 
should all have due consideration at the hands of a teacher. Then may we look for and ex- 
pect the real development of the intellectual, the mental, the moral and the spiritual, 

We would not dare to presume to say that the proper results can be obtained concern- 
ing the rising generation without the practical application of truth. The theoretical and 
the practical are inseparably connected as pertains to a grand consummation. God-given 
wisdom must be coupled with saving grace. The golden mean in human activities is a 
priceless jewel. 

Wisdom should be ever present with the officers of the Sabbath-school. A light attend- 
ance is no excuse for a wholesale dumping into one class. A class will lose its identity and 
the school soon be ready for the cemetery. Under such condition it would be better to 
forget than toembalm. The isolated plan and isolated idea is a murderer. As has been 
stated in previous articles-on this subject the walls of the room should be adorned with 
charts and maps which should be used constantly and intelligently. The Sabbath-school is 
a place where Biblical truth will be perpetuated or relegated to the rear. God forbid that 
- it should ever be the latter. 

Oo-operation in all the branches of the Sabbath-school is here urgently recommended, 
in al] the workings of the church from the general superintendents down along the line, 
terminating in the same in this branch of the work. : 

Lastly, we would call attention to assignment and requirements of those having the 
oversight of the school and classes. The teacher should assign a lesson and will if a true 
one, That teacher should upon a careful examination draw from the pupil the knowledge 
obtained. The pupil must have something todo. It is possible for a Sabbath-school to be 
successful in the accomplishment of its exalted’ purposes—the salvation of the rising gener- 
ation. All connected with the work should be themseives thoroughly saved.

IIl.—ON MEMOIRS. 


Isaac D, PemeietTon was born December 19, 1833, and was the third of eleven chil- 
dren, of whom four brothers and four sisters are still living. On the twenty-sixth of March, 
1857. he was united in marriage to Miss Julia Ann Frantz, who passed away a few weeks 
after his decease. He leaves a son, William E., and daughter, Mrs. John Thomas, of 
Wilkes-Barre, Pennsylvania, and other relations to mourn his loss. He was converted at 
the age of fourteen. Some thirty years since, under the labors of Rev, T.S. LaDue, he was 
led into the experience of entire sanctification. He had been in the work of the ministry 
about twenty-five years. 

The records of the West Kansas conference show that at its first session held at Logan, 
Kansas, in August, 1883, he was appointed to Alexander and Ness county as a supply, and 
that at its next session he was admitted on trial, ordained deacon. and stationed at Stafford. 
In 1885 he was sent to the Osborne and Glen Elder circuit, where he remained two years. 
In 1886 he was received into full connection. In 1887 he was sent to Schoharie; 1888, to 
Macksville; 1889, he was ordained elder, and sent to Cuba and Elk Creek circuit, In 1890, 
he was received by transfer from the West Kansas conference into the Kansas conference, 
and sent to Topeku. In 1891, he was elected traveling chairman of the Lawrence and Fort 
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Scott districts. The next year he was re-elected chairman, with a view of being s 
Oklahoma, His wife’s health was such he considered it inexpedient to take her qian re 
he resigned and was sent to Clay Oenter circuit. In 1893, he was stationed at Prairie Cen- 
ter, Harmony and Old Union circuit; 1894, Meriden and Valley Falls; 1895, Alma and 
Pavilion. In 1896, he was elected district elder of the Fort Scott and Arkansas City dis- 
tricts, which he served until March, 1899, when he was sent to Altamont and Montana eir- 
cuit. In October of 1899, conference stationed him at Arkansas City; in 1900, he was sent 
to Marion, Olark and Williams circuit. In 1901, he was returned to the same circuit. In 
1902, he was sent to Winfield, In 1903, he was appointed to Columbus, but on account of 
his wife’s failing health resigned and went to Wilkes-Barre, Pennsylvania, in that same fall. 
Rev. J. T. Logan having resigned as pastor of the Wilkes-Barre and Dorranceton circuit, to 
accept the position of office editor of the Free Methodist, Brother Pembleton served as sup- 
ply till the ensuing conference. He was then transferred to the New York conference and 
appointed to the same charge. On the division of the circuit, at our last conference, in 
September, 1905, he was appointed to Dorranceton and Trucksville. He manifested pro- 
found interest inthe maintenance and progress of the work at these points. 

As he usually did, he walked to Dorranceton on Sunday, January 7, and home again 
after meeting, a distance of three miles each way, because he would not use the electric 
ears. He said he had an unusually good time in preaching from the words, ‘‘The harvest 
truly is great,’’ and felt encouraged by the number in attendance. He anticipated the great 
privilege of preaching the first sermon in the new church, which was being built at Dor- 
ranceton, and of holding revival meetings in it when it was finished. On Monday he 
seemed to be unusually well, being cheerful and in a reminiscent mood. He talked of his 
past experiences, of his friends and of his work. He ate a hearty supper, visited till after 
ten o’clock, retired and slept soundly until 6: 50a. m., Tuesday. When he awoke he’ sat 
on the side of the bed and told Sister Pembleton that he had a great pain in his heart. 
They phoned at once for a doctor, but before he could do anything for him, his spirit had 
taken its flight, inside an hour after he was taken sick. 

In doctrine, as far as we ever heard him speak, he was scriptural, evangelical and 
Methodistic. He was very highly esteemed by our people at Dorranceton and Trucksville, 
and the general testimony was that he was a good man. Brother Pembleton was a Meth- 
odist of the old type and did his utmost to spread scriptural holiness, and defend, uphold, 
and disseminate the principles of true Ohristianity whereverhe went. There was no waver, - 
no compromise, no yielding to anything he believed to be wrong; but he stood unflinch- 
ingly for the right with a determination and persistence only made possible by the experi- 
ence of perfect love. He truly fought a good fight, he kept the faith, he finished his course 
with joy, This faithful soldier has received his honorable discharge, and has entered upon 
his eternal reward. 


Rev. W. R. TamsBuyy, the eldest son of Rev. J. W. Tamblyn, departed this life March 
31, 1906, at the home of his father-in-law, Mr. Robert Stuart, Allentown, Pennsylvania. He 
was born March 4, 1874, and was converted at the age of ten years in the home of his par- 
ents at Beech Lake.

II.—ON MEMOIRS. 


Anna Maria Whitcomb was born near Quebec, Canada, September 28, 1853, and de- 
parted this life, June 24, 1906, at Pleasantville. Pennsylvania, where her home had been for 
the past five years of her life. 

Sister Whitcomb had a most remarkable conversion. She was reared a Roman Oath- 
olic, but finding nothing in her religion to satisfy her soul, she began earnestly to pray to 
God for light and help. While very ill at one time God géve her a vision in which she saw 
a tall man with a white robe in his hands, apparently for her. Some three years after this 
she was led toattend a Free Methodist meeting held at East Hickory, Pennsylvania, Rev.S. 
Sager was in charge and as soon as she saw him she recognized in him the person she saw 
in the vision. This opened her heart to receive the truth, and she soon was gloriously con- 
yerted, Some two years later she was led into the rich experience of heart purity, in which 
experience she continually lived until her death. 

Soon after her conversion Sister Whitcomb united with the Free Methodist church, the 
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church of her choice, in which she remained a* faithful member until her spirit took its 
eternal flight. : 

Always in attendance at church when her health would permit, her prayers, testimonies 
and exhortations were an inspiration to the meeting. She lived in the Spirit, walked in the 
Spirit, and dieda triumphant death. Those who live well die well. 

Those who were permitted to see her during her Jast sickness were convinced more and 
more that our God is true to himself, in saying, ‘‘I will never leave thee nor forsake thee,’* 
‘For which cause we faint not. but though the outward man perish, yet the inward man is 
renewed day by day.”’ 

She leaves a husband. Rev. R. M. Whitcomb, a member of this conference, with whom 
she traveled in the itineracy for several years, and three children to mourn her loss. 

We believe that the influence of her godly life will be instrumental in drawing many to 
the ‘‘Lamb of God that taketh away the sin of the world,’’ In the words of one of old: *‘I 
shall go to him; but he shall not return to me.”’ 


III.—ON PUBLICATIONS. 


The literature that one reads will exert a great and lasting influence in the moulding of 
his life and character and in the shaping of his destiny. Frequently the reading of a tract 
has resulted in the conversion of a sinner, and the reading of a good book has often resulted 
in giving shape and character to the entire life of an individual while the reading of a bad 
book has many times resulted in the wrecking of character for time and for eternity. It 
thus appears that no more potent agency for good or evil exists than the publications which 
issue from the press. The ‘‘god of this world’’ is awake to this fact and inspires those who 
do his service to flood the land with cheap publications, the majority of which are trashy 
and injurious to the mind, while a very large proportion of them are pernicious and vicious 
in their effect upon the character of those who read them. 

The secular press is constantly spreading before the public the most sensational mat- 
ters that cdn be gathered from the range of current events and, in the Sunday newspaper 
especially, from the field of ‘‘yellow literature.’’ In the special field of religious literature 
there is much published in this day that is unsound doctrinally and much that presents. 
false standards of Ohristian life and character to the world. The theories and speculations 
of men are taught for doctrines rather than the plain teachings of the word of God; a soft, 
sickly, human sentimentalism is substituted for deep, personal experience in the things of 
God; much of the Sabbath-school literature, and literature published especially for the 
young, is but a mild form of sentimental novel with a little diluted religious and moral 
instruction sprinkled at intervals to give it a ‘‘religious aspect.’’ These publications are 
cheap and their cheapness (which by the way is frequently their chief recommendation). 
causes them to find their way into homes and Sabbath-schools and Sabbath-school libraries. 
everywhere. 

It is no small or unimportant part of the work of the church of Ohrist in this age of 
multiplied publications to furnish a type of literature which shall in some measure at least 
counteract the influence of that which is pernicious, and exert a wholesome influence upon 
men intellectually and morally. Itis our conviction that we as a church have a mission to. 
accomplish in this field of religious work and we express the hope that we may be “‘stirred 
up”’ throughout our borders to greater activity in this department of the Master’s work. 

We rejoice in the continued prosperity of our publishing interests under the able and 
judicious management of our venerable and venerated publishing agent, Rev. S. K. J. 
Ohesbro. We believe that the Free Methodist ought to be in every Free Methodist home. 
We do not see how we can otherwise be intelligent Free Methodists. We commend all our 
publications to our people and trust that they may all be so conducted and ably edited 
that we may commend them to our own people and others, not simply because they repre- 
sent Free Methodism but because they ably, fearlessly and clearly stand for truth and 
righteousness. 


IV.—ON REFORMS. 
We are still on the ‘‘firing line’ in reform movements, 


SappatnH Drsrcration.—We deplore the increasing violation of the command to Re- 
member the Sabbath day to keep it holy.’’ We are opposed to its desecration by railroad, 
steamboat, and street car excursions and picnics, by base ball games and by doing ordi- 
nary work, or conversing on worldly subjects. We are pleased to know that the Oanadian 
Parliament has already taken an advanced step toward making it unlawful to do ordinary 
business, run excursions, shoot at targets, etc., on the Sabbath. We hope our own govern- 
ment will give us some wholesome laws, that will insure us the sanctity of the Sabbath. 


RomanismM.—We are still opposed to the doctrines and practises of the Roman Catholia 
urch. We regard her as the enemy of religious liberty and civil government. Her efforta 
to abolish the Bible from our public schools, and gain control of this government, should 
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be strongly opposed by all patriotic citizens. We are opposed to any man holding govern- 
mental position who holds his supreme allegiance to the pope, instead of this government. 


Trusts.—We deplore the spirit of concentrated covetousness, that usually controls the 
“trusts.”? They seem to be conscienceless in their consideration of the public and private 
rights of the people, not even regarding the health of the public, so that they may make 
their menos We commend our president for the firm stand he has taken against trusts 
in general. 


Srcrer Socretizs.—We maintain our position in opposition to secret societies. They 
are a manifestation of consolidated selfishness. The favorism shown to men belonging to 
secret societies in helping each other to get good positions in business. church and state, is 
one of the curses of the country. And when secret societies dictate (as labor unions often 
do) as to when, where and for what wages any one shall work, they are usurping authority 
and making themselves repugnant to all people who havecommonsense. And their ‘‘walk- 
ing delegate’’ should be restrained by law, as an infringer of individual rights, and a men- 
ace to the commerce of society. 


Tue Liquor Trarric.—We believe this to be one of the most degrading and damnable 
traffics in existence. The $1,227,000.000 spent annually is only a small part of the havoc 
wrought by this monster drink traffic, The 100,000 who are dragged to drunkards’ graves 
and a drunkard’s hell every year, with the sighs, groans, tears and anguish of heart, felt by 
those whose hopes have been blighted, whose homes have been debauched, wrecked and 
desolated, and whose hearts have been broken by this unnamable, debauching, murderous, 
monster, drink, should arouse us to banish it from our midst. 

We believe our government should dissolve partnership with this iniquitous liquor 
traffic. Weare sorry that our president passes this subject in silence, and seems to lack 
courage to strike this monster a blow. 

We believe it wrong to give our vote or moral support to any political party not com- 
mited for the overthrow of the liquor traffic. We are pleased that a political party has 
been organized for the overthrow of the liquor traffic and believe we should vote with the 
Prohibition party until we get a better. We would be pleased if the Prohibition party 
would acknowledge Jesus, in their platform, as the rightful ruler of all the nations on 
earth. He will have to be acknowledged as such before the saloon goes (Col. 8:17). To 
try and overthrow the liquor traffic without him is vain (John 15: 5). 


Socran Evin.—We notice, with sorrow, the looseness in morals everywhere. The mar- 
riage vow is treated far too lightly by many. The numerous divorces (one to every nine 
marriages in one state) should be enough to sound the alarm of warning, and set us on our 
guard to observe our Discipline, ‘[ 104, to ‘‘converse sparingly and conduct ourselves pru- 
dently with women”’ (1 Tim. 5:2). Free Loveism, with its subtle ways of ‘‘Judas kisses,’’ 
and laughing hyena methods, is striking its ferocious claws into the very heart of the home 
life. It would tear to shreds the sanctity of the marriage relation, which wasinstituted and 
ordained of God to be the holy nursing place of the family, the safeguard of society and 
the bulwark of civil government. We hail with joy the White Ribbon movement and hope 
to see public conscience educated to demand purity in both sexes alike. 


Our conference voted to reeommend the following petition: 

“To the Senate and House of Representatives of the United Statee in Congress assem- 
bled: We, citizens of the United States, respectfully pray you to submit to the people of 
the United States, through the legislatures of the several states, a constitutional amend- 
ment for the prohibitioa and suppression of polygamy, and that such amendment may 
contain an explicit acknowledgment of the moral laws of Jesus Christ as the basis and the 
standard of our legislation relating to the family.” 


V.—ON SABBATH-SCHOOLS. 


We recognize that in the Sabbath-school we have an important factor for the education 
and salvation of our children; and parents especially ought to feel their responsibility for 
the success of this part of God’s work, insomuch that they would not only pray for its suc- 
cess, and send their children occasionally, but be sufficiently interested to go and take 
them every Sunday if possible, and be willing to do whatever they could while there to help 
on the work. 

Too much stress cannot be placed on the importance of every member of the church 
being present at the Sabbath-school. In some places we not only have no Bible class, but 
not enough Ohristians attend to teach the classes; and in our judgment none but Christians 
ame be employed as teachers in our Sabbath-schools even though large classes are the 
result. 

Some one has said that ‘‘ninety per cent. of those converted in our church, come from 
the ranks of the Sunday-school.”’ If this be true it seems to us that we as pastors are giv- 
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ing too little attention to this part of the work. Our publishing house has made ample 
provision for the work, in giving us plenty of good literature, which in our estimation is 
unequaled by any published. Also by providing for a home department, by which the 
influence of the Sunday-school is greatly extended, which department we would recom- 
mend to every school as a means of carrying the gospel into neglected homes. 

Our general conference also recognizes the importance of this part of the work, and 
has given us special instructions concerning the same, which are found in our book of Dis- 
cipline, page 82, §/ 140, 141, and requires that every circuit preacher organize Sunday- 
schools where ten or more children can be got together; preach on the subject of Sunday- 
schools and religious instruction; form Bible classes, preach to and catechise the children, 
ete., which, if faithfully adhered to by every pastor, would no doubt add much to the suc- 
cess of this great work. The results of the pastor’s most faithful efforts might be supple- 
mented by that of the district elder if he would hold a meeting in the interest of the Sun- 
day-school at the time of his quarterly visit to the different circuits, and so arrange the 
love feast that it will not interfere with the Sunday-school. 

And it seems to us that a conference Sunday-school secretary of the right kind, could 
find a large and useful field of operation in the bounds of the conference. We think also 
that an annual Sunday-school convention on each district would serve to increase the inter- 
est in the Sunday-school work. We would recommend that every Sunday-school hold a 
weekly teachers’ meeting. 

We are pleased to note the fact that children’s meetings are made a prominent feature 
of our camp-meetings, and have been fruitful in the salvation of some ot the children for 
which we thank God. 

Oertainly we have need of improving every opportunity of instructing the children of 
our church, and reaching the thousands that are not found in the Sunday-school. It has 
been said that the ‘‘seed sown in childhood falls into deepest furrows, and may not come 
up immediately, but will be deep rooted, and likely to produce a good harvest.’’ So then 
let us be diligent in sowing the seed. 


And when the harvest time is fully come, 

And the sheaves are gathered to the heavenly home; 
The fruit of the seed which we have sown, 

Will then be jewels to bedeck our crown.

II.—ON PUBLIOATIONS. 


The desire for reading, which characterizes the present age, is a hopeful sign, Men 
are not satisfied to take a statement as the truth unless it can be substantiated by facts. 
There probably never was a time in the history of the world, when there was such a thirst 
for reading as at the present. It is nothing uncommon to see men, women and children 
crowding the libraries to secure reading matter. Literature is but the natural result of the 
power of speech; one of the most mighty forces in the world for good if directed in the 
channels of righteousness; or, if turned into the channels of evil, it may, and often does 
become a most prolific source of evil, - Sas] 

How much good the distribution of wholesome literature may accomplish can never be 
Eper a. It works reformations by creating new thoughts and sentiments in those who 
read it. 

But on the other hand how much good may be destroyed by one sinner. A thought 
spoken may fall to the ground, not having found a congenial soil in which to grow; but 
when that thought is put into literature it is ever seeking a lodging place in the minds of 
others, where it may sprout and bring forth a harvest. Notwithstanding the hopeful signs 
of the present, there are difficulties along the way which we must avoid,'or we shall sutier 
irreparable loss. Lee tarry, 

There is no question but the reading public has already entered upon dangerous 
grounds, and we should be careful that we are not drawn into the same net. The present 
age is one of pleasure seeking. There is a perfect craze for the delights of social enjoy- 
ment, not only in the physical world but in the world of thought as well. Light and trashy 
literature is preferred to the solid and wholesome. The pleasures of the imagination are 
sought in the novels, and fictitious pub:ications, which characterize a very large per cent, 
of the reading of the times. (craant 

Is it not high time that the religious world sound the alarm and call back such demor-- 
alizing thoughts to the path of truth and safety? The literature of a denomination is a 
great factor in the building of its character. It is but the budding and blossoming of the 
thoughts, which fill the mind, and ‘As a man thinketh so he is.’”?’ How important then that 
the publications of any church be edited by men able to put into them the noblest and high- 
est thoughts of the church. 

While the publishing interests of our church are not as extended as some, and not as 
much s0 as we would desire, yet we are very much pleased with the character of our publi- 
cations. 

Let us call attention to some of our publications: 

The one which should, and does stand in the forefront of every church, is its church 
organ, It should set forth the principles and doctrines of the church, and give no uncertain 
sound. It should possess a high moral, as well as literary tone. If ‘either must be sacri- 
ficed let us hold to the moral or spiritual. 

The Free Methodist stands first in the publications of the church, We are glad for the 
degree of success it is having, but it is not even yet what it might be, if all of our people 
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would take the interest in it they should, It should be in every Free Methodist home, and 
as we think the truths therein stated are what the world is in need of, we should make a 
greater effort to put it into the homes of others. Every member of the Free Methodist 
church should use his influence to increase the circulation of the paper. And every 
preacher especially, should feel under obligation to enlarge its circulation by being active 
in securing new subscribers. 

We are pleased with the temporal prosperity enjoyed by the paper since it was put on 
a cash basis. 

The Missionary Tidings is a welcome visitor in the homes of many of our people, but 
it should have a much larger circulation, as it occupies an important place in the advanc- 
ing movement in missionary effort. 

Then our Sabbath school literature has a very important place in our publications. 
The reading matter for the children and youth has largely to do with their future life. It 
goes a great way in forming the character of after years. We believe the papers published 
by our denomination are second to none. They are clean.,wholesome and instructive. We 
bespeak for them a much wider circulation. 

We are not ashamed of the books put out by our publishing house. Such books as the 
‘Life of Redfield,’’ the ‘‘Life of T. S. LaDue, the ‘‘Life of G. Harry Agnew, ”’ ‘‘Hymns 
that Are Immortal,” and others, reflect credit upon their authors. 

We are sorry to know that there is a seeming tendency in places among us, to supplant 
the use of the ‘‘Metrical Hymn Book,’’ with other books. Let us hold to the use of our 
hymn book in the regular public services. 

We are glad the church has published a song book for use in the Sabbath-schools, and 
social meetings; and we would urge upon our pastors and people in general the use of the 
‘Light and Life Songs.” 

We would commend the action of the publishing house in securing the plates for such 
books as ‘‘Wood’s Perfect Love’”’ and similar works out of print, and would suggest that 
the distribution of such publications would be a means of great good. 

We are anxiously looking for the coming of a history of our own church, and would be 
delighted if some of our mighty men of God would publish a few volumes, at least, of their 
sermons that we who have not the privilege of listening to them regularly could enjoy and 
prefit by them. 

We are glad to note that the church has published a ‘‘Church Record”? and we would 
advise every pastor to use his influence to place it in every society. 


III.—ON EDUCATION. 


Herbert Spencer says that, ‘‘To prepare for complete living is the purpose of all true 
education.’’ Complete living contemplates both means and measure. It must include all 
the agencies and embrace all the possibilities of life, and combine them into the most per- 
fect and symmetrical mode of existence which the capacity and environment of the indi- 
vidual makes possible. 

In a report on education adopted by this conference in the year 1871, appears the fol- 
lowing statement. ‘‘Full and complete education is the harmonious development and cul- 
tivation of the whole being for the glory of God.’’ To the same end is St. Paul’s expressed 
Christian ideal, ‘‘perfect man ;’’ which he declares is the purpose of all gospel provisions, 
agencies and orders of ministry. 

Christianity and culture then are in perfect accord, and rightly understood supplement 
each other, each attaining its best by means of the originally designed union. Oulture un- 
regulated by the principles of reverence and righteousness fundamental to the gospel, must 
be radically defective, in that it fails to provide for the best part of the individual, or to 
afford the essential basis for the direction of conduct. On the other hand ignorant Ohris- 
tianity must also be defective, since it must fail to afford the full measure of personal en- 
richment which is designed, or the knowledge requisite for its most complete and consist- 
ent expression for the good of others. 

The demand for what may distinctively be called Christian education increases rather 
than lessens. Morally infected atmospheres pervade nearly if not quite all the higher 
institutions which the country affords, and subtle elements of skepticism are insidiously 
interwoven with much of the instruction there imparted; and which becomes all the more 
dangerous by means of the elevated and esthetic surroundings, as well as the beanty of 
diction with which the doubt is suggested rather than stated, and the distant but distinct 
arguments which the student mind finds it difficult to banish, and bewildering to meet. 

Increasingly apparent becomes the almost imperative necessity of diligently sustaining 
our denominational institutions of learning by providing students, especially our own chil- 
dren and young people, and of providing as far and fast as possible the best facilities for 
the accomplishment of their work. The statement made recently by one who, reared a 
Free Methodist and educated mainly in our own schools, but who completed his studies in 
an institution of another denomination, is worthy of serious consideration. He said, ‘If 
the Free Methodist church wishes to hold her young people to her communion, she should 
educate them in her own schools.’’ These schools should combine up to date methods 
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and means of instruction, and the fullest and strongest influences which make for the en- 
forcement of the principles we advocate, and the supremacy of those principles in the lives 
of the students. If the latter is wanting, the institution is a failure so far as strengthening 
the work of the church is concerned, and the more emphatically so from the fact that with 
existing limitations the outfitting in other directions cannot compete with older and richer 
institutions. 

Vigilance is constantly needed to preserve the spiritual efficiency of these schools while 
advancing that of their educational departments, and winning outside recognition. We 
meed to guard against customs popular but perilous, which seem to be inwrought with the 
very life of such institutions in our day, and which many of the best educators are deplor- 
ing, but seem thus far powerless to prevent. 

We cannot but regard with great apprehension the introduction of a spirit of athletic 
tivalry with kindred institutions, and the engaging of students in public contests of such 
character. Many things which innocent and even helpful when merely individual] or local, 
may become fraught with immeasurable peril when assuming a character of publicity. 

Athletic clubs, and base and football teams may have a useful place in the parapher- 
alia of a school or seminary, and may be innocent and even helpful when confined to 
‘individual institutions and used as a means of physical development, health and recreation; 
but we regard the engaging of such teams in public contests with those of other institutions 
a8 necessarily embracing associations and influences which cannot be otherwise than dan- 
-gerous, and tending unavoidably to foster a spirit adverse to the best piety and intellectual 
strength. We regret that such contests have taken place under such conditions, and must 
Tegister our earnest protest against such practises in institutions connected with the Free 
Methodist church, and which appeal to said church for support in students or funds. 

We recognize the excellence of the work done by our schools generally along both edu- 
cational and spiritual lines, and in this find occasion for encouragement and congratula- 
tion. The diligent, self-denying efforts of the instructors in the same deserve our most sin- 
ere appreciation and respect.

IlJ1.—ON SUNDAY-SOHOOLS. 


Your committee on Sunday-schools submit the following report for your kindly con- 
sideration, and hope that in it we may all find something that will nerve us to greater dili- 
gence, and a more earnest desire to see the Sunday-school built up and its borders enlarged 
so as to embrace not only the members of our own families, but all the families of those 
that do not attend the Sabbath-school. We believe the Sabbath-school to be indispensable 
to a well organized church. 

1. Because in the word of God we read that we are to “‘train up a child in the way it 
should go, and when he is old he will not depart from it.”” You might ask, ‘‘From what?’’ 
We answer, from the way of truth and righteousness. In other words, God commanded 
Israel in regard to the instruction of their children in his commandments and statutes, and 
said, ‘‘Thou shalt teach them diligently unto thy children, and shalt talk of them when 
thou sittest in thy house, and when thou walkest by the way, and when thou liest down and 
when thou risest up.’’ This is just as binding on us to-day, as it was on the children of 
Israel. With this admonition from the word of God, we ought to put forth a greater effort 
to get the children into the Sabbath-school, so that they may be taught the truth of God, so 
it will become a lamp to their feet, and a guide to their pathway, and be a wall of fire 
about them, and keep them from the sinful allurements of this life. 

2. We believe, as the nursery is to the home, so the Sabbath-school should be to the 
ehurch. The parent places the child in the nursery to acquaint it early in life in the 
knowledge of things pertaining to this life. The church gathers the children into the Sab- 
bath-school to instruct them in the way of the commandments and eternal life. 

3. We also believe that our church as a whole ought to be more aggressive in our Sab- 
bath-school work: First, by sending their children, and second, by themselves attending. 
How few of our children are converted and taken into the church from the Sabbath-school. 

This may not apply to all Sabbath-schools, but it is applicable to some schools that we 
have seen. We believe the Sabbath-school is not only a means of grace for the young, the 
middle-aged and the aged, but to the man that preaches the gospel, as it brings him in 
touch with the children, and his exposition of the Scriptures to them will better enable him 
to reach the older ones. 


IV.—ON EDUOATION. 


The Bible says. ‘‘Ye shall receive power after that the Holy Ghost is come upon you,” 
also, ‘Study to shew thyself approved unto God, a workman that needeth not to be 
ashamed.’’ Education does not depreciate the Holy Ghost as some do vainly talk, but 
better qualifies us for any position, especially for the ministry, We deplore the fact that 
education has been so abused in the past, but we are rejoiced to see our people taking 
greater interest in educating their children. 

While we do not depreciate the labors of our brethren who have not had the opportuni- 
ties of an education, but have labored so successfully among us in the past. we do feel that 
a better educated ministry is greatly needed, if we continue to meet the demands of God 
and an enlightened people. 

There are those that say that education will puff up, it will make us vain; therefore, it 
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is dangerous. True, it may thus affect some, but not those who are sanctified. But while 
education may have slain its thousands, ignorance has slain its tens of thousands. 

If we would become more useful in the work of the Lord, we must become more pro- 
ficient in knowledge. Solomon said, ‘‘Wisdom is the principal thing, and with thy getting 
get understanding also,” 

Ralston defines education as implying the development and culture of our physical, 
intellectual and moral powers. While all these have been sadly neglected no doubt, yet 
the intellectual has been most abased. God has given us these powerr, and demands of us 
their greatest development and use for himself; and parents who wilfully neglect to give 
their children the very best education possible, are no doubt guilty beforeGod. The relig- 
ious training of Timothy traced back to his mother Eunice, then to his grandmother Lois, 
showing that his education and building of character began years before he was born. 

We would not wish to be understood as sectarian in our views, but would urge our peo- 
ple to consider carefully where they send their children for their instruction, lest their 
minds be poisoned with skepticism and unbelief. We therefore recommend our own 
schools and Greenville College with their high standards of morals and spiritual attain- 
ments as being safe to intrust with the care of our children,

II.—ON PUBLICATIONS. 


The influence and success of any church depends largely on the proper management 
of its publishing interests and the character of its publications. The founders of the Free 
Methodist church early recognized this fact, and very wisely undertook the establishment 
of a publishing house. For nineteen years, our present publisher, Rev. S. K.J.Chesbro, . 
has had charge of our publishing interests, and through his faithful and untiring efforts 
this department of our work has been placed on a firm financial basis, and has become a 
strong factor for good in our church. 

We would call the attention of our pastors to the disciplinary requirements, to circulate 
good literature and to distribute tracts. Weaiso urge all of our pastors to patronize our 
own publishing house in preference to all others. We pledge ourselves to the earnest and 
hearty support of the Free Methodist, our Sunday-school supplies, and the Missionary 
Tidings. We would also make favorable mention of the Spring Arbor Chronicle, the Chil- 


; dren's Friend, published in the interest of the Woodstock Home, and the Olive Branch, 


published in the interest of the Olive Branch Mission. 


III.—_ON SUNDAY-SCHOOLS. 
The saying that the Sabbath-school is the nursery of the church is so common that it is 


used proverbially in nearly all religious bodies. If this is true, then what the nursery is to 
the orchard, the Sabbath-school is to the church. We believe the church will succeed if we 
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take the proper care of the children. This question arises not only among us as Free 
Methodists, but among al! Ohristian organizations, ‘‘How shall we solve this great prob- 
lem?” We believe, first, it is necessary to have a church that is alive to God, and that is 
not conformed to the world, whose members do not consider it a disgrace to bear children 
and who do consider the right of posterity above the riches and honors of this world. 

We further believe that if the church is alive it will be awake to the interest of the Sab- 
bath-school; and every member will see that he or she is in their place regularly in the 
Sabbath-school and that their entire family are represented. 

We further believe that a Sabbath-school should be conducted by saved men and 
women who are capable of teaching the fundamental doctrines of the Bible—men and 
women who know God. 

Again, we believe that it is not only the object of the Sabbath school to increase the 
numbers of the church numerically, but to get the children converted to God, sanctified 
through the truth and filled with the Holy Ghost. To accomplish this there should be the 
hearty co-operation of the pastor. In his pastoral visits he should consider the children, 
speak to them about the necessity of a preparation to meet God, and to pray with and for 
them as occasion offers. The superintendent should be active, watchful, careful, observing 
ane zealous ; in fact he should be full of faith and the Holy Ghost, and all the teachers, 

ikewise. 

We further believe that no Sabbath-school can accomplish all that it should unless the 
parents heed the injunction of the word of God, ‘‘Train up a child in the way it should go, 
and when he is old he will not depart from it.’’ What asad sight to see professed follow- 
ers of Jesus allow their children to sit around on chairs, lie on the floor, read papers aud 
books during family prayers, though they become loud and vociferous in their devotions, 
and then wait until Sabbath merning to prepare their children for the Sabbath-school 
while they themselves stay at home and send their children who are just as liable to be 
found at a base ball game or some other place of amusement as they are at the Sabbath- 
school. How true the words of the prophet: ‘“‘My people are destroyed for the lack of 
knowledge.’’ We fear that some of these evils are among us as a people. 

We also believe that the church should be clean and attractive both inside and without, 
and that helps to the lesson, such asthe use of blackboards, charts and the lesson helps, and 
the papers published by our own church should be used im preference to all others, We 
would recommend Sunday-school conventions to be held on each district at least once a 
year, that our people may more fully awake to the interest of the Sabbath-school, the 
nursery of the church. 


IV.—ON EDUOATION, 


We deem the subject of Christian education to be one of vast importance and of great 
concern to us as a church and asa people. 

We regard it as almost impossible to over-estimate the value and advantages of a thor- 
ough Ohristian education in these days of intellectual and educational advancement, to the 
man or the woman who may be in possession of such an education; for the better informed 


a man or woman may be, the better is he or she qualified to use the grace of God which is | 


in their possession, for the advancement of the interests of God’s kingdom, and the salva- 
tion of souls. It seems almost imperative that we keep our young people, especially our 
young men in the ministry, up to the average standard of intellectual abilities and mental 
attainments of the age in which we live. 

The educational facilities offered to us at this present time are such, that a good Ohris- 
tian, as well as an intellectual, education is placed within the reach of nearly every boy 
and girl; and we would urge upon our people that they avail themselves to the utmost ex- 
tent possible of existing educational facilities for the education of their children. We are 
living in an age of progress, and ours, is emphatically a nation of progress. The whole 
country is full of enterprise, and on no line is this progress and enterprise more manifest 
and evident than on that of intellectual and educational advancement. 

Our common schools and higher institutions of learning are more numerous and better 
equipped than in any past age, so that our children and youth have far superior advantages 
for acquiring an intellectual training than did those of past generations. 

To a sound and thorough Christian education, more than to any other source or agency, 
are we to look for the advancement of our people in the requisite knowledge and apprecia- 
tion of the rights and responsibilities as members of the Christian church, and as citizens 
of this great republic. 

The importance of a thorough moral and religious training will be more apparent when 
we consider the demands of the age in which we live. The present is a remarkable age, 
distinguished by great events which portend much good or evil to mankind. The recent 
revelations of the wholesale theft and corruption in business and political life in this coun- 


try show to us the great demand and necessity for men of deep and thorough religious — 


training, and sterling moral character to fill these positions of responsibility and trust with 
honor to themselves and to the nation. We feel like saying with the poet, 
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‘* God give us men, 

A time like this demands 

Strong minds, great hearts, true faith and ready hands; 
Men whom the lust of office does not kill! 

Men whom the spoils of office cannot buy; 

Men who possess opinions and a will; 

Men who have honor; men who will not lie; 

Men who can stand before a demagogue 


And scorn his treacherous flatteries without winking ; 
Tall men, sun-orowned, who live above the fog 

In public duty and in private thinking ; 

For while the rabble with their time-worn creeds, 
Their large profession and their little deeds 

Mingle with selfish strife, lo! Freedom weeps, 
Wrong rules the land, and waiting justice sleeps.’’ 


One has said, ‘‘I do not hesitate to say, that, under our own government, glorious as it 
is, constitutions and laws, and judges and courts, are the veriest mockeries, unless the 
rising generation be trained to wisdom and virtue.’’ The kind of men demanded by the 
age, then, are self-governing men—men whose minds are swayed by high mora] principles, 
who fear ‘God and hate the wages of unrighteousness. Without these the best political, lit- 
erary or religious institutions are of no avail. 

As Onristian ministers, we need to feel our responsibility as the moral and religious 
instructors of the people, whom we are sent to minister unto. Our opportunities are 
great both as private and public teachers, and as such we need a divine qualification, far 
more than any mere intellectual attainments we may acquire. Yet we would not disparage 
learning, but rather claim it as an important auxiliary, but we would not, as some do, 
make it an indispensable passport to the Uhristian ministry. We bave men in our midst, 
who feel the call to the ministry upon them, and who have had some fruit in the work to 
which they have been called, yet they have not had the advantages of acquiring an early 
education, and we do not wish to discourage such in the work to which they feel they have 
been called of God. But to all such we wouid say, that they should not take it for granted 
that men will be qualified and made able ministers of the New Testament, without per- 
sonal application and without much study. 

No minister, whether called from the ranks of the learned, or from the less educated 
classes of society, should conclude his studies at an end when he enters the ministry, but 
rather that they have just commenced. Paul said to Timothy, his son in thegospel, ‘‘Study 
to shew thyself approved unto God, a workman that needeth not to be ashamed, rightly 
dividing the word of truth.’’? We would urge and encourage our young men who ‘contem- 
plate soon entering the ministry, that they now avail themselves of the grand opportuni- 
ties offered them, to qualify themselves to the best of their ability for the great work to 
which they feel] called of God. by a thorough mental and intellectual training, before en- 
gaging in the work of their life. And to the parents and members of the Free Methodist 
church everywhere, we would say, that however great the importance of looking after the 
proper education of our children, and while we deem it our duty to give our children the 
most thorough and best mental training possible yet if they have an immortal soul that 
shall survive the dissolution of nature; and if their happiness or woe throughout an endless 
eternity is to flow from their moral character. how inconceivably important must it be to 
train them for coming immortality. Therefore, we would put great stress upon the neces- 
sity and importance of giving our children a thorough religious, and deeply spiritual train- 
ing, which we esteem above price, and which cannot be compared with a mere intellectual 
or secular education. This training should begin in infancy and continue in the home and 
in the Sunday-school through childhood and youth, and then be carried forward and con- 
tinued while in the pursuit of higher intellectual and mental attainments in good Ohristian. 
schools, under the wise management and holy influence of deeply spiritual and thorough 
Ohristian teachers. For this purpose and to this end, we as a church or denomination, have 
established and are endeavoring to maintain in our midst, a number of such Christian 
schools which we can recommend to the Ohristian public, and to our own people, where we 
can send our boys and girls, and where they will be practically free from the many con- 
taminating influences which they would be compelled to encounter elsewhere. As one of 
the patronizing conferences we have great reason to thank God for the existence in our 
midst of Spring Arbor Seminary. We would rejoice in its past record, and praise God for 
the noble young men and young women it is sending out to bless the world. And we do 
hereby pledge ourselves to stand by it with our prayers, our, patronage and support as far 
as possible and to the extent of our ability, 


V.—ON REFORMS. 


Prouisition.—We believe the traffic in intoxicating liquors is the greatest piague in 
our nation, and that it is responsible for a very large per cent. of all the crimes committed 
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‘in our land. We believe the licensed saloon is an abomination to God, a disgrace to our 
nation, an insult to the church of Jesus Ohrist and a destroyer of the home. We believe 
that the Republican and Democrat parties who have held the reins of government are re- 
sponsible for this God-dishonoring, home-blighting, soul-damning business. 

We further believe that the man who votes the Republican or Democrat ticket, so long 
as they license the liquor traffic, votes for the saloon, and puts himself on record as an 
abettor to the long list of bloody crimes which it carries in its train; therefore, 

Resolved, That, by the grace of God we will use all lawful means in our power to exter- 
minate from our land the manufacture, importation and sale of alcoholic drinks. 

Resolved further, That we will not only pass burning resolutions against the liquor 
business, but that we will vote with that party which alone has no distiller, no brewer, no 
saloonist, and no saloon voter. Prohibition is its name. 

OatHoxicism.—The American people we fear are fostering to their future woe this 
semi-heathen, anti-republican institution. For twelve or more years very little Protestant 
sentiment has found expression from pulpit, platform or pew. The assumption seems to 
be that the Romish church is becoming more friendly to Protestant principles. This is a 
mistake, The facts are that many American churches are conforming to Romanism, and 
Rome has been sagacious enough to cease hostilities, and affecting friendship is inviting a 
return to the ‘‘Mother Church.’ Apparently the Oongress of Religions, the conventions 
for the federation of churches are paving a way for a compromise alliance of nearly all 
religious movements and the enthronement of the anti-Christ. Some denominations are 
already speaking of the Roman Catholic church as a “‘sister church’’ and saying ‘‘She has 
one way of saving people and we another.’’ With malice toward none and charity for all 
individuals, let us continue to stand by the side of Martin Luther and nail high the 
‘*Thesis,’’ protest against the unrighteous system of Rome whose hands still drip with the 
blood of a million martyrs. Rome to-day is guilty with Rome of the past, for her books, 
her instructors continue to pervert the truth in regard to the bloody crimes of the inquisi- 
tion. This isan age of compromise. God forbid that we keep silence, but let our pulpits 
and press continue to ‘‘cry aloud and spare not.~, Let us lift up our voice like a trumpet 
and give forth no uncertain sound.’’ : 

Srcret Socteti«s.—It is the sense of your committee that secret societies, while they 
come to us under cover professing to be a charitable institution and a friend to pure relig- 
jon, that they are not a charitable institution, neither are they a friend to pure religion, but 
to the contrary they are a selfish institution giving only to those who give to them. They 
are an enemy to the Ohristian religion and a curse to society, ‘‘beguiling unstable souls, 
promising them liberty while they themselves are the servants of corruption. These are 
wells without water, clouds that are carried with a tempest to whom the mist of darkness is 
reserved forever.’’ We will, therefore, by the grace of God, do our duty as a church in op- 
posing these snares of the evil one by throwing the light of the word of God and reason 
upon them. ‘‘In meekness instructing those that oppose themselves, if God peradventure 
will give repentance to the acknowledging of the truth ana that they may recover them- 
selves out of the snare of the devil who are taken captive by him at his will.” 

Dress.—The subject of dress still engages our attention. If God saw it was necessary 
to give direction as to how he would have his people to dress, we are not ashamed to be 
identified with God on this subject, even though we may be considered by the more fashion- 
able and worldly conformed, as fools, 

While we believe in neatness of apparel, we do not believe that adornment is in any 
wise essential to neatness. While our people are free from the wearing of gold, flowers 
and feathers, yet we are not in every case free from superfluous ornaments and worldliness 
in dress. 

While it may be difficult and unnecessary at all times to be in all things out of the 
fashion, yet certainly it is no part of the life of a stranger and pilgrim to conform to the 
fashions of this world; it is for them to declare plainly that they seek a country. But sim- 
ply to lay aside the wearing of gold, flowers and feathers does not fulfil the law of God. 
while they indulge themselves in the latest pattern and are careful to keep pace with the 
unawakened. Does not the wearing of that immodest shirit waist made of goods so thin 
as to expose parts of the body to the gaze of sinful men, or the placing of open-work in the 
waist which answers the same purpose, testify against us? While our lips say, ‘‘Come to 
Jesus,’s our dress says the very opposite. In our judgment, silk waists, enormous hats with 
superfluous ribbon or chiffon, deep cut cuffs with from four to eight buttons when formerly 
one or two buttons was sufficient, ought not to be indulged in. Or when fashion says to 
men, ‘‘Linked cuffs must be worn,’’ then the round ones must go; yet we must warn the 
sisters to steer clear of the latest fads. My brethren, these things ought not so to be! 

These may be considered very little things. and indeed they are small, but if they are 
large enough to be seen when in fashion and discarded as soon as they are out of fashion, 
they certainly are large enough to help cover over that mark of distinction between a fol- 
lower of Jesus Ohbrist and a follower of this world. Let all of us who have any regard for 
the word of God and for our influence ‘‘lay aside every weight and the sin which doth so 
easily beset us and let us run with patience the race that is set before us.”’

Brother Earl was born in Winchester, Dundas county, Ontario, November 25, 1851. 
He was married to Sarah McLean, April 3, 1871. They came to Dakota among the pio- 
neers, and our first acquaintance with him was made at the old Forestburg camp-ground. 

He heard the divine call to the ministry, and while greatly embarrassed by his natural 
diffidence, he responded to the eall, and amid the privations incident to itinerant work in 
this frontier field, with his large family to be cared for, he occupied the pastorate on six of 
the circuits of this conference for one or more years, each, God endorsing his call and seal- 
ing his ministry in the salvation of souls, some of whom are now laboring in the vineyard. 

Soon after removing to Canada his health, which had been failing for some years, gave 
‘way and mind as well as body suffered intensely until the end came. With* the separation 
and its grief there came such a sense of the divine glory, and assurance that the victory had 
been won, to his faithful companion in labors and their children, that the dark cloud 
which had hung over them so long was lifted and the sky cleared again. 

As a conference we desire to express our sympathy with the family of Brother Earl, 
and pray that the God of all grace who has sustained and strengthened them in the past 
will supply all their future need. 

Following the reading of the report conference joined in singing, ‘*There’s a land that 
is fairer than day.” ‘

A very impressive and solemn memorial service was conducted by the committee on 
memoirs, on Sunday evening, occasioned by the death of J. Robinson. 

Sunday services: Love feast at 9:00 a. m. About 11:15, General Superintendent 
W.. A. Sellew preached, after which B. F. Hitchcock was ordained deacon. 

Afternoon: At 2:45 o’clock, under the auspices of the W. F. M.S., General Superin- 
tendent W. A. Sellew delivered his characteristic address on ‘‘Mission Work in South 
Africa’’ to a large and appreciative audience. The collection amounted to $151. 

Evening: Memorial service at 6:45. At 7:30 Rev. EK, A. Taylor preached in the Vir- 
ginia Street Free Methodist church. The pulpits of other denominations in Buffalo were 
filled by members of the conference both morning and evening.

IlI.—ON REFORMS. 


The name reform signifies ‘‘an amendment of what is defective, vicious, corrupt and 
depraved.’’— Webster. In this world of ours there are many defects, vices, corruptions and 
depravities to be amended or created anew in order to bring it from a bad to a good state, 
or restore to its normal condition. 

There are some things, however, so bad in nature and character that it is simply useless 
to try to amend or correct them, or create or shape them anew. The only thing to be done 
in such cases ia to put them out of existence and give no quarters. Utter extinction of 
being is its only cure. 

The liquor traffic stands out very conspicuously prominent in the list, Many attempts 
have been made to curtail its evils, but to reform it and make it innocent and respectable 
has bafiled all efforts. Its diabolical nature is such that despite all the carnage and desola- 
tion it has wrought, as long as it is allowed a place on earth it will defy all the safeguards 
thrown around it. It still tramples on the most sacred institutions, secular and religious. 
The home, the most sacred secular spot on earth, is devastated by the demoniacal traffic in 
intoxicating beverages, wrecking the bodies, ruining the intellects and damning the souls 
of itsinmates. It debauches the citizen, corrupts the legislator and defies the law. Itisa 
menace to the progress and prosperity of the church of God and the triumph of the 
Redeemer’s kingdom on earth. But while we look upon the liquor traffic as the greatest 
curse of the age, we are led to inquire, Where shall we go for redress or protection from 
this evil. which is the scourge and curse of the nation? When we read in reports of govern- 
ment officials such expressions given to the trade as: “‘I will give all information on all 
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questions in order to bring about a cordial understanding between the government and the 
trade ;’’ ‘‘I am with you, the commissioner of internal revenue is with you, the president is 
with you; I trust that nothing will occur to disturb the friendly relations now existing be- 
tween this office (internal revenue office) and your association.’’ The foregoing quotations 
show somewhat the bearing of government officials toward the traffic. Anti-liquor laws 
have been enacted at.different times, but without a party to enforce them they become a 
dead letter. However, we are encouraged that a better day is to dawn upon this nation. 
But ere that day shall come we will rise in our God-given sovereignty, vote with the party 
that will give us a clean platform of civic righteousness, and welcome the co-operation of 
all parties who will help us to loosen the tentacles of this incubus from its victims, and by 
the grace of God ultimately take its life and bury its carcass in eternal oblivion. 

The tobacco habit is taking hold of the youth of our nation to an alarming degree with 
its blighting effects, and rendering the rising generation largely a class of imbeciles, sap- 
ping their health, impairing their mind, and stultifying their conscience. 

We are glad to see the young people of our church appear so clean from this habit, and 
trust they will ever remain true to their light and abide by the general rules of the Disci- 
pline in this respect, and thereby be both a rebuke and example to the youth who are other- 
wise inclined. ; 

Plainness of attire among our people should be conscientiously maintained. Paul 
deemed it necessary in his day to say, ‘‘I will that in like manner women adorn themselves 
in modest apparel, with shamefacedness and sobriety; not with broidered hair, or gold, or 
pearls, or costly array, but (which becometh women professing godliness) with good 
works.’’ And the apostle Peter gave advice to Ohristian women almost in the same words, 
viz.: ‘‘Whose adorning, let it not be that outward adorning of plaiting the hair, and of 
wearing of gold, or of putting on of apparel; but let it be the hidden man of the heart, in 
that which is not corruptible, even the ornament of a meek and quiet spirit, which is in the 
sight of God of great price.”’ 

If it was necessary in those days for holy women to adorn themselves thus, and if this 
was the manner of the holy women of old who trusted in God, it cannot be safe for Obris- 
tian women of our day to adorn themselves in the superfluities of modern costumes. Let 
us keep to the old times. 

The greed and graft of our times and the disgrace accompanying it should teach us to 
resist the temptations of covetousness, and pursue our business calling in fairness and hon- 
esty between man and man, and be content with such things as we have, realizing with the 
inspired penman that better is a little with righteousness than great revenues without right. 

With the past history of papal Rome, and with more recent utterances of some of the 
prelates, we would advise our people not to be too sanguine of her pretences towards our 
protestant institutions, either civil or religious, or the freedom of our country. Her aim is 
still that of power and authority, and if she could once get it in this country our religious 
and civil liberties would be a thing of the past. We are astounded at the utterance accred- 
ited to President Roosevelt when he is said to have informed the Pope he hoped to see a 
Roman Catholic president at the head of this government. Is it not time that all protest- 
ants should be alert respecting this subtle foe of our liberties? Let us not sleep as do oth- 
ers. Every interest calls on each one to be vigilant and warn the unsuspecting of the pos- 
sible danger in the future. 


IV.—ON EDUOATION. 


The necessity for an education is more in evidence than ever before. Church, state 
and commiercial interest all demand higher educational efficiency. As a conference we 
most heartily approve of education. We especially commend the excellent work done by 
our own institutions of learning. In our church schools hundreds of our young people 
have been converted and sanctified and established in deep Christian experience. All that 
our excellent system of public schools have done for our country, our denominational 
schools have done for us as a church, and more, too, for to a liberal education has been _ 
added noble Christian character. In large measure all that our missions have been to the 
church in building up the work of the denomination, our schools have been, and more, too, 
for our schools have not only won more converts, but they have also given a training of 
soul and mind that has enabled the young people of the church to perform with a large 
degree of success the duties that have devolved upon them in the various fields of human 
activity, both secular and religious. 

In order that our schools may be most beneficial to the church, three things are essen- 
tial: First, they must be salvation-centers, They must be endued with the evangelistic 
spirit. Revival fires must continue in full blaze upon their altars, Without this first essen. 
tial our church schools are a needless duplication of the secular system of education. 

The second essential of success in school work is a properly qualified faculty and ade- 
quate equipment. The scholarship required for entrance upon the profession of teaching 
in the secular school is constantly being raised. The same is true of our church schools. 
But to the higher scholarship must be added deep Ohristian experience and soundness in 
church doctrine. Likewise, the larger and more diversified learning of the present age 
demands a greater amount of equipment. This calls for larger funds, 
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The third essential of success in education is a sound financial basis. Never before in 
the history of schools and colleges have such vast sums been given for education. Would 
our denominational schools maintain the educational efficiency and keep apace with the 
secular institutions of learning, their financial support must be increased. 

Heretofore our schools have been built, equipped and maintained almost entirely by 
the contributions of individuals, the church as a denomination having provided no regular 
system for securing funds for the assistance of our schools. We believe as a conference 
that these institutions, which are accomplishing more for the upbuilding of the church than 
any other agent outside the ministry, should receive some definite support from the whole 
denomination. We believe the time is near at hand when there should be added to the 
conference claims an educational claim. This would provide a definite sum each year for 
the support of our Christian schools. Such a fund would also furnish. a good basis for 
endowment. 

As a conference we would recommend to the coming general conference for its serious 
consideration the advisability of adding to the conference claims a claim for education, the 
sum derived therefrom to be handled through the church treasurer as the other church 
funds, and its sum to be divided among our institutions of learning annually. We would 
also recommend to the general conference a consideration of the advisability of electing an 
educational secretary, whose duty should be to procure funds and promote the general wel- 
fare of our church schools. Our schools are of inestimable value to the church, and some 
better method should be devised for their support. The noble work of Chesbrough Sem- 
inary, the one school that lies within our own conference, is well and favorably known 
throughout the whole connection. We desire at this time to make due acknowledgment of 
the many years of devotion and efficient work performed by Professor and Mrs. B. H. 
Roberts, as principal and associate principal in building up and maintaining Ohesbrough 
Seminary. We trust as a conference that much of the divine blessing may accompany 
them to their new field of labor, and we pray that the institution they have ro faithfully 
served and so long directed may continue to prosper and under the divine guidance be- 
come even a greater blessing to the church in the future than in the past. We most heart- 
ily commend OChesbrough Seminary as a Obristian school worthy of our continued patron- 
age and financial support. 


V.—ON OHURCH LITERATURE, 


Archbishop Whately said very aptly: ‘‘The good preacher is the one who has some- 
thing to say; the poor preacher is the one who has to say something.’ ‘‘Reading makes a 
full man,”’ says Bacon. The preacher who is to speak twice each Sabbath should be a man 
who reads. The church stands ready to help him by producing good literature. We de- 

sire to commend to our people the interesting volume recently published, written by Rev. 
W.T. Hogue, ‘'Hymns that are Immortal.’’ This volume is written from a well-versed 
mind. Thereader will be enlightened, interested and his soul uplifted as he reads its pages. 

The periodicals of the church should have our continued support. The Free Methodist 
should be in every family, and the pastor should use effort to see that itis. On amember- 
ship of 1,776 last year in this conference, 388 copies of the Free Methodist were taken. 
This makes an average of one copy of the Free Methodist to four and one-half members. 
This does not reach the desired mark of one copy to each family represented in the church, 

The Missionary Tidings, ably edited and attractive, will add materially to the intelli- 
gence and spiritual life of every family where it is read. 

The Sunday-school literature is excellent, and worthy of wide patronage. We com- 
mend the Harnest Christian, now one of the oldest religious periodicals. It will benefit 
and be a blessing to all who read it. Your committee would prefer the request that Gen- 
eral Superintendent W. A. Sellew give to the church in book form an account of his mis- 
sionary journey around the world, as soon as his other duties will permit, assured that it 
will be of value to the church and a desirable addition to our literature.

An altar was hastily arranged and quickly filled, and an effort to count the 
seekers throughout the building proved futile. There was no time for preaching. The 
community was stirred, and afternoon and night congregations filied the large building to 
its capacity. 

Many benevolent offerings were taken and the financial part of the conference was 
gratifying. 

Brother H. L. Speer labored faithfully in providing accommodations and is deserving 
of much credit. We shall remember with pleasure the hospitality extended from the vari- 
ous homes in which we were entertained. 

The appointments were well received and we departed for our fields of labor with 
stronger determination to work and pray that we shall be able when we meet again, to re- 
port another and a larger harvest of souls.

II.—ON MEMOIRS. . 


Mrs. Nanoy Riuzy was born in Johnstown, Oambria county, Pennsylvania, in 1823, 
and died at the home of her daughter in Braddock, Pennsylvania, May 20, 1906. 

‘Mother Riley,’’ as she was often called, was converted early in life but later suffered 
some decline in her Christian experience. She was reclaimed and sanctified under the 
preaching of our senior general superintendent, HE. P. Hart. Sister Riley wasa woman of 
strong character, of deep piety, unswerving in her adherence to conviction and principle. 
The Gazette Times, of Pittsburg, in an obituary called her a ‘‘pillar of Methodism,” and 
she was such in the church. Right well did she keep her vow to “attend upon all the ordi- 
nances of God.’’ Her love for God’s house was of the same type as that of David when he 
said, ‘‘The zeal of thine house hath eaten me up.’’ Sister Riley would never commence 
anything during the day which would be likely to keep her from the house of God on 
prayer-meeting night: She was visiting at her daughter’s the Tuesday night before she was 
afflicted with her final illness, and was ailing at the time. Her daughter urged her to re- 
main until the next day but she replied: ‘‘It is my prayer-meeting night, it is my duty to 
go.” She said at one time that the Lord was lengthening her life that she might cement 
the work together in Braddock. We believe she was right and her work has been well done, 

Sister Riley took a motherly interest in all the preachers and workers of the conference, 
and she delighted in ministering to their necessities. It is not so much her age as her acts 
which entitle her to the appellation, ‘‘Mother Riley.”’ “Sister Riley had a depth of Ohris- 
tian experience which very few possess. She was clearly saved, definitely sanctified and 
enjoyed a repose of soul that nothing could disturb. With her the sentiments of that hymn 
were actual experience where it says, 


‘© Content with beholding His face, 
My all to His pleasure resigned, 
No changes in season or place : 
Can make any change in my mind. 
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While blest with a sense of His love 
A palace a toy would appear, 
And prisons would palaces prove 
If Jesus would dwell with me there.”’ 


III.—_ON PUBLIOATIONS. 


That man can not live by bread alone, is just as much a fact to-day as when 
Jesus parried the attack and gave his antagonist the home thrust in the wilderness of Judea. 
Dormancy of mind, like the companions of the man that went down from Jerusalem to 
Jericho, leave the man half dead. Man is dual] in nature; if the whole man is to be nour- 
ished the soul must be taken into account, and the only way to reach the soul is by its 
mouth, the mind. 

First among the list of our publications is the holy Bible, God’s revealed will to man; 
and this, we trust, by God’s grace, we are publishing and shall continue to publish from 
the rivers to the ends of the sea, not by printing the Bible, which is a grand work, but by 
sustaining as pilgrims the same relation to God as did the Oorinthians to whom Paul wrote 
when he said, '‘Ye are manifestly declared to be the epistles of Ohrist, not written with ink 
but with the Spirit of the living God.’’ As ministers, let us hold to God’s word in preach- 
ing, choosing to be ‘‘Bible Men and Women’”’ rather than ‘‘teachers having itching ears,’’ 
who tel their dreams, spin their syllogisms, rehash newspaper gossip and make their zro- 
nautic exhibitions while their hearers dreamily wend their way duwnward. ‘‘If aman have 
a dream let him tell a dream, but he that hath my word let him speak my word faithfully.” 

As pilgrims, let the Bible be our hand book in our homes. Read it systematically, by 
course, and above all read it carefully and prayerfully. The Free Methodist Discipline 
should be in every family in our beloved Zion and should be frequently consulted and care- 
fully heeded. In selecting your reading matter the Free Methodist should form a part of 
your mental, moral and spiritual diet: its weekly visit to your home will leave you a 
stronger man in God and a more intelligent Free Methodist. There are many Sabbath- 
school helps and papers but to our mind none quite so good as our own product. We be- 
lieve that all of our schools should take them, enjoy them, and bless their neighbors with 
them. 

Your committee would fot close its report without calling attention to the ‘‘Light and 
Life Song Book”’ and our time tested and God honored Free Methodist Hymn Book, the 
former of which is especially adapted to Sabbath-school work. In this field it has no peers 
and very few equals. However, we would not encourage the use of the Light and Life 
Songs or any other collection in our regular services to the exclusion of the Free Methodist 
Hymn Book. To make such a change would be a sad loss to our worship. In our humble 
estimation there is no book in print to day that contains as much of Christian experience 
and divine truth expressed ln song and melody as is found between the lids of the Free 
Methodist Hymn Book. The ‘‘old corn’’ has staying qualities not to be found in the new. 


IV.—ON EDUOATION. 


While we admit that in the nominal church education has to a great extent become a 
substitute for the baptism with the Holy Ghost, we do not believe that a holy ministry 
should be uneducated. It is true that in some instances advanced learning is associated 
with litile spirituality and limited success, but the failure is usually found in the experience 
of the individual] rather than in his education. Touching the influence of educational at- 
tainments we find that some of the most learned men were humble in spirit and modest in 
deportment. Pride and affected learning are more frequently marks of ignorance than of 
education. Surely holy men ought to be more successful in their ministry when they have 
the additional] advantage of a good education. However, some may depend too much upon 
their education, and too little upon God. We believe with Dr. Adam Olarke that ‘‘we need 
to study our sermons as though there were no God to help us, and then preach our sermons. 
as though there were nothing but God to depend upon.’’ In searching the libraries of 
learning we would say with Charles Spurgeon: ‘Let the Bible be thy standard classic; 
let its light be thine illumination; and then shalt thou become more wise than Plato, more 
truly learned than the seven sages of antiquity.”’ 

Let us view the subject of education more particularly from a denominational point of 
view. With the retirement from the A. M. Chesbrough Seminary of the long and honor- 
able career of Prof. B. H. Roberts, we feel honored that General Superintendent Walter A. 
Sellew, a member of our conference, has been elected to the presidency. To the faculty 
and patrons of the institution we commend him asa man of eminent ability and deep piety. 
As a patronizing conference of this seminary we rejoice to welcome as principal Prof. D.S. 
Warner. His ability as an educator, together with his genuine piety as a man of God, has 
endeared him to the church. We feel confident that renewed impetus will be felt in all 
departments of this excellent school. We earnestly advise our people to patronize this 
thorough and spiritual seminary when selecting a school for the education of their children. 
We believe that the educational facilities are equal to those of the best schools of equal

rank to be found anywhere in the land, and we are sure that the spiritual tone of our de- 
nominational schools, a consideration of vital importance, is superior. To those who desire 
to obtain a liberal education under spiritual surroundings we believe there is no college to 
be recommended go highly as our denominational institution at Greenville, Illinois. 

With reference to the course of study for traveling preachers, we desire to express our 
appreciation of the printed lists as sent out by the committee appointed by the last general 
conference. We have found the questions to be well chosen and no adverse criticism has 
been heard. Werecommend a continuance of the present system. On the part of local 
preachers and evangelists there has been in some places a negligence in taking up the 
course of study outlined for their advancement. Weurge them to take up the course of 
study prescribed and we are confident that in so doing they will derive great profit. Let 
all the preachers observe faithfully the reeommendation of the Discipline relative to preach- 
ing on Ohristian education and taking offerings for the same. 


V.—ON SUNDAY-SCHOOLS. 


The Sunday-school is an institution of comparatively recent origin. The essential ele- 
ments of a Sunday-school were found among the ancient Israelites, for weread these words 
of Moses: ‘‘And these words. which I command thee this day, shall be in thine heart. and 
thou shalt teach them diligently unto thy children, and shalt talk of them when thou sittest 
in thine house, and when thou walkest by the way, and when thou liest down and when thou 
risest up’’ (Deut. 6:7). Through the early Ohristian church and the Reformation down to 
the present time the Bible school has taken advanced steps until now we have it in its present 
well developed state. Rev. J. H. Vincent gives the following definition of a Sunday-school: 
‘The Sunday-school is a department of the church of Christ, in which the word of Christ is 
taught, for the purpose of bringing souls to Ohrist, and of building up souls in Ohrist.”’ 

The Sunday-school is a department of the church, and it is responsible to the church 
and looks up to the church for fostering care. Itisaschool. It is unlike any other public 
religious service in that it adopts the teaching methods, and the great Head of the church 
in dispensing the divers gifts for the perfecting of the saints has not forgotten the teachers. 
It isa Sunday-school. It meets on the Lord’s day and should be sacred and spiritual. It 
teaches the word., It has only one text book—the holy Scriptures—as inspired by holy men 
of God and ever) lesson should center in Christ. The Sunday-school should have a pur- 
pose. First, last, and all the time its aim should be to lead souls to Christ, and having suc- 
ceeded here its work is just begun. Its purpose, then, should be to build up soulsin Christ, 
This does away with the excuse that the Sunday-school is only for children. Having 
brought a soul to Onrist the systematic study of God’s word will help to develop the Chris- 
tian arrears and unless we have reached maturity the Sunday-school will be a means of 
grace to all. 

For the success of the Sunday-school much depends upon the home. The attendance 
is controlled by the home. ‘There would be fewer absent from Sunday-school, and few 
late, if parents would do their duty.. The church needs the Sunday-school and never can 
dispense with it. It is important that this department drift not into a form of godliness, 
denying the power thereof. Above all things our schools should be spiritual and to this end 
let only spiritual teachers and officers be employed. We love the Sunday school and we 
pray for its success, but no sooner have we said amen and turned our face from the throne 
of grace than we behold a great hindrance. From every quarter there comes a cry for 
more teachers. It is a sad scene to see little ones gather in the house of God to be taught 
his word, and no one to teach them, while a number of pilgrims sit idly at home. We de- 
plore the lethargy of the laity on this line and exhort them to use their latent talents for 
God and souls lest they be guilty at the judgment. 

We make special mention of the district Sabbath-school associations organized in the 
last year. Believing them to be an inspiration to the work in general we exhort the dis- 
tricts not yet organized to give the matter prompt attention. We recommend the election 
of a conference Sunday-school secretary, and to the tireless officers and teachers we bid a 
hearty God speed. Go in love and in the spirit of the Master. Endeavor to be always on 
time, Go well prepared. Labor for the conversion of each scholar. Be not weary in well 
doing. Patiently toil on, and in due time you shall reap if you faint not.

Il—ON STATE OF THE WORK. 


We feel devoutly thankful to God for his continued favor during another conference 
year. Asa conference the mercies and blessings of God have rested upon us in a marked 
degree. Our ranks have not been broken by death; but we are all spared to meetagain in 
annual session. Generally speaking, our work has not made the progress we had hoped 
and prayed for. Notwithstanding, we have had some precious outpourings of the Holy 
Spirit in our meetings, resulting in the salvation of souls and the sanctification of believers, 
Two camp-meetings and one tent-meeting were held in which souls were saved and believers 
sanctified. The most of these united with usin church fellowship. The records will not 
show the advancement made along this line for the reason that a goodly number of letters 
of membership have been given to others who have moved within the bounds of other con- 
ferences. Our lossis their gain. Others went out from us because they were not of us. 
We have not been without our trials and conflicts. Our work has suffered not a little from 
the adverse influence of those who went out from us. Notwithstanding these difficulties, 
with other various hindrances, our pastors have labored faithfully to bwld up the work. 
We believe it can be truthfully said their labors have not been in vain. This is evidenced 
by unity and genuine Obristian fellowship and that charity which deviseth no mischief. 
Peace like a heavenly dove broods over the North Dakota conference. 

Doctrinally, we adhere to the ‘‘ancient landmarks our fathers have set.’? However, 
there is room for improvement. There is need of a deeper interest in our general and 
quarterly gatherings. There is not the attendance of our official members at these meet- 
ings that there should be. Iu some instances we fear our preachers are not clear along this 
line. Brethren, shall we not improve? 

During the year we have received a number of calls from those of our people who haye 
moved into our State, to visit them and open up a work among them. Shall we not pray 
the Lord of the harvest to send laborers into these openings? As a conference we believe 
it would be well for us to open a mission in Fargo. We believe much good could be ac- 
complished in the way of building up our work if it waa properly conducted. 

Financially, we have held our own if we are not in advance of last year. The confer- 
ene cours ore are all raised. The salaries of our preachers with a few exceptions are met 
in full. 

Lots have been secured in Jamestown and a parsonage for the use of the district elder 
will be built'as soon as the funds can be secured. 

We commence the year with cheering prospects, praying that God may preserve us in 
the unity of the Spirit and the bonds of peace, and that we may come to the next confer- 
ence bringing sheaves for the Lord. 


III.—ON PUBLIOATIONS. 


We are living in the greatest age this world has ever known, intellectually as well as spir 
itually, and in view of this fact too great care cannot be given to the question of our reading 
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matter. In selecting for our homes and recommending to others, books and periodicals, 
we should choose only those that are free from the sensational spirit which so largely fills 
the columns of the secular newspapers and magazines. We recommend and urge upon all 
our people the importance for the future saving of our children to the church and to God, 
the necessity of having a copy of our church organ, the Free Methodist, come weekly to our 
homes; and if it means sacrifice or self-denial, better that we hunger for the natural food 
than that our souls should hunger for the spiritual which we receive through reading the 
word of God and our own church organ. We might be a good Free Methodist without our 
oburch paper but not a well balanced and well informed one. 

We further recommend our Sabbath-school literature as the best to be had. None is 
superior and without prejudice or narrowness and after considerable examination, we be- 
lieve few equal it. : 

Our publishing house should be liberally patronized as none other sends out cleaner or 
more wholesome literature for both young and old. 


IV.—ON REFORMS, 


Reform is not necessarily true religion, but true religion produces all proper reform in 
the lives of those who possess it. Salvation makes reformation the product of life, and not 
the result of mental or physica] processes. Life operates from within outward, while other 
forces work on the surface. Those enjoying God’s salvation develop more nearly nor- 
mally, while those whe depend on educational methods alone, develop on some lines only, 
and so do not present that symmetrical character that is to be desired. 

We believe that as a church we represent this true salvation in its purity and, hence, it 
is not strange that we have always stood in the forefront of all true reforms. Indeed, it 
could not be otherwise. Where the best experiences in grace are enjoyed we always find 
the truest reformers, other things being equal; so that in spite of the opposition it pro- 
duces, we stand committed to reforms both popular and unpopular. 

Along the line of reforms there will always be some whose interest will be greater be- 
cause of the surroundings and habits of the people. Those to which we would direct espe- 
celal attention in this report are— 

1. SassatH OsseRyANcE—The Sabbath traffic on our railroads and other public con- 
veyances, and the ruthless desecration of the day, not only in the cities, but, also, in the 
rural sections, where such employments as harvesting, threshing, hunting, fishing, etc., are 
observed, call for our consideration and condemnation. Hence, Free Methodists, of all 
people, need to guard jealously against all forms of labor and pleasure which are not in 
keeping with the scriptural sanctity of the Lord’s day. 

2. Drxess.—To a conscience neither tender nor properly educated, this whole question 
seems too unimportant for consideration. Not so with those who are fully enlightened by 
the word of God and the Hely Spirit. These recognize that whatever God has seen fit to 
reveal in his word is of sufficient moment to occupy their attention ; and that when he says, 
‘*T will therefore ..... in like manner, also, that women adorn themselves in modest ap- 
parel, with shamefacedness and sobriety; not with broidered hair. or gold, or pearls, or 
costly array,’’ with the parallel passage in 1 Pet. 3:7, and other parts of God’s word in 
similar strain, we should hear and heed. We fully believe that the inward adorning is 
most fully put on when the outward adorning is simple, plain and modest. Hence we must 
still insist on the standard of plainness as set forth by Rev. John Wesley and insisted upon 
by the early Free Methodists. 

3, Covyrerousness.—This word may sound harsh, but the anxiety over worldly gain, 
along with the crowding in of business cares and labors, is liable to crowd out the time and 
interest we should have in God’s cause, resulting in lagging interest and corresponding 
discouragement in the work of God. Let us take the promise, ‘‘Seek ye first the kingdom 
of God and his righteousness and all these things shall be added unto you,” and act accord- 
ingly. 

“4 i. Marriace anp Divyorce.—The strength of both church and state can only be con- 
served by maintaining the integrity of the home. We continue to affirm our position of 
only one cause for divorce. And we urge the necessity of greater care in entering the mar- 
riage state; and the imperative necessity of integrity to all features of the marriage vow; 
and the earnest endeavor of all husbands and wives to adjust themselves to all differences 
in opinion and temperament in the spirit of the Golden Rule. j 

5. Prourerrion.—While we are glad because we live in a Prohibition state, yet we are 
grieved at the extent to which intoxicants are used and drunkenness prevails. This indi- 
cates that this is no time to lie on our oars as Prohibitionists. The law needs to be more 
strictly enforced, and sentiment favorable to the law created and spread abroad. In this. 
way we can keep elear as to our duty to our fellow men and the state respecting the gigan- 
tic evil of the liquor traffic. 

Finally, we announce ourselves opposed to all conditions of evil, and propose to fight 
sin of every kind until ‘‘righteousness covers the earth as the waters cover the deep.”

EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 


ANNUAL MEETING 


The committee met at the publishing house, 14 North May street, Chicago, [llinois, 
October 9, 1906. 

General Superintendent Edward P. Hart, called the committee to order and presided, 

Several members ot the committee assisted in conducting the devotional exercises at 
the several sittings. 

All the members of the committee were present except J.S. McCay, who was detained 
at home on account of the serious illness of his wife. 

J. H. Moss had passed to his eternal reward since the last meeting of the committee, 
and suitable resolutions were adopted in memory of this devoted man of God. 

The following members were elected directors for the publishing house: EH. P. Hart, 
B. R. Jones, W. A. Sellew, T. Sully, F. H. Ashcraft, W. T. Hogue and M. B. Miller. 

The secretary reported that releases had been executed and delivered as follows: Sale 
of parsonage property at Lewis Run, Pennsylvania, and Hites, Pennsylvania, respectively ; 
_ sale of church property at Catawba, West Virginia, church property in county of Atchison, 
Missouri, and Early, Iowa; permission to mortgage churches at Braddock, Pennsylvania, 
Kittanning. Pennsylvania, and at McKeesport, Pennsylvania; sale of church property at 
Kahletown, Pennsylvania, at Ole Elum circuit, Washington, and at Lincoln and Wilson, 
_ Kansas, Sharpsville, Pennsylvania, and at Longmont, Colorado. 

Permission was granted to sell property as follows: Seattle, Washington; Pierceville, 
Wisconsin; Fox Hill, New York; New Diggins, Wisconsin. 

The committee on the sale of the Harvey lots reported that the lots had not yet been 
sold, The committee was continued and authorized to sell or dispose by trade or otherwise 
of the lots in any way which in their judgment they deemed best. 

The report of T. Sully, auditor of the Publishing House funds and of the church funds, 
was adopted. This examination was from October 1, 1905, to April 1, 1906. 

Rev. John LaDue was voted an increase of twenty dollars a year for, writing the weekly 
"article in the Free Methodist on the Sunday-school lessons. 

In reply to a communication from a brother in Indianapolis, Indiana, relating to his 
membership in Typographical Union, Number One, in that city, he still being a member 
of the Free Methodist church, the following resolution was adopted by the committee: 

‘1, Inasmuch as every member of the said typographical union is required to solemnly 
and sincerely swear (or affirm) that he will not reveal any business or proceedings of any 
meeting of the order except to those whom he knows to be members in good standing 
thereof, therefore we regard the said typographical union as a secret society according to 
the definition of such an order as given in our Discipline. 

“9. We regard the rule requiring a member of said order to pledge that his fidelity to 
the union and duty to the members thereof shall in no sense be interfered with by any alle- 
giance that he may owe to any other organization, social, political, or religious, as practi- 
eally placing the one’s obligations and responsibility to the order ahead of his obligations 
to the church of Ohrist. 

“Therefore, it is our opinion that membership in the typographical union should be 
regarded as a bar to membership in the Free Methodist church.”’ 

The Board of Trustees of the General Conference was requested to executea mei claim 
deed for the church property at Spring Hill, Illinois, within the Wabash conference. 

A request was made to make provision for organizing an East Texas conference out of 
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that portion of the Texas.conference known as the Nacogdoches district. The request was 
referred to the General Conference. 

The trustees of the-General Conference were authorized to execute a warranty deed in 
common with John O. Keen of Beresford, South Dakota, in favor of Mrs. Hellen N upen, 
who had purchased certain farm property previously deeded under certain conditions to 
the General Conference by the said John O. Keen. 

General Superintendent W. A. Sellew submitted a report of his tour to the foreign mis- 
sien fields, and also a report of the organizing of the South African conference, and the 
manner of conducting the same until the next session of the General Conference. 

S. K. J. Chesbro, treasurer, submitted his yearly report, which evidenced an encourag- 
ing growth of the publishing house business of our church. His report was adopted. 

Rey. J. T. Logan having resigned as office editor of the Free Methodist, Mrs. Emma L. 
Hogue was nominated for that position by the editor and publishers. The nomination was 
duly confirmed. 

W.B. Rose, assistant publishing agent, O. B. Ebey, editor of the Free Methodist, and 
W. B. Olmstead, Sunday-school secretary, gave their annual reports, which were accepted. 

Provision was made for a complete inventory to be taken previous to the next General 
Oonference, of all the property belonging to the Publishing House, real and personal. The 
committee elected to have charge of this work was W. A. Sellew, M. B. Miller and W. T. 
Hogue. 

General Superintendent B. R. Jones reported that the Western Canada conference was 
duly organized July 5, 1906. 

A petition was presented by the Executive Committee of the Woman’s Foreign Mis- 
sionary Society to provide for two rooms in the new publishing house for the use of the 
W.F.M.S. The paper was referred to the General Conference. ‘ 

The following resolution was presented by W. T. Hogue and was adopted: 

‘Resolved, That we endorse the new Church Record prepared and published by the pub- 


lishing agents, and that we recommend and urge upon all our societies that they procure a . 


copy at once, unless already supplied with a similar Record, and make, suitable provision’ 
for having the same accurately and neatly kept.’’ 

Applications for entertaining the next General Conference were received from Ridg- 
way, Pennsylvania; Buffalo, New York ; Spring Arbor, Michigan; Greenville, Illinois, and 
Seattle, Washington, J 

By ballot, the next General Conference was ordered held at Greenville, Illinois. 

The publishers were requested to prepare and publish a deed form for church and par- 
sonage property, the form being furnished them by W. B. Rose and W. A. Sellew. 

The Executive Committee decided that a person may be received back into full con- 
nection in our church upon a certificate of membership from our church given with a view 
of joining another evangelical church on the same conditions on which one may be received 
into full connection upon presenting a certificate of membership from another denomina-. 
tion. 

T. B. Arnold was elected railroad secretary for the General Conference.

The General Missionary Board met at the Free Methodist Publishing House, Chicago, 
Illinois. as per notice published in the Free Methodist, October 11, 1906, at 9 o’clock, a. m. 


The president, B, R. Jones, called the board to order and presided. 

Scripture was read by B. Winget and prayer offered by W. A. Sellew. 

The seeretary called the roll and all the members answered to their names. 

The work of the Board of Directors for the past year was reported and accepted. 

Some items of business as reported, are as follows: 

The report of the missionary secretary was accepted concerning the Famine Fund 
money in India as follows: Of the $2.000 of the Famine Fund money now loaned to the 
general fund, enough be used to pay the balance of $725 necessary to cover the balance of 
expenses remaining unpaid in erecting an industrial building for orphan boys and for re- 
pairs on the girls’ orphanage in India; and further that enough be appropriated to meet 
any special needs of the orphans for this year, and the remainder continued as a loan to 
the general fund. ‘ 

Miss Laura E. Millican was accepted asa missionary to Japan, to go out with Mr. 
and Mrs.S. E. Cooper. Action was taken whereby legal provision could be made so that 
certain interest money may be paid to the treasurer from an oil well left to the General 
Missionary Board by one James George, of Bradford, Pennsylvania. 

The board approved the sending of financial aid to Brother N. B. Smith, and the issu- 
ing of an appeal by the missionary secretary to our people for him through the Free Meth- 
odist. 

Miss Lily M. Peterson was accepted and appointed as a missionary to China. 

Provision was made for the return home on a furlough of F. Grace Allen in June, 1906. 

Miss Jessie W. Lively was accepted and conditionally appointed to go as a missionary 
to India this fall. 

The board authorized the sum of $5(0 to be advanced to complete the building at 
Dharwa. 

The secretary and treasurer were authorized to pay out the following moneys: 

(a) Enough funds to W. F. Matthewson to keep the work movingin Osaka. 

(b) An advance of $600 as a loan to the missionaries in China to be used in erecting a 
summer home at Ohi Kong Shan. 

(ec) Five hundred dollars to complete the mission house at Inhambane, or so much 
thereof as is necessary. ’ 
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A gift of 782 shares of certain mining stock by one Henry Nelson, of Easton, Washing - 
ton, was accepted by the board. : 

The missionary secretary presented his annual report which was received. (See 
report, ) 

It was ordered that all of the annual report of the missionary secretary be published 
in tract form for distribution, at a price sufficient to cover cost of publication. 

The members of the Board of Directors were elected as follows. (See list above.) 

The annual report of C. W. Stamp, general conference evangelist, was read, pac Te- 
ceived. (See report.) 

The annual report of Mrs. Blanche E. Stamp, general missionary, was read and on 
motion was received. 

It was ordered that all the other general missionaries appointed by this board be re- 
quested to make a report. 

The annual report of general conference evangelist, W. G. Hanmer, was read and on 
motion was received. 

A statement was made by the missionary secretary that an appropriation of $150 was 
asked for by general conference evangelist, ©. W. Stamp, in aid of the work in the New 
England states. 

It was moved that C. W. Stamp be advised to spend as much time as practicable in the 
New England states in order to strengthen the work already started there, and his request 
for $150 for additional expenses be allowed. 

The request of the Colorado conference for the services of W. G. Hanmer for some 
weeks during the coming winter was referred to him for his immediate notice; and-also a 
request from Erie, Pennsylvania, in the bounds of the Oil City conference; as also a re- 
quest from the Northwest. 

The committee on bequests submitted their annual report which was received, 

A communication from Rev. and Mrs. Ernest F. Ward was received relating to 
their sympathy and accordance with the polity and teachings of the Free Methodist church 
ana their belief in the method and polity of the said church in conducting foreign mission- 
ary work. The communication was received and the statements contained therein deemed 
entirely satisfactory. 

A communication pertaining to home missionary work among the Scandinavian peo- 
ple in this country, referred to this board from the Illinois conference was received and 
referred to a special committee, which reported as follows: : 


REPORT OF COMMITIEE ON SCANDINAVIAN WORK 


Your committee to whom was referred the paper addressed to the Illinois conference, 
and by that body referred to the General Missionary Board, respecting the opening of 
Scandinavian Free Methodist work in this country, beg leave to report that they are pleased 
with the general character of the paper, and with the idea of having such a work opened as 
the paper contemplates. But they regard the whole matter as at present of too indefinite a 
character to warrant the missionary board in taking definite steps toward the opening of 
such a work. We would recommend, however, that the missionary secretary give this mat- 
ter such attention as he may think proper, and that he inform the parties who signed the 
paper, that whenever they are able to organize such a work as their petition contemplates, 
and its claims for aid come before our board in the regular disciplinary way, we wili give 
the same consideration thereto as is given to our regular work under English speaking ad- 
ministration. EH, P. Hart,

W. F. Matthewson and wife concerning their return to this country. 
The annual report of M. O. Darks a in charge of the Boys’ Industrial School at Yeotmal 
was read. 


po 
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Rev. J. T. Taylor was elected as superintendent of the mission work in India. It was 
ordered that in case of his return to this country, or his being incapacitated for service in 
India, M, O. Clarke be appointed superintendent. 

As per a recommendation of the missionaries in India, M. C. Olarke was elected treas- 
urer in India. 

The following action was taken regarding the carrying on of the work connected with 
the Boys’ Industrial School in India: 

*“From all the information we can obtain it appears to us that the interest of our mis- 
sion work in India would be best secured and conserved by making the superintendent of 
the boys’ orphanage at Yeotmal, in conducting the industrial department of that mission, 
accountable to the board at home, and that he should not be subject in such matters to the 
vote of the missionaries on the field. 

‘Tt is also our opinion that it would not be injurious to the best interests of our mission 
work for the superintendent of our boys’ orphanage to accept the agency to sell such ma- 
chines and tools‘as he may have proven by actual use ta be auited to the needs of the na- 
tives and we approve of his doing so if he thinks best, provided that the profits of such 
sales shall go towards the support of the industrial department of the mission.”’ 

S. K. J. Chesbro gave his report as treasurer, which was received. 

The report was on motion adopted. 

General Superintendent W. A. Sellew reported verbally as to the condition of the mis- 
sion work in China. - 

CO. Floyd Appleton was appointed superintendent of our mission work in Ohina. 

W, F. Matthewson was elected superintendent of our mission work in Japan. 

The following resolution was unanimously adopted: 

Resolved, That we express our high appreciation and general satisfaction of General 
Superintendent Sellew’s labors in the foreign field and that we tender him a vote of thanks 
for his excellent representation of our foreign missionary work to this board. 

The following communication was on motion accepted : 

The executive committee of the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society in regular ses- 
sion assembled, respectfully present the following resolution to the General Missionary 
Board: 

Resolved, That it is the sense of the executive committee of the Woman’s Foreign Mis- 
sionary Society and their constituency that they should be represented on the Board of 
Directors. Mary L. Coneman, President, 

Hexen H. Jonzs, Recording Secretary. 

The following communication was received, and was on motion réferred to the General 
Conference for consideration: 

The Executive Committee of the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society in regular ses- 
sion assembled, present their request to the General Missionary Board for a Woman’s Aux- 
iliary Board consisting of the members of the Executive Committee to have the first exam- 
ination of women candidates for the foreign mission field. If the candidates prove to be 
disqualified, they shall not come before the General Missionary Board. If they are ap- 
proved, the applicants shall be passed on for consideration and appointment by the General 
Missionary Board, or the Board of Direetors. 

Mary L. Oornmman, President, 
Hetpn H. Jonus, Recording Secretary. 

J. P. Brodhead was duly elected superintendent of all our mission work in Africa. 

A committee consisting of W. A. Sellew, J.S. M’Geary, J. A. Watson, and F. Grace 
Allen, as advisory member, was appointed to take into consideration the interests of the 
mission farm in South Africa, and the prerogatives that should be given W. S. Woods, 
as manager of the farm. 

’ Their report, which was as follows, was adopted: 

Resolved, That it is the sense of this board that in view of the fact that W. S. Woods 
has been sent to Fairview to take charge of the farm, J. P. Brodhead, superintendent on 
the field, should be relieved from all responsibility for the conduct and management of the

same, and that Brother Woods be given entire charge of the farm work and made directly 
responsible to the General Missionary Board. Provided, however, that Brother Woods 
shall in all matters pertaining to dealing with the natives as tenants act in conjunction with 
the superintendent. 

A committee to whom was referred the matter of the shipping of missionary boxes to 
our foreign missionaries reported as follows, which report was adopted: 

‘7, Itis the judgment of your committee that in view of the needs of other fields and 
of the further fact that fruits of various kinds are grown on the farm at Fairview, more 
liberal supplies of dried fruits and like articles should be sent to other stations than to Fair- 
view. 

“2. That in view of the increased quantity of goods shipped each year in missionary 
boxes, it-will be necessary for individuals or local or conference societies to make their 
own shipments instead of sending all goods to the publishing house to be shipped as here- 
tofore. 

**3, That we refer the matter of devising some method of arranging for these ship- 
ments to the General Missionary Board at the General Conference and the general society 
of the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society at the quadrennial meeting. = 

Provision was made for J. P. Brodhead’s return to America in the spring of 1907 so as 
to arrive here immediately before the opening of the General Conference. 

The following report was unanimously adopted: 


REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON THE RETURN OF BROTHER AND SISTER BRODHEAD AND CHILDREN 


Your comimttee to consider the length of the furlough to be granted the Rey. J. P. 
Brodhead, and also to consider the advisability of arranging for the return of his wife and 
their children at the time of his return, would respectfully submit the following as their 
report: 

First. We do not see how the missionary board can at present consistently provide for 
Brother Brodhead to be absent from the South African field more than one year. and we 
therefore recommend that the furlough granted him shall be for one year only. 

Second. In our judgment it would be better for the South African work if Sister Brod- 
head, whose knowledge of that work with all its conditions and needs is more extensive 
than that of most of those who would be left on the field in case of Brother Brodhead’s re- 
turn, could remain on the field during her husband’s absence therefrom. providing satis- 
factory arrangements to that effect can be made between Brother Brodhead, herself and 
the other missionaries: but if such arrangements cannot be made with general satisfaction 
to all parties concerned, we recommend that she be authorized to return with Brother 
Brodhead. 

Third. With respect to Brother Brodhead’s children we recommend that in case 
Brother and Sister Brodhead both return, provision be made for the return of their chil- 
dren also, provided the object of their return be that of leaving them in this country to be 
aducated ; but 1f they are not to be left here we do not think the missionary board should 
be responsible financially for their *eturn. CoMMITTEE. 

On motion it was ordered that action in the case of erecting a boys’ schoolhouse at 
Greenville mission station be deferred till the next session of the General Conference. 

During the fourth sitting of the missionary board a communication was received from 
N. B. Peterson who had donated certain property to the missionary board for China at its 
meeting held at Greenville, Illinois, in connection with the General Conference in June, 
1903, inclosing a draft for $4,000. Foliowing the receipt of this gift the doxology was sung 
and prayer was offered by W. B. Olmstead and B. Winget. 

On motion of W, A. Sellew it was ordered that it is the sense of this board that this gift 
of $4,000 be used exclusively for the purchase of permanent mission property in China. 

A committee was appointed to draft suitable resolutions expressing the hearty thanks 
and appreciation of the gift of N. B. Peterson. 

Clyde Curtis Foreman was accepted and appointed as a missionary to Inhambane, 
East Africa. 
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The case of Matilda Deyo was referred to the Board of Directors. 

Melvin E. Callicotte of Seattle, Washington, was accepted as a missionary and ap- 
pointed to India. 

A vote of thanks was tendered Dr. J. H. Wyatt of Hermon, California, for his gift of 
$1,000 for foreign missions. 

Gertrude Alcorn was accepted as a missionary in India, she having labored there for 
some months, and having been received on probation by General Superintendent W. A. 
Sellew. 

Charlotte E. Johns was accepted for missionary work in Japan, providing she will con- 
sent to go to that field. : 

Thomas B. Young of Portland, Oregon, was accepted and appointed as a missionary 
to China. 

W. A. Sellew gave a written report of his tour to the foreign mission fields and also a 
statement of his expenses incurred on this trip. His report was unanimously received. 

Maggie LaBarr was accepted and appointed as a missionary to Africa, with the under- 
standing she be associated with Nellie Reed in school work at Fairview, South Africa. 

A resolution was passed advising candidates for the various foreign mission fields to be 
as concise as possible in stating their experience and call to the missionary work and that 
in securing testimonials they request those writing such letters to confine, them to from 
100 to 150 words if practical. 

A committee of five was appointed to prepare a suitable blank for securing informa- 
tion desired in the eases of applicants for the foreign fields. 

Rev. and Mrs. N. B. Ghormley were on motion not accepted for appointment as for- 
eign missionaries. : 

George D. Schlosser was accepted for the foreign mission work and appointed to Africa. 

It was decided to be the sense of this board that the next woman considered for appoint- 
ment as a missionary to China be Edith F. Jones of Jamestown, New York. 

Action in the case of Olarence B. Wiggin of Evansville, Wisconsin, was deferred till 
the next session of the board. 

Action in the case of Herbert M. Damon was postponed until the next session of the 
board. 

Action in the case of Lucy H. Tittemore of St, Armand Centre, Province of Quebec, 
Oanada, was on motion postponed. 

Action in the case of Harriet V. Dalrymple of Pittsfield, Pennsylvania, was postponed 
until she finishes her college course in June, 1907. 

The following resolution was unanimously adopted : 

Wuernas, Mrs. Rebecca Sellew has recently made a journey pean the world visiting 
all of our mission stations, and thoroughly informing herself with respect to the nature and 
needs of our work; and, 

Wuernas, Sister Sellew has a large and very excellent collection of curios; and, 

Wuereas, Sister Sellew has been delivering missionary addresses and assisting in mis- 
sionary meetings with great acceptability, her services being in great demand throughout 
the bounds of our church, therefore, 

Resolved, That we request Sister Sellew to labor until the time of our next General 
Conference in holding missionary meetings and organizing Woman’s Foreign Missionary 
Societies as far as possible under the direction of the missionary secretary, and that in ad- 
dition to expenses we pay her half salary as a slight token of our appreciation of her serv- 
ices, 

The following resolution was adopted: 

Resolved, That it is the sense of this board that when any of our missionaries are re- 
turned from the foreign field on account of poor health, provision should be made for 
them to have a period of rest for at least two months before they are called upon to engage 
in public work; and, 

Further, that when any of them are returned to the foreign field, or new missionaries 
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are sent out, they should be allowed a reasonable period of rest at least one month before 
sailing for their fields of labor. < 

The following resolution was adopted. 

Resolved, That it is the sense of this board that no encouragement should be given at 
this time for the opening of new work in the Philippines. The missionary secretary was 
requested to notify the contributors of certain funds for missionary work in the Philip- 
pines, of the above action, that their contributions were held subject to their direction in 
harmony with the above decision. 

It was moved to be the sense of the board that missionaries on probation in India, if 
their necessities require, and upon recommendation of the superintendent on that field, be 
allowed full salary, providing they do full missionary work. 

Action in the case of Miss Rose Cox, now laboring in this country as a returned mis- 
sionary from India, was deferred until the time of the next session of the board, and in the 
meantime her relation to the board continues the same as in the past year. 

Provision was made for the return to this country of T. Kawabe, our principal native 
missionary in Japan, in time for the next session of the General Conference, with the un- 
derstanding that he remain in this country at least three months, and if for a longer period, 
the matter be left to the judgment of the missionary secretary. 

The general missionaries gave yearly reports of their work for the past year. Mrs. 
Rebecca Sellew stated in her report that she gladly relinquished all right to any salary for 
her services from the board, and that she gladly and freely offered her services to the 
church. Their reports were received. 5 

The missionary secretary read the yearly report of Esther D. Olark, our missionary to 
San Domingo. Her report was received. , 

The course of study for our missionaries in Africa, as also the reeommendations con- 
cerning the same, were read by the secretary and were adopted. 

W.T. Hogue was made a committee to investigate the matter of the proposed gift to 
the board by Mr. Shepardson, of Gueydan, Louisiana. 

It was ordered that the missionary secretary and treasurer be authorized to issue ‘‘Let- 
ters of Oredit’’ to a banking corporation at Shanghai or Hankow, and allow our superin- 
tendents in China and Japan to issue drafts payable by the bank to whom such “‘Letters”’ 
are sent to the amount indicated in the ‘‘Letters.”’ 

©. Floyd Appleton was authorized to attend the Ohina Centenary Mission Conference, 
to be held at Shanghai, Ohina, April 25-May 6, 1907, at the expense of the General Mission- 
ary Board. 

A committee was on motion appointed to prepare for our missionaries on the foreign 
field a cable code. or recommend the adoption of one already prepared. such committee to. 
report at the next session of the board. 

A communication was received from the Haystack Oommittee having in charge 
arrangements for the anniversary of the Haystack Prayer Meeting to be held in New York, 
November 14, 1906. This plan met the hearty approval of the board, and our people, 
wherever possible, were urged to co-operate in carrying out the spirit of it. 

The following resolution was adopted: 

Resolved, That it is the sense of this board that our people should not raise money for 
opening missionary work on new fields which the board has not decided to enter, nor for 
the support of missionaries whose cases have not received the favorable actian of the board. 

The committee to whom was referred the case of Mrs, Kitty Wood Kumarakulasinghe, 
who expected soon to return to Ceylon as a missionary, reported as follows; which report 
was adopted. 

1, Though it would be very desirable to open up a work in the Island of Ceylon, we do. 
not see our way clear to do so at present on account of a lack of funds. 

2. We desire our Sister Kumarakulasinghe to be associated with our church as a board 


missionary. 
3. We recommend that she be employed ina relation similar to that of Sister 


Esther D. Clark, and that she be allowed $100 a year. 
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4. We to pay her traveling expenses from Albion, New York. 

The treasurer, S. K. J. Chesbro, gave his report of the General Mission Funds. (See 
report VY.) His report was on motion adopted. 

It was on motion ordered that when the board adjourn they do so to meet at the seat 
of the General Oonference at Greenville, Illinois, on Wednesday, June 12,1907. at 9 o’clock

It was moved to be the sense of this board that we urge the Board of Directors and the 
missionary secretary to use strong efforts to secure such missionaries as are needed to fill 
the places in Africa now vacant, or about to become vacant.

SECRETARY’S ANNUAL REPORT 
To THE PRESIDENT AND MEMBERS OF THE GENERAL Missionary Boarp: 


Dear BRETHREN AND FeLLOw WorksERs:—I acknowledge with gratitude to our hea- 
venly Father his blessing which has been on our work, both on the home and on the foreign 
field, and his presence which has been with our workers during the past year. 

I am pleased to inform you that the total of all moneys reported by the general treas- 
urer of the women’s societies, as raised for the general foreign missionary, and 
for the various other funds in aid of our foreign work the past year is $32,721.71. This 
is an increase above the report of last year of $8,122.74. This increase is more than is re- 
ported as raised by the pastors, and from all other sources. The reports also show that 
while the women’s societies have made this very gratifying increase the amount raised by 
the pastors, and from all other sources, shows a decrease of $569.00. However, it should be 
borne in mind that quite a large portion of this amount, which has been credited to the 
women’s societies, has been raised through the hearty co-operation of the pastors. The 
zeal and success of the women’s societies in raising funds to send out the ‘“‘messengers of 
good tidings’’ are evidencing more and more the latent possibilities of our people, and are 
an inspiration to the faith of the church, and to those in the vanguard of the battle in far- 
away lands. May this good work go on until all of our people shall recognize their privi- 
leges, and joyfully accept them. I think, asa church, we are third if not second, in the 
average amount given per member, yearly, for foreign missions, Is it not the good pleas- 
ure of our glorious Leader that as we are in the vanguard of his militant host in holding up 
the standard of experimental and practical holiness, so we should be in the vanguard in 
helping to fulfil the ‘‘great commission?”’ 

The visit of General Superintendent and Mrs. Sellew to the foreign field was highly 
appreciated by our workers, and was made a special blessing both to them and to the work 
and will doubtless result in greater blessings. 

I am glad to inform you that the reports from the whole field show increase on differ- 
ent lines, as follows: 

In the number of white missionaries, thirteen; in native male workers, five; in native 
female workers, one; increase in number of organized churches, two; increase in number 
of members in Africa, fifty-eight; increase in members in India, two; increase of members. 
in Japan, sixty-four. 

The increase in probationers in Africa the past year was 43. There was a decrease of 
one in India, and an increase of probationers in Japan of 336, 

The decrease of communicants in Africa was one; increase in communicants in India, 
four; increase of communicants in Japan, 400. 

The increase in the number of those who received instruction regularly in Africa the 
past year is 335; in India no change; in Japan an increase of 92. Theincreasein the num- 
ber who receive instruction occasionally in Africa is 1450; in India no change; in Japan 
the increase is 9,800. ; 

There has been a decrease of one in the number of boy orphans in India, and the num- 
ber of girl orphans remains the same. 
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There has been an increase in the number of children supported in Africa of 58. Total 
number of scholars converted, 81, an increase of seven above what was reported in 1905, 

There has been a decreare of three the past year, in the number of Sunday schools, but 
an increase in the number of scholars of 344. A decrease in the number of village and day 
schools of two, and a decrease of scholars in these schools of 26. 

The whole amount contributed by the natives during the past year on the various fields 
is $908.18; of this $387.17 was contributed by native Ohristians in Africa. This was a de- 
crease of native contributions in Africa to the amount of $45.37. The amount contributed 
in India last year. was $24.36, the increase for the past year being $9.39. The amount con- 
tributed in 1904-1905 in Japan was $157.87, the increase the last year being $329.39. The 
total increase in contributions from the whole work the past year is $203.32. I judge the 
reason why the report of native contributions from Africa shows a decrease from last year 
is because this report is given for only a part of the year, perhaps for six months. Also 
bear in mind, in reading the reports of increase or decrease in members and probationers 
in Africa that these reports include a short period of about six months. 

’ It is readily seen by these statistics that the Lord has been giving us special encourage- 
ment during the past year in our foreign work. 

The needs of the various missions call loudly to us for more workers and increasing 
means to enlarge and more thoroughly establish the work. 


AFRIOA 


INHAMBANE 


Because of the unhealthfulness of the climate at this place our workers have not spent 
all of their time there. Brother Haley and wife were away from their work at Inhambane 
for about five months, and Dr. and Mrs. Backenstoe were also away part of the time. It 
is hoped that as soon as the mission house is fully completed so that our workers can live in 
the upper story, they will be enabled to remain on the field a much larger portion of the 
time. Through the labors of J. W. Haley, Brothers Miller and Skorpen, the house has been 
put in a condition so that it can conveniently be occupied. The two last named workers 
have gone to Natal. 

J. W. Haley and Dr. Backenstoe both report encouragement in the work at the differ- 
ent stations. In reporting our work there Dr. Backenstoe says that it extends ninety miles 
south and forty west of Inhambane, and is a third of all of our work in Africa. J.P. Brod- 
head, referring to it, says that in population it is not equaled by any other of our fields in 
Africa. 

The statistics show an increase over last year, as follows: One additional missionary, 
Mrs, J. W. Haley; increase in members, four; in probationers, 25. : 

It.is evident that our work at Inhambane must be done principally by native evangel- 
ists; however, we need enough missionaries there to take the oversight of the work. At 
present J. W. Haley has charge of the work, and he and Mrs. Haley are the only persons 
who are doing regular missionary work. Dr. Backenstoe and wife devote their time and 
labors to medical work principally. They have done a large amount of work in their line. 
Mrs. Backenstoe proves to be a very valuable help to the doctor in his work. Her labors 
in providing clothing and looking after the needs of the 175 children who are supported 
there by persons and organizations in America, have been very helpful. In connection 
with their work they have had a kind of hospital in a hut since about the last of November, 
1905. Doubtless their work might be much more fruitful in results could there be needed 
provision made for a hospital in connection with the same. J. P. Brodhead in writing con- 
cerning it says that a hospital room, medicines, etc., are needed. We are thankful that 
our missionaries at this place have had so much strength for service during the past year, 
and that their labors have brought forth such encouraging results. j 

Some of the needs of the field, as represented by them, are as follows: 

First. Provision for a training school for those who are expected to be workers. The 
supply for this school would naturally come from the children who are now in the ele- 
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mentary schools taught by the native evangelists. J. W. Haley thinks more scholars can 
be gathered into such a school than can be had for the school at Greenville. He thinks it 
is too far and too costly to send students from there to Greenville. According to his state- 
ment it will cost, as far as buildings are concerned for this purpose, about $500 for the next 
three years. He is now having a new school building put up at a cost of $100. It would 
need a man, or a man and wife, to take charge of this schoo]. He should learn the Portu- 
guese, and the native language, and should be capable of teaching music. The Portuguese 
are not favorable to having the English or the Zulu languages taught in their colony, hence, 
if our missionaries succeed in our work there, it will be necessary for them to learn the 
Portuguese language. 

Second. We need a man and wife to be associated with J. W. Haley in the regular 


_ mission work so that should sickness or death take him or the other missionary from the 


field there will still be a missionary to take charge. 

J. W. Haley thinks a new mission house for white missionaries should be built soon at 
Nyanjele. This is about fifty miles from Inhambane. Brother Miller, who has been em- 
ployed in our work, and has labored at Edwaleni, recently made a visit to Inhambane, and 
would like to locate his mission at Nyanjele. Evidently, our missionaries would prefer to 
have him locate there rather than have any other missionaries. 

Third. Our missionaries think that five chapels, or outstations, are needed. They 
will cost about twenty-five dollars each. 

lam pleased to inform you that a grant of fifty dollars worth of Bibles from the Amer- 
ican Bible Society has been secured. I understand this was through the efforts of Brother 
Sellew. 


FAIRVIEW 


This is considered our principal station in Africa, and a kind of center of our work. It 
certuinly is so far as our work in Natal, Pondoland, etc., js concerned. Although the 
reports of progress at this point have not been as encouraging as at some other points, nev- 
ertheless, some fruit has been given and our missionaries are encouraged to look for greater’ 
things. There have been some special testings during the past year. The trouble between: 
the government and the natives concerning the collection of the poll tax from the natives 
has resulted in serious disturbances in different places, and some of this trouble has been 
felt at Fairview among the tribe to which some of our native Christians belong; and be- 
cause of their associations with their tribe they suffered the loss of cattle. They felt their 
lose very much, although they showed a commendable spirit of Ohristian’ submission. It is’ 
hoped that this trouble is about over. 

The sickness of Brother Brodhead has interfered somewhat with the work. We are 
sorry that he has been bearing too heavy burdens, and laboring too hard for his strength. 
We are hoping that provision may be made so that this will not seem necessary, Aside 
from him, our other missionaries at Fairview have been in usual health. 

Mr. and Mrs. W. S. Woods are iooking after the farm interests as best they can in view 
of their inexperience, and of the fact that they are not yet acquainted with the language.- 
They have been called to accept of greater responsibilities than was at first expected. -I am 
pleased to know that though this is the case, they are accepting them in the spirit of cour- 
age and hope. It is greatly to be desired that some provision shall be made and some 
plans carried out so that our efforts to reap better results from our land at Fairview shall 
be a realization. 

I am pleased to inform you that since the action of our directors was taken, by which 
they decided not to accept of Mr. Cruikshank’s offer, and sell him 100 acres of our Jand on 
the Umzumbi River, adjoining his, he has written to General Superintendent Sellew, and 
expressed his willingness to aid Brother Woods, by advice, or otherwise, in looking after 
our farm interests. He thinks there are large possibilities for our work from a wise use of 
ourland. The manner in which he writes about our work indicates, not only his apprecia- 
tion of it, but, also, that he is a Christian gentleman. I am much pleased to know that our 
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missionaries have such a neighbor, who is interested in the success of their work and ours, 
and, above all, in the increase and triumph of the Redeemer’s kingdom. 

The labors of J. W. Haley and wife, while he was there as pastor, were made a bless- 
ing. A. E. Haley labored there a part of the time, having charge of the farm interests, but 
as provision had not been made for the enlargement of the work on temporal lines we could 
not expect much results. 

Good reports have come to your secretary in regard to the station and the Girls’ school. 
Miss Reed, writing about the Girls’ school says: ‘*There has been an attendance of forty- 
three during the year. They have spent six hours daily in school work. except Saturdays, 
four hours in the gardens, two hours in sewing. On Saturdays they have practise in gen- 
eral work, a number having had training in washing, ironing, house-cooking and other 


’ kinds of housework. We have endeavored to give them a well rounded education, spiritu- ; 


ally, mentally and physically.’’ 

Evidently, the school has deeply felt the loss of Stephen and Martha as they had served 
there for years; however, Miss Nellie Fayers has taken Martha’s place and evidently is 
doing good work. The school has received a grant of $84.80 from August 1, 1905, till April 
1, 1906. I think this does not include the full grant, but a further appropriation is given 
for the fourth quarter. 

The station school has been prosperous, as there has been « good attendance, and they 
have bad the services of a well qualified teacher. 

As expressed by our superintendent, the greatest need at Fairview is a well qualified 
man and wife for the pastorate at that place. The change in pastors there causes a lack in 
efficiency on this lineof work. 

Brother Brodhead is looking forward with expectancy to his return to the home land 
next year, and he and his wife have expressed their desire to have provision made for Sister 
Brodhead and the children to return with him. : 

The increase in members at Fairview is 22; in probationers 18. 


ITEMBA 


Our work at Itemba has made substantial progress during the past year. There has 
been no withdrawal from any of the outposts of the mission. Lucy Hartman has labored 
as evangelist, and Margaret Nickel as teacher, assisted by a native by the name of Zaka. 
Two Sunday-schools have been maintained a part of the year, and one the whole of the 
year. One day schvol has been carried on; three weekly class-meetings have been held at 

‘two different places, and six weekly prayer-meetingsat as many different places. Six native 
evangelists have been employed, who have patiently, diligently and successfully labored in 
the mission, 

The first district quarterly meeting after the organization of the mission conference, 
was held at this place, and a very encouraging report was given of the same. The work at 
this place has gone steadily forward, and our two sisters have shown both wisdom and zeal 
in their labors. 

EDWALENI 


Our work at this place has been supplied the past year by A. A. Miller and wife, and 
Miss Gunhild Spilhaug. They have been assisted by two native evangelists. Their labors 
have been blessed of God, the whole work has been revived, new preaching places have been 
opened and are being maintained. A day school has been kept up with gratifying resuits. 
There has been an increase of five members and four probationers. 


GREENVILLE 


The fore part of the year J. W. Haley was in charge of the work. The training school 


was opened while he was there with one Basuto and one Inhambane boy. Before he left 


in November, the number of students had increased to eight. : 
At the organization of the conference, October 11, 1905, Carroll and Mrs. Rosa Hunter 
Smith were appointed to this field. A Brother Porter has been helping them by teaching 
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the students on industrial lines. Asa part of their work the students are expected to hold 
services in the surrounding kraals. 

Three native evangelists have rendered efficient service. Masala, our old teacher of the 
station school at Fairview,is one of these, and he has been abundant in labors, has preached 
in chapel and kraal, taught school, worked with his hands, ete. 

Another mission site has been freely granted in Chief Balene’s dominion, about twenty 
miles from Greenville. He called our missionaries to work among his people a year ago. 
He wants only one missionary, and there is no white missionary working among his people. 
Brother Smith states that Balene’s country is almost twice as thickly settled as the country 
at Greenville. He thinks a man should be sent out at once tor that work. A small amount 
is asked to commence the building work there. 

The reported increase in members is 13, in probationers, seven. 

Our missionaries feel that a man and wife of experience are imperatively needed to 
take charge of the Training School, so that Brother and Sister Smith can give their time to 
pastoral and evangelistic work. 


GRIQUAYAND 


This is another colony under the cape government. Work was commenced there by a 
Brother Caldwell, as a supply under Brother Brodhead. Unforeseen circumstances called 
him home to Scotland, and at the last session of the mission conference Brother A, E. 
Haley was appointed to this field. At present he is the only missionary there. He is as- 
sisted by a native helper. 

A building site of six acres has been deeded to us for the nominal sum of one shilling. 
It is in a very thickly populated country. Funds are asked for use in building the coming 
year. ; 

* UMUSA 


Brother and Sister Ryff and a supply, Brother Kragerud, also one native worker, are 
laboring at this place. 

In accordance with the advice of General Superintendent Sellew, it was thought that 
another site had been secured for enlarging the work, but a recent letter from Brother Ryff 
states that there is some uncertainty in regard to it, because the government has decided 
that the law makes no provision for the erection of school buildings on mining claims. 
They have made an appeal to the commissioner of mines, and to his excellency, Lord Sel- 
borne. f 

Brother and Sister Ryff are conducting a Sunday-school for white children, averaging 
about 100 scholars. Ina recent letter Brother Ryff reports as follows: 

‘Last Sunday we had 104 in the Sunday-school for white children, 45 in the native 
service, and about 50 in the service for whites in the evening. The friends and missionaries 
have contributed about $70.00 for chairs with which to seat the chapel for white services.’’ 

The work is moving forward both among the natives and whites. Increase reported 
in members two, in probationers one. Our workers are full of courage and faith for the 
work, 


INDIA 


Excellent reports have been received concerning the progress made by our orphans on 
industrial lines. The quality of the work done in the industrial department has com- 
mended it to others so that several gifts have been given by outsiders to assist in the work. 
A consignment of goods from Montgomery. Ward & Company, including a gasoline engine, 
are to be paid for by these gifts. M.O. Olarke thinks that our industrial work has been 
more successful in dispelling prejudice from the minds of the natives against our work 
than anything else. He estimates that over 1000 persons have visited them, tosee this work, 
the past year. These persons were from the most intelligent, class of natives in Yeotmal 
and the surrounding towns. Some called to see the work from villages forty miles away. 
He has been waited upon by two committees of Jawyers from Yeotmal who wanted him to 
- open the school for the boys of Yeotmal. They were willing to pay a good tuition. Fail_ 
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ing in this they have asked help of the government in starting a school, and solicited 
Brother Olarke’s assistance in drafting a course of study which would be sanctioned by the 
government. 

Fifteen dollars for each child is not enough to give them an industrial education, as it 
scarcely pays for their food and clothing. Grain has risen nearly one-third in price the 
past year. Besides what is received for their support he says $350 a year is needed in aid of 
the school. He thinks $125 of this can be realized from the work done in the school. This 
would leave a balance of $225 to be provided. He suggests that this may be provided for 
in part, at least, by his taking the agency for and selling hand mills for grinding grain. I 
shall be pleased to bring before you more fully his plan, for your consideration and action. 
He thinks the man who is in charge of the industrial department should be responsible only 
to the board. 

Encouraging progress has been made on intellectual lines, and the government gives a 
grant to aid the school of $100 a year. Two Christian and one Hindoo teachers are em 
ployed in the school. . 

Different missionaries have done good work in connection with the orphanages. Sister 
Olarke has been an excellent helpmeet to her husband in the boys’ orphanage work, and 
Sister Southworth and our other single lady missionaries have done excellent work among 
the orphan girls. ; 

The station was visited by a very gracious outpouring of the Spirit upon the orphans 
last December, which was a cause of great encouragment to the missionaries. We trust 
that it will result in much lasting fruit. Brother Clarke says that the moral tone of the 
school was never so good as now. 

Three missionaries have labored at Wun the past year. It has been a time of seed sow- 
ing which we expect will result in a precious harvest. 3 

E. F, and Mrs. Phoebe Ward and a native worker have been laboring at our new station 
at Darwha. The foundation of the new mission house has been completed, about one-third 
of the walls, and the outhouses and the posts set for the fence around the premises, but 
because of the heavy rains, the work had to be deferred until the cold season. Brother and 
Sister Ward’s labors are highly appreciated by our missionaries in India, He has been 
especially helpful in the building work at Darwha, because of his knowledge and past ex- 
perience. Brother and Sister Ward having given satisfactory evidence of their agreement 
with our mission in polity and doctrine are now recognized as full members of the same. 

Good reports come to us from our missionaries concerning Miss Alcorn’s work. 

There has been an increase of two members and of four communicants. 

The climate of Central India, where our mission is located, is very trying to the health 
of missionaries. I have recently received a cable dispatch from J. T. Taylor in regard to 
their returning home, at once, on account of sickness. I replied, ‘‘Come if necessary.” 

Emma Appling’s health failed the past year, and our treasurer sent money for her re- 


turn. She isso much better that her request is to be permitted to remain in India, and I . 


have cheerfully given my consent, providing she is able to perform an ordinary amount of 
work. ; 

M. C. Clarke expresses it as his opinion that ere another year closes four of the present 
force on the field will need to return to America. He and the other missionaries are anx- 
ious to have Miss Jessie W. Lively sent out at once, and if Miss Rose Cox’s health is fully 
restored they would welcome her back to India, and would be glad if she could return 
when Miss Lively comes. Our missionaries in India are very thankful for the reinforce- 
ments sent out last year. Iam pleased with the unity of the Spirit among them. Our 
workers there have been confronted with greater tests than our laborers have been called to 
meet on other fields, nevertheless, the sure promise that His word shall not return unto 


Him void, but shall accomplish his good pleasure, should be an inspiration to those who 


are holding the ropes at home, and to the missionaries on the field. 


JAPAN 


Our work in Japan, where missionaries from the home land are located, is at Sumoto- 
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on the Island of Awaji, at Akashi, and at Osaka. August Youngren and wife are at Sumoto; 
Rev. and Mrs. S. E, Cooper at Akashi, and Rev. and Mrs. Minnie Matthewson are at Osaka. 
These missionaries are assisted in the work by ten evangelists (men), and by four ladies 
who are studying in the training school and doing missionary work in connection with 
their school work. Two of the before mentioned evangelists have wives. All but five of 
the evangelists are laboring in connection with our work at Osaka. 

Our missionaries, and especially our superintendent, have worked long and patiently to 
purchase property for mission purposes at Osaka. Last December he secured a desirable 
building site for a mission house. In July following he secured a lot on the principal 
business street of the part of the city where he lives for a location for a house for school 
and mission purposes. This site is close to the great theater district. The converts have 
commenced to raise funds for a church, and it is thought that the Jot purchased is large 
enough for a church also. Brother Matthewson says that this location is better than they 
planned for at first. There is an old building on the lot. Small Japanese houses are now 
on the lot at Osaka which he purchased for the missionaries’ home. They will be utilized 
after the foreign house is built. e 

There was provision made at our last annual meeting for Sister Matthewson to return 
to America, but such influences were exerted by our workers in Japan, and by the mission- 
ary secretary and other members of the board, that Brother and Sister Matthewson de- 
cided to remain in Japan longer. Notwithstanding Sister Matthewson’s deafness, her pres- 
ence and labors are highly appreciated by our workers. 

We rejoice because of the spirit of harmony and love which prevails among all of our 
workers there, Our superintendent says, ‘‘Our Bible Training School has become a fact.”’ 
It consists of four young men and four young women. Two more young men expect to 
attend this fall. The accommodations are poor. but the students seem contented and de- 
sirous of making the best of the present and hope for better equipment in the near future. 
It is said that many missionaries complain of a lack of spiritual progress and aggressive- 
ness on the part of their students. The students seem to be growing in grace, and exhibit 
marked aggressiveness. 

Our superintendent reports that over 400 persons have sought the Lord during the past 
year, and a goodly number have exhibited clear marks of conversion. Some are regarded 
as demented because they seek by every means in their power to spread the gospel, and 
some others huve suffered the loss of all things in reality—even the loss of home, wife and 
kindred. He says, ‘‘It is also interesting and blessed to watch the effects of the gospel 
here and note its resemblance to the primitive church.”’ 

Our native Christians, although poor, love the cause and show their léve for it by their 
gifts, having given, the past year, $487.26. This is over one half of all that has been re- 
ported as given by the native Christians on all of our foreign work. 

The increase in members the past year has been 64, in probationers 336, in communi- 
eants 400, 

Our superintendent says that he is sorry that the idea prevails that no more mission- 
aries are especially needed in Japan, because as the native force of workers increases and 
becomes intelligent in church matters, there will arise the demand foraconference. Unless - 
missionaries are sent out now, the conference affairs will be hopelessly tangled from lack of 
men and women who can understand and use the language, thus giving ballast to plans and 
deliberations. Again, with so small a force on the field, if one family should be called 
home, a most unfortunate state of affairs would be the result, 


OHINA 


I am pleased to report that none of our missionaries in China have been taken from 
labor to reward during the past year, and the most of them have been preserved from sick- 
ness. It has seemed necessary for the most of them to spend some time at Ku Ling be- 
cause of the intense heat at Oheng Chow. Brother and Sister Scofield and the Misses 
Graves, Millican and Peterson have spent some time at this summer resort the past season, 
Brother Appleton and Brother and Sister Honn have remained at Oheng Chow. 
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Considerable fear was entertained for the safety of our missionaries in China the fore- 
part of the year, but notwithstanding the rumors of another Boxer uprising, it has not 
been realized, and, I trust that there will be no danger from this source in the future. 

I judge the most of our missionaries are making encouraging progress in acquiring the 
language. By going to a cooler section of the country during the intense heat they are 
enabled to pursue their language study more successfully. Because of the representation 
from our missionaries in regard to the imperative necessity of leaving Cheng Chow during 
the hot season, and a suggestion on their part that if the board would loan them some 
means to provide homes for them at a desirable place in a higher altitude during the hot 
weather they would return the money loaned later, and take the property in their own 
names, the directors thought best to grant their request, and authorized our treasurer to 
send on $600 to be used for this purpose. The money loaned reached there too late for this 
season, but the prospect is that it will be used in time to provide for their needs another 
year, and I expect they will return the money loaned, or a part of it, next year. It seems 
that it is the general practice on the part of the missionaries of different organizations who 
live on the plains to spend a few months during the extreme heat at some healthy hill 
station. : , 

Our superintendent has found it quite difficult to secure desirable property at Cheng 

Chow, but after much persevering effort succeeded in purchasing advantageously, and ina 
very good location. He speaks of it as follows: 
_ ‘The street where we have purchased property is on the road to the ‘Yamen,’ or court 
house, which, as in most Chinese cities, dues a thriving business, and accordingly a great 
many people pass our door. Our property has a frontage of about fifty feet, is a little 
wider at the back, and is about 250 feet long. It has six small one-story buildings on it, 
three or four of which will probably be left there and the rest torn down. The same prop- 
erty on the main street would cost at least three times as much, so I think it has been a 
pretty fair bargain. It will cost us about $750, gold, including fees for magistrate, middle- 
‘men, consul. ete. The fees are about 12 per cent. of the original price, which was 1,100 
strings of cash (about $660). Some of the buildings can be used there permanently, but 
we expect to build a foreign house with the rest of the funds, Missionaries say it is usually 
very uphealthy to live inside the city in the summer, so we do not intend to do any more on 
the compound at present until we see whether it is possible to live there all the year.”’ 

It seems that the missionaries generally approved of the purchase of this property. 

Two things are very important in regard to our work and workers in China. One is 
that such provisions be made as will enable them to care well for their physical health, and 
the other is that they give all diligence to acquire the language. If these conditions are 
realized, and they are filled with the Spirit, the prospect is that our work there will be suc- 
cessful. 

It is thought by our missionaries that another station should be located, and property 
_ purchased for the same as soon as possible. They think that values will increase because 
of the railroad having been put through so recently. I would think it advisable to do this, 
but great care should be taken to have the location wisely chosen. 

Miss Edith Graves has written me in regard to a plan for her and Miss Peterson to 
carry on a work among the girls. Our superintendent has labored very diligently, and I 
think successfully. We trust that wisdom will be given, so that our work on this field will 
go forward successfully and the best possible results realized. As our work is so new there, 
it was not to be expected that there would be statistics such as we have from our other 
missions, One or two conversions have been reported, through the labors of our workers 
on this field. 

I suppose if a doctor can be secured to send out to assist in the work in China who is 
well qualified, such an addition to our force will be very helpful. I judge it is hardly ex- 
pected that more missionaries will be sent to this field the coming year, unless an excep- 
tional application is presented. 
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SAN DOMINGO 


The Lord has been helping our devoted fellow. worker, Miss Esther D, Olark, at Sal- 
cedo, San Domingo. Her principal work has been teaching, interspersed with personal 
and evangelistic work. Her patience, perseverance, and faith in her work, are commenda- 
ble. She is pleading for more laborers to be sent to her help, and to give the light of life 
to the people. Two good evangelists—a man and wife—are greatly needed. Who havea 
call to this field, and resources and faith to lead them forth? In a recent letter she ex- 
pressed her earnest desire to have a visit from the missionary secretary, and in connection 
with the same have a ‘‘holiness convention.’’ I suppose it would also be expected that he 
would visit different parts of the island and hold evangelistic services. She has very highly 
appreciated the appropriation made to her last year. 

As this island lies so near to our own country, if the board felt it could make a small 
additional appropriation for the work there, to be used as an incentive to encourage some 
persons to offer themselves for the work, I am sure this would cause her heart to leap for 
joy and greatly inspire her faith. No doubt the presence of some additional workers would 
give a special impetus to the work, and would be hailed with great joy by the native 
Christians. ' 


- SEORETARY’S PERSONAL REPORT 


I am glad to acknowledge the Lord’s great goodness unto me during the past year. 
He has been pleased to grant me increasing strength for his service. His presence has 
been my joy and sufficiency. 

I have labored in six camp-meetings, held two conferences and dedicated two churches, 
besides looking after a large and increasing correspondence. As the number of missiona- 
ries, native evangelists and workers, as well as children, increases in our foreign work, 
greater care and labor are needed. 

My work has called for me to travel in ten different states and 11,420 miles.

REV. W. G. HANMER’S REPORT 


To THE GENERAL CONFERENCE Missionary BoarD oF THE FREE MertHopist CHURCH: 


For the great mercy, love and care of the Lord, and for the special help of the divine 
Spirit in the evangelistic work, during the past year, we feel most profoundly thankful. 

At the time the Missionary Board was in session last fall we were éngaged ina revival 
effort in Olney. Illinois. Our services were held in a large old Lutheran church. We 
labored hard and long there with but very meager results. It was not until near the close 
of the meeting that we found out the reason for the difficult and locked up situation. 

Purasant Grove is on the Westfield circuit, Wabash conference, J. B. Lutz, pastor. 
We had a remarkably good and successful meeting» there in November. There were 
some brands plucked from the burning in that meeting. A goodly number were saved and 
quite a number sanctified wholly, and most of them united with the church. 

Our next field was— 

GREENVILLE, InLiINois. Our meeting there was held in the interests of the college and 
church. It was surprising to find how the spirit of awakening and revival continues in 
Greenville College year after year. God be praised for the salvation work in our schools, 
Much good was done in the school and church and there was a general interest in the com- 
munity at large. A number were gloriously saved from the outside. 

After New Years we spent nearly four months on old fields in Wisconsin. 

Ar Livinesron with A. J. Damon, pastor. After a protracted effort in prayer and 
labor the Lord broke through in power in Zion, and we had a grand salvation time. The 
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church was quickened and strengthened and the work of salvation spread among outsiders 
until quite a number were saved and united with the church. 

PLAaTTEVILLE.—We had a successful meeting with Pastor E. N. Hawley. Platteville is 
about the oldest society in the conference. We held on there in faith, prayer and effort 
until victory came. It was a hard siege but God came and rewarded the faith and labor of 
Zion. It was something new for the old Platteville society to receive fifteen new members 
at one time. The occasion brought a downpour of blessing on the whole church, Such a 
visitation is needed in many of our old societies or they will soon die out entirely. 

EyaNnsviLLe.—The meeting was not so profitable; we were there too late in the season 
for winter revival work. However, we had a good profitable meeting. 

We attended camp-meetings at Livingston, Wisconsin; Augusta, Oklahoma; South 
Dayton, New York; Pleasantville, Pennsylvania; and Hillsboro, Illinois. The camp- 
meetings were excellent. God came in power in each of them, and the results were very 
gratifying. 

We assisted in tabernacle meetings at Fremont, Indiana; Rocky Grove, Pennsylvania 

“and Fort Wayne, Indiana. 

In most all the meetings where we have labored during the year there has been an out- 
pouring of the Spirit in Zion and an agitation and awakening in the communities at large. 
About 520 persons have been at the altar for prayer during the year and most of them found 
the grace of God.

To THE PRESIDENT aND MEMBERS OF THE GENERAL MissionaRyY BoarD OF THE FREE 
METHODIST OHURCH: 5 


It is gratifying to be able to report, through the mercy of our heavenly Father, a pros- 
perous year in the evangelistic field. The divine hand has been over us with sustaining 
power. We have spent nearly five months in new work and a number of new societies have 
been organized and some of the weaker classes have received new strength and encourage- 
ment. 

We have conducted revivals and special services in eight different states and in Canada 
and in nine conferences. 

New Enauanp.—According to your request, we labored three months in the New Eng- 
land states, principally in New Hampshire and Massachusetts. For our assistants we were 
fortunate in being able to engage Brother and Sister Mayfield of Scottsvilie, Kentucky. The 
Lord was pleased to pour out his Spirit and a measure of success was realized. As it is 
extremely difficult to find in New England, a hall that is not used a part of the time by 
secret orders, or an unoccupied church building, some time was consumed in getting a lo- 
cation for the work. This necessarily was attended with expense. Our first meeting was 
held at West Swanzey, New Hampshire, in a church owned by the Universalists. For this 
building we pa‘d $16.00 per month. The Lord was pleased to grant his favor and a goodly 
number found peace with him and the influence of the work was beneficial for the church. 
A number of holiness people came from the towns near by and expressed their apprecia- 
tion of the doctrines we presented and of the church we represented. We expect to form 
an organization at this place in the future. At the close of this revival a week was spent at 
East Swanzey, a town not far from the place of the first meeting. 

Our next revival was held at Clinton, Massachusetts. Olinton is a beautiful, thriving 
city. It is an excellent center for our work in the lower part of New England and we feel 
thankful in being able to get a foothold there. At first a large hall was secured from the 
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trustees of a missionary society representing the different churches of the town. As the 
weather grew warmer we put up one of our tabernacles and continued the services with 
some success, there being a number saved. Before leaving, we organized a small society 
of excellent members, At this place God gave us two ministers who had been successful in 
the work of holiness and whose lives have been an evidence of the grace theyenjoy. These 
men we placed in charge of the work until the next session of the Susquehanna conference. 
A yery strong man came in from the M. E. church who had held the office of class-leader 
for many years and had occupied a place on the official board for a long time. This 
brother, E. S. Butler, was elected class-ieader of the new society and is seeing souls saved 
in the class meetings. 

These are some good openings near Olinton and we promised our dear friends to return 
and help to strengthen the work should your honorable body see proper to allow us to 
return. 

New England is a beautiful country filled with intelligent people. The state of religion 
is low to the extreme, church members are generally formal and cold and real salvation is 
little known in many localities. The Free Methodist church should have a strong hold 
there. Special effort should be made to establish our work throughout all the country; 
this will require means. Our church cannot be organized in New England with as little 
financial expense as in the West or South. The people are not accustomed to entertain 
freely those who labor in the vineyard of the Lord as the people in other countries are. 
Preachers, in opening new work here, must either pay their board or rent rooms and keep 
house. We did the latter, Mrs. Stamp doing the work for the company during the entire 
time we were in the country. 

If evangelists are to be kept on this field any length of time special appropriation 
should be made to cover the extra expense of the work. 

Mrs. Stamp has traveled with me throughout the year and has added much to the suc- 
cess of the meetings. 

Three hundred and fifty-seven have professed conversion or entire sanctification and 
116 have been received into the Free Methodist church.

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STATE OF THE WORK OF THE W. F. M. S. . 


We were obliged to substitute last year’s figures in our statistical report again this year, 
for several conferences. However, tor the conferences reporting we have a gain of 35 local 
societies, 278 active, 77 honorary, and 366 junior members during the past year. There is 
also an encouraging gain in money and general interest in missionary work. 

Pittsburg conference raised over $4,000; Southern Oalifornia nearly $4,000, or $13.71 
per eapita; Oil City about $3,000 and other conferences have done as well in proportion to 
their membership. * 

None of the conference societies forgot to elect a delegate to the gendral mecting. al- 
though nearly all are deficient in their quota of the Delegates’ Expense Fund. 

The circulation of the Missionary Tidings remains about the same, 2,500.
